State Naval IfilHia. 

This force consists of Divisions ''A'" and ''B," with a battalion oi*- 
ganization. It is quartered on the United States ship 'Keystone 
Stati /' moored at Queen Street Wharf, Philadelphia. The battalion 
has also Uie United States Ship "Shearwater," the pro])erty of the 
United States, and loaned by the Navy Department for the use of the 
Naval Militia. Both ships are unsatisfactory for the purposes of the 
Naval Militia, the "Keystone State'* being old and unsuited to the 
serTice in every respect. The "Shearwater" is too small to Bceom- 
modate properly one Division. Repeated efforts to secure better and 
more modem ships have been unsuccessful, and the battalion is there- 
fore deprived of the stimulus and encouragement which proper equip- 
ment would give it 
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Annnal Return to the War Department. 

Herewith is ^iven the I'ejKirt compiled by the Adjutant GciMTal 
and forwarded by the Governor to the War Department, in accord- 
anre w ith the act of (Jongre«s approved January 21, 1908, and which 
shdw s actual strength and the authorized strength of the Na- 
tional (iuard of Pennsylvania. 

The actual strength as sliowii in the report is the number and kind 
of organizations, and the number of officers and enlisted men in the 
service ou December 31, 1905. The authorized strength is the num- 
ber and kind of organizations authorized by the laws of the Common- 
wealth, aa per the act of Aaaembly approved April 28tb, 1899, and 
the amendment thereto as per act of Assembly approTcd March 27, 
1903. 

Annual Eneanipmeut. 

The Annual Encampment was held by Brigades in the year 1905 as 
follows: 

The First Brigade at Perkasie, Bucks county, July 8th to 15th in- 
clusive. 

The Second Brigade at Erie, Erie county, July 15th to 22d, inclu- 
sive. 

The Third Brigade at Mount Gretna, Lebanon county, July bth to 
15th inclusive. • 

The encampments were very successful in every respect.

The Annual Inspections required by law were made during the En- 
campments and the Commander-in-Chief and officers of his staff, 
also the Major General Commanding the Division and officers of his 
staff, were present at the inspection in each Brigade. 

Bifle Practice. 

This important work has received the earnest attention and able 
supervision of the officers in . charge during the year. Notwithi-

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range facilities, yet a decided improvement haa been made over 
previous jeara. A detailed statement of the work done and resnlts 
attained will be found in the very complete and carefully prepared 
report of the General Inspector of Bifle Practice published herewith. 

A team representing the National Guard of Pennsylvania w&b m- 
lected during the Annual State Matches held at Mt. Gretna, and was 
sent to Sea Girt, New Jersey, to participate in the National Hatch. 
In this match there were thirty- seven teams entered, and the team 
Vrom PennsjlvaDia finished in ninth place, a most creditable showing 
considering the fact that in some statesaa well asin the U. 3. Army, 
the U. 8, Navy and the U. S. Marine Corps, teams are selected early 
in the year and kept continually at practice for weeks and even 
months prior to the National Match. In Pennsylvania a marksman 
must earn his place ou the team by his merit and in comix'litiou with 
others, and heiif e a team thus selected is more nearly representative 
of the marksmanship of the entire oi'franization, than one selected 
from men who can attord to give the time for long and continued 
practice. 

The names of the members of the team and scores made, will be 
found in the report of the General Inspector of liitli j'racticc. 

The "Bulletin of the National Match" held ai Sea Liirt, N, J., 
August 29th, to September 1st, 1905, will be found in General Orders 
No. 28, A. G. O., sefies 1905. 

Armories. 

The committee of the National Guard Association of the State, ap 
pointed to secure data and frame legislation to be presented to the 
General Assembly providing for the erection of armories, prepared 
and presented a bill having for its purpose the creation of a State 
Armory Board to supervise the erection of armories and asking an 
appropriation therefor of five hundred thousand dollars. 

Great interest was manifested in this movement, particularly in 
locaUtiefs where National Guard organisations existed, and the woe- 
ful lack of proper armory accommodations was known and under- 
stood by the people. The press of the State were very earnest In ad- 
vocating the passage of the measure. The General Assembly passed 
the bill but reduced the amount of money aaked for from 1600,000.011 
to 9250,000.00. 

The act was published in General Orders No. 20, dated Sept. 20, 
1905. 
The act provides: 

"That there shall be appointed within the Commonwealth of 
PMasylvaiila an Armory Board , to consist of tbe Qor«mor, tba 
AdJotaat.Oeaeral, and five persmis to be appointed by the Governor, 
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of whom three shall he officers of the National Guard, whose dutj' 
, it shall be to provide, manage and care for armories for the use of 
the National Guard of PennsylYania." 

In accordance with the proyisionB of the act the QoTernor^ on Sep- 
tember 20, 1905, appointed the following persona, who, in addition to 
the Governor and the Adjutant General, constitute the Armory 
Board, via: 

Albert J. Logan, Colonel and Commissary General. 
Charles Bowman Dougherty, Colonel, Ninth Begiment Infantry. 
William G. Price, Jr., Colonel, Third Begiment Infantry. 
Lonia A. Watrea, late Cokmel Thirteenth Begiment Infantry. 
Willis J. Hnlings, Colonel, Sixteenth Begiment Infantry. 

The members of the Board thron^'h long experience in the National 
Guaid, were thoroughly conversiiut with the necessities of the ser- 
vice and splendidly equipped to carry on the important work com- 
mitted to their hands. The people of the Commonwealth may be 
aasnred that the work will be done in a manaer to commend it to 
their considerate judgment, and to justify the next sesaion of the 
General Asaembly in making most liberal aj^roinriationa for its con- 
tinuance. The State should not hesitate to provide liberally and 
encouragingly for those of her citizep.%, who, in the past have served 
her so faithfully, and who, often at personal sacrifice, give freely of 
their time and effort to maintain a force upon which the peace and 
order of the Commonwealth must depend in time of trouble. 

Annual Allowance to Officers. 

The Adjutaut General presented to the (ieiieral Assembly a bill 
]^Tovi(ling for an annual allowance to otlicers of the National (Juard 
and State Naval Militia, io ;issii<t them in defraying? the exp" ii8e to 
which (hoy were subjeeted in supplying themselves with iiiu forms 
and e(iuipiiu nts. This bill received favorable and generous consider- 
ation and became a law. It provides as follows: 

"for the payment of an annual allowaooe to commisBioned offloera 

of the National Guard of Pmnsylvania and Naval Force of Pennsyl- 
vania, as follows: For commissioned officers, required to be 
mounted, forty UuUarH per year; for commissioned officers, not re- 
ared to be mounted, tbirty dolUura per year: Provided, Such com* 
missioned ottLoeir sball bave been in commission continuously during 
the year for which payment is claimed, and that he shall have ex- 
pended during the year, for unifwrns and equipment for himself, a 
sum equal to or greater Chan the allowance elalmed; and In case 
where an expenditure greater than the annual allowance Is made 
in any year for which annual allowance Is paid, such excess may be 
included in the voucher for the following year: And provided. That 
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before any payment is made to any ofDcer, tor any year, appHcatton 

shall be made for same npon a blank form to be prepared atul fur- 
nished by the Adjutant Gf^neral, which blank form shall coniaiu a 
certificate requiring the claimant to show, by prop«r vouchers, that 
be bas actually expended dnrlnfl; tbe year, for uniforms and eQUlp- 
ment for himself, an amount equal to the annual allowance claimed: 
And provided further, That In case where a commissioned officer of 
the National Guard or Naval Force of Pennsylvania shall have 
served tbe full term of tbe commission issued to him, and shall be 
elected or appointed as a oommlesioned ofllcer within thirty days 
from the expiration of former commission, the service of such officer 
shall be considered continuous so far as it relates to annual allow- 
ances herein provided for." 

Permaneut Camping Ground. 

No definite and final action baa been taken by the Commission an- 
thorized to purchase pennanent campiu^ ground* 

Death of Captain C. S. W. Jones. 

The National Gnard sniTered a distinct loss in the death of Captain 
C. 8. W. Jones^ Sheiridan Troop, which occurred at his home in Ty- 
rone, Pa., on May 6, ld05. 

Captain Jones served with distinction in the War for the Suppres- 
sion of the Rebellion, haying enlisted as a private in the Second 
Pennsylvania Cavalry in March, 1862, and being mustered out as 
Captain, July 1^, is^)^ Ue entered the Spanish American War as 
Captain of the Sheridan Troop, Pennsylvania Volunteer Cavalry, 
May 11, 1898; wrb pron^oted to Major, July 21, 1898; mustered out 
November 16, 1898. 

For tw(^nty five years he was Captain of the Sheridan Troop in the 
National Guard. As an offircr hp was faithful, comiM'tcnt and de- 
voted to the servKM', insitiriiii; others with his zeal. None were more 
efficient, none more mi)(]est. He was an ideal soldier, an upright 
citizen, an honest, manly man. 

Inauguration of Theodore Boosevelt, President-elect. 

The General Assembly by joint resolution of the Senate and House 
of Representatives, approved by the Governor the second day of 
March, 1905, provided for the participation of the National Guard of 
Pennsylvania in the inaugural ceremonies of Theodore Roosevelt, 
President-elect of the United States, to be held in Washington, D. C, 
March 4, 1905, and made an appropriation to pay the expenses of a 
provisional brigade selected for that purpose.

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The resohitloii provided as follows 

''Resolved, By the Senate and Honee of RepreeenUtiTefl oi the 

General Assembly, 'I'hat the Governor of the Commonwealth be 
authorized to provide for the participation, by a provisional brigade 
of the National Guard of Pennsylvania, in the inaugural parade at 
Waahington, District of Oolumbia, March 4, one thousand nine 
hundred and five; and to defray the expenses incident thereto, the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be nec- 
essary, Is hereby appropriated. The expenilitures from this appro- 
priation to be for transportation, subsistence at the rate of one 
dollar per day, for two days^ for each officer and enlisted man, 
horse hire, quarters, and music, and for which mecillcally ttemiaed 
vouchers shall he filed with the Auditor General." 

In conformity with the resolution a provisional Brifjade was or- 
ganized and iii igadit i (lonoral J. P. S. (5obin,,( ontinandiug iliird 
Brigade, assigned to command of same. One regiment was taken

Becaptnred Union FlagB Forwarded by the Secretary of War to the 
Governor of Pennsylvania, March 81, 1905.

Under date of March 31, 1903, the folltnving communication was 
sent by the Acting Secretary of War to the Governor of the State of 
Pennsylvania: 

"War Department, 
Waefaington, March 81, 1906. 
"Sir: I have the hcmor to advise you tbat. under the authority 

conferred upon the Secretary of War by the joint resolution of Gon* 
gress, approved Feljrnary 28, 1905, entitled a "Joint Resolution to 
return to the proper authorities certain Union and Confederate battle 
flags,' I have caused to be forwarded to you to-day. by express, all 
the recaptured Union battle flags that were in the custody of the 
War Department at the time of the approval of said joint resolu- 
tion, and that could be identified as belonging to your State or as 
having been borne by military organizations thereof. 

"Herewith are enclosed a list of the flags transmitted to you 
today and a copy of Executive Document No. 163, House of Repre- 
sentatives, 50th Congres."?, which sets forth all the information that 
the War Department was able to furnish on February 16, 1888, 
with regard to the Union and Confederate flags then In its custody. 
A few of the flaes that are described in that document eannot be 
identified at the present time, their ntimbers or distlngttlshlng 
marks having been lost, and a few of the flnp:? that rould not be 
identified in 1888 have since been identified and are now returned to 
the States to which the organtcattons that bore them belonged.

The Adjutant General made some inqniry regaiding some of these 
flags, and in the effort to secure information regarding Flag No. 108 
in the above list, and which was stated to be the Blag of the "Ivogan 
Guards/' the Adjutant General communicated with the President of 
the First Defender's Association, an association comi)Osed of the sur- 
vivors of the first five companies that volnnteered from the State of 
Pennsylvania, and among which wa.-^ the '"lA)<;an (Tiiards" of Lewi:^- 
town, Mifflin county, Pa. In reply to this inquiry flie Adjutant Gen- 
eral received from H. A. Eisenbise, the following communicatioD, 
which it has been deemed best to make of record: 

«<Cbe«ter, Pa., 6-8, 1906. 

"Adjutant Qeneral Thomas J. Stewart: 

"Sir: Your letter of April 17th. 1905, to the President of the First 
Defenders' Association, through Captain George R. Kalbach, relative 
to a U. S. flag you received from the War Department, bearing the 
words 'Logan Guards' painted In the scroll of the U. S. eoat^of'arms. 
was referred to me as a reinresentativve of the Logan Guards of 
Lewistown, Pa., and in accordance with the request of the Seeretary 
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of the First Defenders' Assot-iatiou, 1 tcx^k the matter up with sev- 
eral of the surviving members of the Logans and they all concur in 
aaylog that they do no* remember anjrthlns about the flag as jou 
describe it. Personally, I can not remember that our company ever 
had a U. S. flag, or if they had, how could It get into the War Deimrt- 
ment, as the flag we took from Lewistown and carried through Bal- 
timore, was the flag that is now in a glass case in the Flag Room at 
Harrlsburs* Our company was named In honor at Logan the Indian 
Chief, and in my opinion the flag in queation belonged to a company 
of some other state, and was named in honor of General Logan.

Dedication of Monument at Andersonville, Oa. 

The General Agsciiibly in Rcssiou of 1003, appropriated the sum of 
$5,000.00 for the jmrpose <»f providing transportation to surviving 
honorably disehari^ed I'eunsylvania soldiers who were at any time 
during tlie \\ ar for th<' Suppression of t he Hel^ellion confined in the 
prison at AnihTSonvilie, (Ja. This \va& to in iniit such surviving sol- 
diers to be present at the dedieation of the memorial to be erected 
by the State of Pennsylvania in the XjMiunal Cemetery at Anderson 
ville, Ga. The amount wa« found to be lusuflBcient. The dedication 
of the memorial was delayed until after the session of the General 
Agflembly of 1905. At the session of 1905 an appropriation of |16, 
000.00 was made for the purpose of furnishing transportation to the 
surviving honorably discharged Pennsylvania soldiers who were con- 
fined in the Confederate Prison at Andersonville, Ga. 

The act of Assembly further provided that the Adjutant General 
was to provide such transportation and to pay ''such sums of money 
as shall be agreed upon, not exceeding one cent per mile.'' The 
Trunk Line Association declined to accept the rate of one cent per 
mile for this transportation, and after various conferences and much 
correspondence on the subject, the Trunk Line Association, the 
Southeastern Passenger Association, and the Central Passenger 
Association agreed to the following: 

"One cent per mile per eapita, distance travelleil, eltber via direct 

or variable route, from points in PMinaytvania to AndersonviUet 
Ga., and return, for honorably discharged soldiers of Pennsylvania 
holding transportation orders signed by Hon. Thos. J. Stewart, Ad- 
jutant General, State of Pennsylvania, with the understanding that 
every effort will be irade by tbe Adjutant General at the next meet- 
ing of the I^glslaturp to secure a further appropriation in order to 
pay the interested lines carrying the business an additional half 
cent per mile for tiie transportation." 

This agreement was made by the Adjutant General with the dis- 
tinct understanding that no obligation rested upon the Adjutant 
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General personally fpr the additional one-balf cent per mile, and that 
no indebtedness for this one-half cent per mile was being incurred 
by him on account of the State of Pennsylvania. 

The dedicaticoi occurred on December 7, 1905. Transportation was 
furnished under the act of Assembly to 381 surviTing honorably dis- 
charged soldiers entitled thereto. The Governor of Pennsylvania 
and Staff were present. A detailed account of disbursements will 
be made in the next report of the Adjutant General. 

Dedication of Monument, 109th Regiment Pennsylvania Volunteers. 

The monument erected by the State to the lOOth Rejjjiment Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers on Orchard Knob, Chattanooga, Tennessee, was 
dedicated on December 9, 1905. 

Under the act of Assembly the Adjutant General was charged with 
the duty of providing transp>ortation to the surviving? members of 
this Regiment. The funds for this purpose wer<' received from Cap- 
tain George W. Skinner, Treasurer of the Executive Committee of 
the Chickaiuauga-Chattanooga Battlefields Commission, to whom an 
accounting has been made. There were present at this dedicatiou 
26 surriyors of the 109th Regiment Pennsylvania Volunteers. The 
Qoyernor and Staff alao participated in the ceremonies.

STATES GOVEBNMENT. 



Circular No. 9, War Department, dated September 9, 1908, pub* 
liahed xegnlations goyernix^ the apportionment and use by tbe aev* 
eral states, of the appropriation made by Congress under Section 
1661 of the tteTised Statutes, as amended by act of Jane 6, 1900, and 
act of January 21, 1903. 

Paragraph II of said circular provides: 

"Under section 14 of the act of January 21, 190S. so mvch of the 
allotment of a State or Territory or the District of Columbia ont of 

the annual appropriation Tinder spotion 1661, Revised Statutes, as 
amended, 'as shall be necessary for the payment, subsistence and 
transportation of such portion of its organized militia as shall en- 
gage in active Held or camp service for Instruction' will he paid 
over 'to the guartermastor-goneral thereof^ or to such other officer 
of the militia of said State as the said Governor may designate and 
appoint for the purpoee.' Before such payment can foe made, bow- 
ever, tbe fcf lowing statutory conditions must he oomplied with: 
"1, It must appear by reports of inspections made by oflleers. 
detailed for that purpose by the Secretary of "War, that the organ- 
iaed militia of a State or Territory or the District of Columbia is 
sufficiently armed, uniformed and equipped for active duty in the 
field. 

"2. A dlaburslng officer will then he appointed by the Governor 

of the State or Territory, or the commanding general of the 
National Guard of the District of Columbia, from the organized 
militia. Tbe fact of such appointment and the name of the ap- 
pointee will he reported to the Secretary of War. who will fix the 
amount of the bond which snch officer shall give faithfully to 
account for tbe safe-keeping nnd pajrraent of the public moneys 
so intrusted to aim for disbursement. 

When the bond has been furnished and approved, requi- 
sitions may be submitted by the governor for such portion oC the 
amounts standing to the credit of the State. Territory, or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia as he may desire to expend In providing for the 
payment, subsistence and transportation of such ponion of the 
organised mllltfa of such State, Territory, or District oi Columbia 
as shall engage in actual field or camp service for Instmetlon. 
"Expenditures will be made by said disbtirslng officer on the order 
of the Governor or the commanding general of the National Guard 
of tbe District of Columbia, and the accounts current for such dis- 
bursements, supported by vouchers, will be rendered monthly to the 
proper bureau of the War Department, with a view to their final 
submission to the proper accounting officers of the Treasury for 
settlement." 
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Under the proyiaionB of the above mentioned circular the Gover- 
nor of PennsylTaiiia designated and appointed Brigadier Qeneral 
Thomas J. Stewart, Adjutant General of Pennt^yh ania, as Disbursing; 
Officer of the Organized Militia of Pennsylvania. This appointment 
was approved by the Secretary of War. The Disbursing Officer filed 
a bond with the War Department in the sum of thirty thousand dol- 
lars (180,000.00), which bond was approved by the Secretary of War. 

The Governor of Pennsylvania made a requisition upon, the War 
Department for sixty thousand dollars (|60,000.00) which was ap- 
proved and this amount placed to the credit of the Disbursing Officer 
of the Organized Militia of Pennsylvania with the Assistant Treas- 
urer of the United States at Philadelphia, the funds to be used iu 
paying for transportation and subsistence of the Organized Militia 
of Pennsylvania, for Annual Encampment held in the year 1904.

Brig. Gen. Tboe. J. Stewart, Adjutant General, Harrisburg, Pa.: 

Sir: I have the honor to report in reference to the operations of the Com- 
missary Department of the National Guard of Pennsylvania, during the En- 
campments of the several Brigades during July, 1905. 

I was unable to attend the Encampments of the First and Third Brigades 
and was exeosed from this duty hy the Commander^in>Chfef . 

Lt. Col. Horace Ij. Haldeman, Assistant Commissary C n l al of Subslstance, 
visited the Encampmrnt>^ of the First aud Tiiird Brigades and made a careful 
inspection of the work of the Department, i herewith attach his report and 
make it part of my report fbr this tonr of duty. 

I was present for two days at the Encampment of tbe Second Brigade at 
Erie, Pennsylvania, and T carefully inspected the work of the Commissary De- 
partment and am glad to be able to report that the quality of rations pur- 
chased were good and the quantity ample. I visited all the company kitchens, 
and made tnquiry of those In charge as to the quality and quantity of rations 
and was universally assured that the rations were entirely satisfactory. I 
made fnquiry in reference to the extra rations that were being purchased from 
company funds, and am glad to be able to report that they were less than 
has been tbe custom heretofore. 

The care of the supplies in the kitchens showed an Improvement and the 
care and preparation of the food appeared to be much better than two years 
ago, on the occasion of my first inspection of the kitchens. 

I am of the <9lnion, however, that the mode of issue from the Regimental 
Gommlasary to the company should be chsnged and that the Regim«ttal Com- 
mlssary should be provided with proper facilities for earing for the supplies 
received from the Brigade Commissary, also the issues to the company should 
be made daily by the Regimental Commissary. This would avoid the necessity 
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of companies providing for tho fare uf a large (inantity of «nppl)Ps rtuI would 
also prevent careless cooks ironi watiliug supplies by coolcing too great an 
amount for a meal. 

The personal appearance of many of the cooks waa not aa neat and clean as 

should be required by company commandfrs. 

The Fifth Regiment still adheres to the custom of using a canvas fly as the 
only protection for the cooking This I think unwise, as it is ulmust impos- 
sible to properly protect the food by the use of such a kitchen. 

I am glad to h'- able to rrport that all those attached to the Department are 
deeply interested in their work, using their best endeavors to conduct the work 
successfully. 

Thanking you, and those with whom I came in contact in the course of my 
official duty, for the uniform courtesy and kindness extended to me, I have the 
honor to be.

REPORT OP ASSIOTAJffT COMMISSARY GENERAL, 11)05. 



Philadelphia, Pa., July 26th. 1906. 

The Commissary General of Subsistence, N. G. P., Pittsburg, Penna.: 

Sir: I have the honor to report that, in compliance with your instructions, I 
inspected, at the encampment o£ the First Brigade, at Perliasie, Fa., on .July 
13lh, and at that of the Third Brigade, at Moun^t Gretna, Pa., on July 14th, 
1905, the supplies issued by the commissary department aa to the Quality and 
quantity. 

T visited the store-houses and each rompany kitchen, and questioned the 
brigade and regimental commissaries, also the company quartermaster, ser- 
geants and cooks. 

I found the quality, quantity and variety of the State issue good and ample, 

and this report was almost universal. There was lof^s purchasing of extra 
supplies 1)y the companies than in previouH years, and in cases where this 
occurred, it was caused by the entertainment of "guests" in the various com- 
panies. This is an objectionable feature, from every standpoint, that ought 
to be discouraged. Many companies, among them some of the best in the 
National Guard, subsisted exclusively on the State issue, reporting that the 
purchasing of extras was wholly unnecessary. 

While there is room for improvement in a number of companies, the sani- 
tary condition and cleanliness of the cooks, kitchens, as well as the prepara- 
tion and rare of supplies, was better than during the encampments; of 1903 and 
1904. The greatest advance I found in this ponnootion was that of a regiment 
of which the regimental commissary has taken a general and intelligent super- 
vision of all the kitchens of the regiment. There is an improvement in all 
branches of your department. The officers are intelligent, painstaking, show 
much interest In their duties, and are deserving of oommemdation. 
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Tbtt oomittlssanr depMrtment was succeastnl tn alt nspecU in properly and 
promptly supplying the trgops o( the Third Brigade on the practice parch. 
A majority of thp cumpanles report that they returned to camp with rations

REPORT OF QJBNEBAL INSPECTOR OF RIFLE PRACTICE, 1905. 



Office of General Inspector of Rifle Practice. 

National Guard of Pennsylvania,

The Adjutant General of Pennsylvania, Harrlsburt. Pa.? 

Sir: I have the honor to submit to you the report of the Department of 
Rifle Practice for the year ending October 31, 1906. 

In compliance with G. O. No. 8, Circular No. 1, the season for rifle practice 
opened May l and closed October 31, 1905. 

The interest taken in the worlc of rifle practice was greater during the year 
just closed than ai any time since' the reurguuization of the National Guard 
of Pennsylvania -after the Spanish-American war, the reports showing not 
only an increased number firing out an increased figure of merit. The number 
firing in. 1905 exceeded the namber firing in 1904 by 1,084 and the figure of 
merit was increased 7.18. 

The figure of merit ot many of the companies suffers from the fact that It Is 
impossible for them to get ranges for the long distance shooting and for Bkir> 
mish. Most of the companies do not have access to such ranges and W(jm» 
have, but only jy going long dih^tances. 

There is au in xcusable delay in the forwarding of returns at the close of 
the season. If the company commanders have followed the letter of the re- 
quirements there is not one but can, if he will, have his reports ready for for- 
WPrrtiriT as soon as the season closes. A companj' commander who is so 
negligent or so busy thai he cannot forward his report within the required 
time should employ some person to get it ready for' his signature. 

The number of men qualifying during the season of 1906 as compared with 
1904 is shown in detail tn the following table: 
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It is gratifying to note that the nunaber of fouitli cUws men is reduced 84, 
but the number is still 2,250 and it is probable that more than two-thirds of 
them are of the class who did not viaU the range or tire a shut This is caused 
largely by a slowness in getting the men to the ranges early in the season. 
The ezperlenoe of years has shown that it is much ^ler to get the men on 
the raliges before the annual encampment than later in the year and the com- 
pany which pushes to get as large a pt?rcentag*» practiced in rh«^ first three 
months of the season is the one which accomplishes the most with the least 
labor. , II 

The following table shows the comparative work done in ea*^ organisation 

in 1904 and 190;'. Attention is called to the fact that In but onp organization 
did the number of men qualified in 1905 fall below that of 1904 and as the defi- 
ciency in tliat regiment is but six meu^it is easily accouuied for by the natural 
changes which occur in an organisation during the course of a year:

THE STATE RIFLE MATCHES. 

The twentieth annual State Rifle Competitions were held upon the State 
Ritle Rnn^e. at Ml. .iretna, Pa., beginning Augus» 7, 1905, In compliance with 
General Urders No. 18, Circular No. 2, current series. The range had been put 
In excellent condition by lieutenant Colonel William F. Richardson and the 
improvements made added much to the fairness of the convetltions and to the 
ease with which they wpi p r onducted. 

There are now fifty-one targets on the range including all ranges and the 
pistol targets. The increasing of the number of targets at short and mid 
range to twenty^one at each distance enabled all teams to shoot in the same 
competitions over the same ranges at the same time. All teams now have 
exactly the same light and weather conditions, a fact which was much appre- 
ciated by the men and met with their universal commendation. 

The old revolver range, which Interfered with work at 300 yards and at the ' 
long ranges has been demolished and a new revolver range constructed Just baefc 
of the statistical office In which are six targets, placed in pairs in eschelon at 25, 
60 and 75 yards, with the firing points all on the same line. The revolver range 
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Yum nev«r been as popular as duiins theBe'competitions, tbe numT^^er of scores 
fired being double that of any previous ypar For this reason the old methods 
of scoring on the revolver range proved cumbersome and difficult to handle. A 
new system which will much ijimplify the work has been devised by the statis- 
tical officer and wtU be put Into use in the 1906 comp^etitlons. 

A new match, the Rapid Fire Hatch, was introduced this year for the first . 
time. Scores wevp not high ..eeause the large majority of the men had never 
hao previous experience in such a contest. It was introduced in order to de- 
velop tbe men in rapid Hre work and the experiences of the State Team in the 
National match show that much practice of this character is needed. 

A new winner of the Champion Shot medal appeared this year in the person 
of Private Robert Gamble, of the First Infantry, whose aggregate was 672. 
Private Gamble is not a new man in the contests but has fought and worked 
for years to attain the distineticm of winning tbe Governor's medat. 

The meas arrangements at the State Rifle Range were excellent and its 
quality was of that same standard which has marked Lteutenant Colonel 
Richardson's work as chief commissary in past years. 

A particularly pleasing ieature of the contest was the preseuce of the Adju- 
tant Ctoneral and the three Brigade Commanders, whose interest Inspired the 
contestants to do their utmost to win.

At the conclusion of the State Matches, at Mt. Gretna, twenty men were se^

The National Trophy Match was shot at Sea Girt, N. J., August 29, 30, 31 and 
September I, under the direction of Brig. Gen. W. P. Hail, Military Secretary, 
BKeentiye Officer. 

Sea Girt in an excellent rifle range hut the Natiomat Ifotchee of 1906 clearly 

demonstrated that this iuMport^t event has entirely outgrown the present 
facilities of the New Jersey range. As in previous years, at Sea Girt there 
was never any lack of opportunity for practice at the short ranges but at 
skiimiBh and the long ranges scarcely sufficient was ohtainahle to secure the 
eleTatlons«of the rifles. This was owing to the fact that there were but half 
enough long distance targets to accommodate the number of teams entered and 
the sltirmish range was equippeil with but two sets of skirmish tarkets. For 
the success of this match it is an absolute necessity thai the range over which 
It is shot should hare a target for each team at each distance and not less than 
three, four would be better, sets of skirmish figures. Much of the delay and dis- 
satisfaction growing out of the 1905 contest, and there was a great deal ex- 
pressed, grew out of the inadequacy of the range. 

The army officers in charge of the competition are not, however, entirely free 
from fault in that respect. While not for one moment casting any reflection 
upon the absolute falmess Of Genjeral Hall and those associated with him, the 
fact remains that the matches dragge<l and much time that could and should 
have been saved was lost because no advantage was taken of opportunities. 
The match had outgrown the arrangements made for it and the officers in 
charge, unaccustomed to handling large meetings of this diaracter, tost oppor- 
tunities which would have been seized by any one of a doam men present on 
the range and accustomed to handling annual competitions. 

It is to be hoped that the National Board will never again afflict us with 
such an arrangement as that of 1905. Shooting the individual match b^ore 
the team match was a great mistake and there can be little doubt that the 
blunder was so great that it was seen and realized by all. It caused the 
various teams to remain at Sea Girt a week longer than was necessary and 
caused a weakening of some teams, owing to the fact that individuals who bad 
come a long distance and had but a limited time could not VMualn until the ei^ 
of the Shooting. 

The Pennsylvania State Team took ninth place in a fleld of thirty-seven 
teams. Thre*^ of the eight teams leading were from the regular service where 
the competitors make the profession of arms their daily life and where the 
teams are kept together and practiced as teams for months, and at least two 
of the State teams leading Pennsylvania practiced their teams as teams all 
* summer long. 

The extra week of practice given the Pennsylvania team at Mt. Gretna ac- 
complished much for the men. The most appreciable benefit is seen in the 
Inctease of 287 points oirer Pennsylvania's score at Fort Riley in 1904. Had 
this score been made at Fort Riley, Pennsylvania would haye finished fourth, 

but while our men were improving those nf other teams were also taking ad- 
vantni^e of what they learned at Fort Riley and increasing scores. 
Of the teams which led Pennsylvania at Fort Riley our team passed, at 

4—12—1905 
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See Girt the U. S. Cavalry team and the District of Columbia team, and was 
passed by New Jersey nd Massacbusetts. The Ohio and Illinois ieams were 
not in the 1904 eompetltion. 

It will be iatwetUng to note lhat while Pennsylvania Inenwed her aciMrtt 
by 237 points over 1904, the teams leading Pennsylvania increased theirs as 
• follows: New York 2%, U. S. Infantry 210, U. S. Marine Corps 282, New Jersey 
878, MaaaachnBetts 888. The U. 8. Nsvy team Mored six points len than In 
1804. Of the teams iWBsed by Pennsylvania, District of GoIamUa .gained 818 
points and the U. S. Cavalry lost 48 points. 

Another matter worthy of note Is that in the four days shooting the New 
Jersey team which, by. reason of being on its home range was acquainted with 
all Its wind cnrrents and peenlhurltlcs, led the Pennsylvania team by but 47 
points, and bo closely were the teams bunched that 68 additional points would 
have placed Pennsylvania In fifth place.

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"IfB/' faowever, do not wtn matches and there is much hard work ahead to 
bring Pennsylvania to thp place sho should occupy. At present rapid flro Is a 
very weak spot and needs much practicing and development. Not less than 
100 points should be added to the 1905 aggregate by next year's team. This 
can only be done by practice on the home ranges and an earnest effort on tho 
part of candidates for the team to strengthen their weak points. 

The score at 1.000 yards was far less than was anticipated but the conditions 
prevailing when it was shot were very severe. A raiu storm with constantly 
changing winds and lights made good scores exceedingly difficult, and some of 
our beat shots made low scores because they were causht In these rapid changes. 
Pennsylvania was not the only sufferer, some of the best shots in some of the 
best teams mispitic: tho target with more than half of their shots; one man 
in particular, who wa^i supposed to be thoroughly acquainted with the range, 
never found the target in his twelve shots. 

The rule of no coaching was openly evaded by most of the teams and was 
made such a dead letter that !t was of dnnbtful expediency. It was no uncom- 
mon thinK when a shot was fired and not recorded for the team captain to say, 
so the shooter could hear it. "Never mind calling ii up, scorer, it was a miss; 
I saw where It hit" Now as a shot in the hmk was the only one a glass could 
show the shooter Itnew he warf low and corrected accordingly. 

"While the Pennsylvania team was not a winner at Sea Qirt it was envied by 
every team there oecause it bad its own mess, which was far superior to that 
of the general mess or. the club house, and such officers as wwe tortnnata 
enough to be our guests for a meal did not hesitate to express themselves, 
with the general moss of 1904 in their recollections, the men of the Pennsyl- 
vania team enjoyed it heartily. 

The National individual match was won by Private Joseph Durward, Jr., 
Company Q, Fifth Massachusetts, with a score at 430. 

Pennsylvania did not enter any person officially but all the mmnbera lA tiM 
team entered as individuals. There c,~p^ men in the competition and five 

of the Pennsylvania men were in the first 100.

Captain George B. Shields, I. R. P., Fourteenth Infantry, was 66, with a seore 
of 193, and Color Sergeant John W. Hessian, Eighteenth Infantry, was 78, with a 
score of 182. '

Str: I hare the honor to make the following report oi the t^rst Battalion, 
Naval Fbroe <ff Pemuqrlvanla, for the currexit year. 
Drilla have been held weekly, with but few ezcei»tloiia» dorinc ^ entire 

year. 

The annual inspection was made by the Inspector Qeneral on the olghta of 
April 17-18, and proved satisfactory. 

The Commander's eommisslon exirired April 24 and he waa re-elected June 
6th. 

Ensign I!orac6 Wanamaker resigned in July for business reasons. 

The fiummer tour of duty was made on board the U. S. S. Tacoma, com- 
manded by Commander R. F. NicholsMi, U. 8. Navy, from August 9th to 16th, 
both Indnalve^ and so far aa I know waa aatiafiaetory to the t^eera of the resu- 
lar nary attached to the Tacoma. 

The officers of the battalion were detailed for duty according to rank, one 
officer, Lieut. Nelson, being in chfu-ge of a gun division composed of the regular 
ihlp'a company aa well aa mUlUa men. The oflleera stood regular watch on ' 
the bridge both at sea and in port. 

The men were put In the vacant billets of the ship's CMUpany and perfMnned 
their various duties in a very satisfactory manner. 

Except while going and returning, the cruising was done in Chesapei^e Bay 
In order to escape the foga on the New England coast 

Target practice with 6 pounder rapid fire guns was held and 20 per cent, hits 

wpre mndp at 800 yards on regulation tnrt'ot 

Every opportunity was given the men to exercise in the boats, and instruc- 
ticn was also given with the semaphore and Ardois system of signals^ 

The health of the ofBcera and men waa good and no accident* happwed. 

I consider that this last cruise on the Tacoma was tbe moat satisfactory 
one that has been ntade sirce 1 have been in command. 

Tbe Shearwater being at league Island Navy Yard all summer, no short 
cruises were made. 

I can not help saying that In my opinion that If a more accessible dock coold 
be obtained It would be a great heip to the battalion in many ways.

Sir: In compliance with the Department's Order No 2990-46, of November 
10, 1905, I have the honor to submit the foUowioig report on the cruise of this 
vessel with the Pennsylvania Naval Militia: 

In obedience to Sqaadroii CDmmander'B order No. 2iM-M-CBB, of July 28> 
1905, I proceeded with the Teesel under my command to Philadelphia, Pa., and 
received on hoard the Naval Militia ot tliat State, 8 offlcera and 80 men, at 
about 10:30 A. M., August 9Ur. 

Aa Boon as received aboard the Naval IClUtia oilc«n and mtA were eta- 
tioned as would be a regular draft, the wattdi offleera atanding watch with the 
regular deck officers, the Navigator, Engineer Officer and Surgeon helng as- 
signed to duty with officers of similar duty. The crew were divided amongst 
the regular divisions of the vessel; the deck force, engineer's force, signal- 
men, etc.. according to their special qualiflcationa a4 shown on ttieir enllat- 
mmt reoonds. Aa far as this cruKe was concerned, their organization was 
obliterated, they becoming a part of the ship's company. The regular drills of 
the ship were carried on, and in addition, the militia was given special in- 
structions under their own officers. This was more especially for the l>enetll of 
the officers. 

In addition to m ai inp the cruise an inBtructive one, it was my endeavor to 
make the life on Ikmi i as attractive as possible, and with this in view, boat 
races, boxing matches, swimming parties, etc., were arranged and encouraged. 

At 10:65 A. M., August 9th, we got under way and stood down the Delaware 
river, coming to anchor at auntewn behind the Delaware breakwater. At 6:16 
A. M., next morning, August 10th, got nnder way and stood out at sea, head- 
ing for the Capes of Chesapeake. At 9:34 P. M., that evening, came to anchor 
in the Chesapeake Bay, oft Tangier Sound. Next morning, August 11th, got 
under way and stood up the Cheaiweake Bay, coming to anchor a little after 
12:00 o'clock off Solomoa'a Island, Fatuxeni River. At 3:86 P. IL, got under 
way and stood n'> the Chesapeake Bay, anchoring off Chesapeake Beach at 
6:30 P. M. Satnrfiny, August 12fh, got under way at 1:15 P. M., and stood 
down the Bay for Patuxent River, coming to ancbor in the roadstead at 3.45 
P. M., remaining at anchor all next day, Sunday, Auguat 18th. All the men 
that wanted to go, were granted liberty for swimming parties and general 
boating, but no one was allowed to visit the town of Solomon's Island. At 
6:50 A. M., August 14th, got under way and stood down the Bay, coming to 
ancbor at 9:10 A. M., off Tangier Sound, for the purpose of holding target 
practice. A target was built as nearly as possible resembling the regulation 
navy target, and all the gun pointers of the Naval Militia fired 6 shots each, 
some of them doint' very good shooting. At 1:00 P. M., same date, got undfr 
way and stood down Chesapeake Bay, bound for the Capes of the Delaware. 
August 16th, came -o anchor in the Delaware Bay. August 16th, got under 
way and proceeded up the Delaware River to Philadelplkia, coming to anchor 
at 8:15 A. M. The Pennsylvania Naval Militia left the ship at 9:00 A. IC, 
after exchanging cheers with the crew of this vessel. 

The exercises during this short cruise consisted of great gun drills, general 
quarters, Morris Tube, loading mach.ne and subH»Iibre practice, flring ea* 
ciency drills, fire quarters, and also the regular routine drills a man-o-war. 
The men were at the wheel, con and lead constantly. Thry were also given 
every opportunity to watch and assist in handling of the anchorp and chains. 
When at ancbor boating for driL and for pleasure was almost constantly 
carried on. 
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The officers, in addition to the regular duties assigned them, were given 
every onK>rUiiiit7 to take and work out the usual sl^ts, fix the ship's posi- 
tion by bearings and use at charts. 

The Pennsylvania Naval Militia, ofTut rs and men, showwl 2eal and aptliude 
for the service, and when the conilitions under which they serve, and their 
opportunities, is taken into consideration, their present state of elllclency is 
remarkable. They would form a ▼alnable addition to the navy In time of war.

REPORT OF MAJOR GENERAL OOMMANDINU DIVIBION, 1905. 



HeadguartOTS of the Division, N» O. P., 
Franklin, Pa., December 14th, 1905. 

To the Adjutant General, National Guard of Pennsylvania, I&rrisburg. Pa.: 

Sir: I have the honor to report the uperaliuutj o£ the Division £or the yeai' 
ending November 90th, 1906. 

Tbo report of the Inspector General on the winter inspection of the troops 
was very satisfactory and shows the continued efforts of the company officers to 
maintain their positions and increase the efficiency of the service. 

The appointment of the Armory Board by the Governor receives the general 
approval at the ofitcers of the Division, and insures ri4>id and faithful work 
toward securing the armories so badly needed. This will undoubtedly greatly 
encourage enlistments, improve the personnel and help the companies in every 
way, resulting in an improvement in the drill of the recruit and giving oppor- 
tunity for more advanced work during the annual encampment. 

The report of the Inspector of the Division on the condition of the Cavalry is 
so favorable that I desire to express my appreciation of the efforts of the 
officers and men. 

I wa^ honored with the appointment Special Aid to the Governor and 
Commander of the Second Division, Inaugural Parade, at the Inangnration of 
President Roosevelt, which gave me the opportunty of witnessing the review 
of" the Provisional Brigade from P< nTisylvania sf!fv fe<! to repre-pnt the State 
on that occasion. I was greatly pleased with their appearance, though I regret 
that the entire Division could not have been present, as at the inauguration 
of the five preceding Presidents. 

The encampments being by brigades this year, the First and Third Brigades 
occupying their former camp grounds at Perkasie and Mount Gretna, respect- 
ively, I was glad to see the improvement in the condition of the kitchens and 
that part of the camps In which they are situated, though I believe the kltdiens 
and sinks should be separated to the greatest possible distance. The appear^ 
ance of thp First and Third Brigades was in every respect satisfactory. The 
Second Brigade Camp at Erie was also very fine and the troops looked very 
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woll. The conduct of ihQ men lu the city of Erie was made a subject of special 
i&TMtlgatloB by an officer of my BtaD, and I am glad to be aUe to congratulate 
General Wiley and Major Reynolds, bis Provost Marshal* on the iplendld 
discipline maintained during the eight days of so large a camp po near a cUy. 

My commission expiring on July 25lti, I was honored with a re-appointment, 
which I accepted with a very deep feeling of compliment paid me by the GoT- 
ernor and Commander-in-Chief in thereby pressing his approTal of my aer- 
Yicee daring the past five years. 

I re-appolnted all the members of my staff except Lt. Colonel James W. 
Oakford, who, desiring to resign on account of pressure of businesa liad con- 
cluded to remain as Judge AdTOcate until the esq^iration o( the "Major General's 
commlesiffli, and at his own request was not re-appointed. 

Colonel Louia A. Watres, oC Scranton, was aiipolnted to the position of 
Judge Advocate. 

1 wish to express my appreciation of the services of Lt. Colonel Oaliford, 
who performed Ms duties in a careful, conseienttous and masterly manner, 
haying to decide many points of law that were of Tttal importance to the 8er> 
vice. 

« 

Having been granted leave of absence for sixty days, 1 was absent abroad 
from July 26th to September 10th, 1905. • 

Three Courts of Inquiry were ordered from these Headquartors during the 
year In the Fourteenth and Fifth Regiments. The officers detailed for these 
courts all performed their duties in a satisfactory manner. 

The State ana the National Guard met with a severe loss in the death of 
Captain QiarlM S. W. Jones, Commander of the Sheridan Troop, at Tyrone, 
which occurred May 6th. Capta'n Jones was a true type of the American sol- 
dier; modest, brave and reliable at all times. With Sheridan through the War 
of the Rebellion, and commanding the Sheridan Troop for more than thirty- 
flve years in the State service. He was Pennsylvania's cavalry commander in 
the Volunteer service In the war w*th B^^altik, and whether in the Shenandoah 
Valley, his native state» or Porto lUco, be was always the same quiet gentle- 
man and brave soldier. 

During the year it has beeen my pleasure to review the cadets at Girard Col- 
lege, Philadelphia, and at State College. They t)0th presented battalions which 
were highly creditable to their officers. 

I also attended the convention of the National Guard Association Of Penn- 
sylvania at Pittsburg, November 24th, and wish to add my endorsement to 
their action regarding the passage of a law protecting the uniform of the 
Army and National Guard from common usage by all persons. 
- The CkHumander of the Third ^^de. In his annual Report, calls attention 
to a fact that should not be overlooked: The independent military organiza- 
tion. The organization in many cases are chartered which gives them certain 
authority without any responsibility. In other words, they are permitted to 
maintain a military organisation. Now, than can be but one real purpose 
back <H. a military organisation, which is forces violent force in the extreme if 
necessary. There should b*^ no other force in a republic than that which stip- 
ports the law, and as these organizations cannot be used for this purpose, they 
should not exist. In addition to this fact is the one stated by Brigadier Gen- 
eral Gobln r^rding their wearing the same uniform, bearing the same rank 
and titles as our officers and the officers of the army, and the danger of their 
becoming controlled by irresponsible parties. This question ts a serious one, 
and does call for the attention of the authorities. 

The Commander of the Second Brigade, In his report, recommends that the 
dress uniform be permitted under certain circumstances at the annual en- 
canpmenta This reoonunendation meets with my hearty approval, for the 
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reasons stated by GeDeral Wiley, as well as for the fact that I do not favor 
the tendeDcjr to dtscontlnue the aw of the bine as the military uniform of the 
Boidier of the United States. A republic depends much upon sentiment, and 
the sentiment connected with the blue uniform, as with the flag, should. In my 
opinion, be encouraged. 

The Ccnunander of the First Brigade calls attention to the necessity of an 
additional, allowance to the commands showing practice on the long distance 

ranges. I fully agrep with General Schall in this, and sincerely hope that ad- 
ditional allowance can be made to all comniands for rifle practice, that they 
may have money for transportation to the ranges, as they must now, of Qeces" 
slty, be well outside of the city or town, and each man should have his trans- 
portation paid to the range at least twloe during the season. 

Another question has lieen given prominence to a great extent lately, namely, 
the Hub.stituting of men in camp and on inspection. To my mind, this is one 
of the most serious ofCenses of which an officer can be guilty, as it places every 
clRcer in the senrlce, as well as the entire organisation on uncertain ground, and 
may make any oiBcer guilty before the law, while he is perfectly innocent. 
An officer in c harge of a ^nard may require one of the men to perform a duty, 
uot linowing that the man is not a soldier, as he seems to be, but simply a 
citizen whom some officer has uniformed and paraded for the purpose of in« 
creasing his number. This is a serious condition that affects eyery oliicer. 
Another serious thing is the fact that there have been cases where officers 
have not hesitated to take a false oath on the muster of their company. This 
question has caused much complaint on the part of our very efficient inspectors, 
all of whom are Influenced by an undoubted desire to Improve the service and 
correct the evils that spring up. Court marUals belngi both Inoonvenient and 
expensive, many of these cases come ^hf knowledge of the inspectors and 
are reported, but nothing is done regarding them; this becomes known and 
from developments it seems that the practice is increasing. 

In connection with the above. I wish to most earnestly recommend that the 
attentl<m* of all officers be called to the necessity of their knowing how to con- 
duct courts of inquiry. This Is also a very impnrf-if.f and necessary duty to 
which any officer may be called at any time, and it seems is uot given the 
serious consideration that It requires. 

In closing this report I wish to express my thanks to the Oovemor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief, to yourself, and to the oflcers of the General Staff with whom 
I have been so closely associated, for their many emirU'sies and kindnesses, and 
also to all officers of the Division for their faithful service.

To the Assistant Adjutant General, Division, N. G. P., Franklin, Pennsylvania: 

Sir: I have the honor to report herewith the iterations of this department 
as they presented themselves to my ob«erv|itlott, for the year ending November 

30, 1005. 
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la compliance with General Orders No. 5 A. G. O., c. s.. the season for rifle 
practice opened May ist, to eloee September 3D. 1906. In BnbseqoMit cnrden, tbe - 
time was extended to October 80, 1906. For some years past an increased 

allowance was granted for maintenance of ranges, to each organization that 
qualified a certain number of men, this ellowance to be reduced proportionally 
as a lesser number of men were qualitied. This proportionate reduction should 
act as an Indncement to tbe organizations to qualify the full number of men to ' 
enable fhem to secure the full allowance for their commands. 

The teams of the various organizations of the guard reported August 7, at 
Mt. Gretna, Pa., on the Stale i ille range, for practice and competition. 

Each organization of the guard reported a team, with the exception of the 
State Naval Militia and Artillery. 

The competition was a most satisfactory one. I reported for duty at the 
range to liie General Inspector of Rifle Practice, August 1, and remained 
through the entire tour of duty. 

There was close interest, and an earnest endeavor to excel by the members 
of eaeb team. I should judge that the results were very beneficial and'«atis- 
factory. 

A number of improvements have been made on the ritle range this year, 
which are of importance. At the 200 yard and 500 yard ranges, the number of 
targets at each range was increased from 11 targets to 21 targets, without ex- 
tending the front of the ranges; a 800-yard firing point was also eonstrocted. 
The location of tlie revolver ran^e wn? nlf^o changed, and a mnch better and 
safer range constructed. The alteration and improvements were made under 
the supervision and direction of the Adjutant General, who is fully alive to 
the importance of rifle practice. 

The trophies presented by Major General Miller, to each brigade and cavalry, 
were com:peted for at Mt. Gretna and won by the following organizations: 

2nd Brigade trophy, won by 14th Regiment, withaa(»re of 9(;». 
1st Brigade trophy, won by Ist Regiment, with a score of 050. 
3rd Brigade trophy, won by 13th Regiment, with a score of 959. 
Cavalry trophy, won by the PImt Troop, P. C. C, with a score of 018. 

These results were secured, August 7, at regimental practice, and rapid fire 
practi<», and August 9, skirmish practice. 

As the trophy lor the 2d Brigade had been won in 1904, by the 14th Regi- 
ment for three times, under the terms of the eontest, it remained in their pos- 
session; consequently. Major General Miller offered another bronze trophy 
for contest by the regimental teams of that Brigade. 

Brigadier General John W. Schall and Brigadier General John A. Wiley, 
visited the camp for a few days. The Adjutant General, Brigadier General 
Thos. J. Stewart, was also with ns during the entire totir of duty. 

An essential requirement of a soldier is to he able to hit the ob^ject at which 
he is aiming. The man who is well drilled and disciplined is of but little 
utility In action, unless he be well skilled with the rifle. With this idea In 
view the National Government are encouraging and fostering a national ride 
contest from teami* collected from the different states and the regular estab- 
lishment; these teams to compete each year. This year Sea Girt, N. J., was 
selected' as the site for the contest, on the grounds of the state of New Jersey 
Rifle Association. 

After the competitions at Mt. Gretna, Pa., a team was selected to represent 
our State at Sea Girt, N. J., in the National Trophy Mateh. The selection was 
made, based upon the scores made during the competitions at Mt. Gretna, Pa. 

The team selected remained lor some days at Mt. Gretna for practice, then 
mat to Sea Girt, N. J., tor some preliminary practice b^re the matdi. 
6 
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At the request of the General Inspector of Rifle Practice, I reported to him 
at Sea Girt, N. J., for any duty that mlgtit preeent Itaelf, and remained there 
during the preliminary practice. 

The numbor vf teams that competed in the National Trophy Match amounted 
to 37, which included teams from various states of the I'liion, as well as teams 
from the regular establishment. The Pennsylvania team flnisblog ninth, with 
' a total score of 4220. 

This year there was much more interest and enthusiasm manifested than 
last year, as evidenced by the increased number of entries. 

For the season of 1906, there should he the same interest and an earnest 
stiiTtns tor place; coni>equcn.tly, to retain onr present position^ we will have to 
work airihe harder, and with greater effort and Intelligence.

Sir: In accordance with Four instmcttons, I have the honor to report on the 

duties of my office for the year 1905. 

As Quartermaster of the Brigade, I have had few duties to perform other 
than pertained to the Annual Encampment, held at Perkasie, Pennsylvania, 
July 8-16tb, and to such I will confine myself; but' ae reports of that "tour oU 
duty" have already heen made by me in detail, with minor exceptions, to you 
in the month of July last, and to the Inspector General (as published in G. O. 
No. 32, A. G. O., 1905), I have little to add. 

I herewith submit three abstracts. They relate primarily to the equipment 
used in railroad transportation, in the movements of the Brigade, in its ad- 
vance to Ferkasie, Pennsylvania, and its withdrawal therefrom, and incidentally 
to other important data connected therewith. These abstracts are marked A, 
B and C, respeetively, and were originally made for my report to the Inspec- 
tor General, but nut used, except as a means to the makiug up uf a table of 
ratiuKB, which I had the honor to submit with that report. 

The total expenses to be paid by State Military Boatd voucher on my certi- 
ficate, an ! f ir which I was directly responsible, amounted to the sum of 
12,789.52; the composition of which is contained in Abstract A, Form No. 2, 
Q. D., forwarded in the month of July last, total purchases amounting to 
92,761.87, and a State Military Board voucher for $28.15, forwarded October 
14th last, together with a communication, under same date, with a request that 
the necessary correction be made in the aforesaid abstract, then on file in the 
A. G. O. 

The dtlsena of Perkasie famished without charge the ground (about 225 
acres) on which the Brigade encamped, the general water supply (pipes to and 

through the camps) and the necessary electrical current for lighting purposes, 
with the exception of a cost to the Brigade (to the Perkasie Water Co.) of 
$100.00, and (to the Perkasie Borough Electric Light Department) of $148.00, in 
which item is mainly Included the establishing of the systm. 

Telephone service was given by the bell Telephone Company, to the several 
headquarters throughout the camps free of charge for the privilege of the use 
of slot instruments to points outside the camp. 

The Philadelphia and Reading Railway Company rendered exeellent senriee, 
and was most liberal In the granting of privileges as to the stringing of elec> 
trical wires to its telegraph poles between Perkasie and the camps; and t 
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take this opportunity of personally thanking all of the officers and employes of 
tills company, vith whom I came In contact, for their generous and able as> 

sistance. 

I cannot commend too highly the faithful, able and efficient service of Quar- 
termaster Sergeant Williain B. Rhoads during the entire "tour," and without 
whom I should have been muel^ at a loss. 

Lastly, Sir, I desire to thank the Brigade Commands and the officers of his 
Staff for the very courteous treatment I have received at their hands.

Sir: I have the honor to subiuit herewith the report of the Subsisteoce De- 
partment for Oemp Robert E. Pattlson, Perkaaie, Pa., July Stb to IStb, 1905. 

ThlB was my first experience as a Brigade CcHumlssary .(tf Subelstence, and I 

found It vastly differont from that of a Regimental Commissary, particularly In 
the execution o£ the same ideas, plans and management used in my previous 
experience; therefore have found it quite a tusk and have ouly just about 
commenced to realize that a great deal Is to be accomplished. 

In my tours of Inspection I found the comimny and troop kitchens neat and 

clean and facilities for caring for the rations generally ample. It is the Inten- 
tion of the State to follow IT. S. regulations, but there is found to be a vast 
difference between the U. S. and N. G. P. service. Our conditions, being en- 
tirely dliterent and more complex in a way, should, therefore, be given special 
conslderatioa, and plans, adaptable to the N. G. P. service, devised to bring 
about the same resnlts as required by U. S. Army. The Regulars make it their 
profession and are permanently engaged, while we irr- only in the field about 
oue week iu a year. I, therefore, recommend an ailowuuce and a provision to 
be made for a Brigade School, for the Instruction, manipulation and prepara- 
tion (with practical cocrfElng demonstrations) of the soldiers' ration. The is- 
suing of good rations does not mean all; added to this, we should, in every way, 
facilitate their best preparation for the health and strength of our men. "The 
success or failure of an army fj^equently depends upon the inglorious act of 
getting something to eat. ' To sum up some of the advantages of such a school 
(particularly needful on account of our short field service), it WOUld be a great 
benefit and effect a saving, because the men would learn the proper manipnla- ' 
lion and management of rations and bow to avoid waste and make them go 
further. The quality of the food being better, would make for the better health, 
greater strength, and more perfect contentment of the Brigade. The school 
would create an opportunity for closer association of the Captains and Commis- 
saries of Subsistence, and their Sergeants and Quartermaster Sergeants; and 
they would altso learn to know the cooks more thoroughly, and so be better 
able to iudge of their capabilities, as they do not have an opportunity for doing 
in the field. It would also be of great advantage and very beneficial in cases 
where a Company or Troop had a new Quartermaster Sergeant and cook, or 
both; giving him, or them, an opportunity for a training previous to his or their 
first encampment. 

The encampment of 1905 comprises fifly-one (61) eom^mles and troops. Al- 
lowing, say only a five minutes inflection of each company or trm^, a period 
6 
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of over five .(6) hours was rsQulred from the tlnis of leaving headquarters until 

my return ; thus affording simply a "peep." It has often occurred to me that 
our encampments are of such a short dtirntion in the tleld that they amount to 
hardly more than a time of packing and unpacking. About Ibe lime we begin 
to realize what we want to accomplish, It Is time to pack up and retnm to our 
home station. It Is, therefore, very important for us to prepare In the armories, 
through this ?rhnol, methods for impartinpr fhc prf)|>er knowledge and training, 
previous to the field work, then, in the field, we should receive the heneflt of 
its good and effective resulU, minus the experience of waste and suffering. My 
experience for four or five years has fully demonstrated and convinced me of 
the great edvantage of having this school system. 

Tlie companies and trnop^ have we/^cly drills preparing for the field, and it 
seems fitting that our department should have equally good preparations, 
through the school system recommended. Unless the quartermastei sergeants 
and cooks are well trained jeind practically understand each other, the rations 
Issued are liable to be wasted through being improperly prepared and cooked, €lt 
not utilized to the proper advantage, and. in ennseqnenee. the rvi>n .suffer and 
decide the cook ib poor. The next encampment, they have a new couk, with a 
likelihood of a repetition of the same experience. An ordinary cook from civii 
' life is lost for a long time in the army service, and cannot make field work a 
succe?.^, withnnt the field knowledge and training. The school would prepare 
and furnish this experience. 

E^ch commissary should follow up his department, see that the quartermaster 
sergeants and cooks are properly Instructed and trained; as the duties of the 
captains of the companies and troops are so great, in the active service, as to 
make it almost impossible for them to follow up the kitchen. The commissa- 
ries should, therefore, assist in these administrative duties. N. G. P. encamp- 
ments, generally of eight day's duration, a peri<»d so short that men, subsisting 
upon the U. S. ration, are not afforded the same opportunity and advantage for 
a "saving" as are those of tlie V S. .^rmy. This is a handicap, relatively speak- 
ing, and should, therefore, make it more important that the men Should fully 
understand the utilization of the ration to the best advantage. 

It is also recommended that a plan be formulated whereby eaeh regiment 
and Squadron shall have a cook sei^eant. eompetent as an instructor. His 
duty would be, in the Armnrj'. to instr-n- t, prepare and develop the cooks; in 
The field, to instruct and follow up each company or troop of his organization. 
11 impossible to detail or arrange for a cook sergeant, then it is suggested that 
the Commissary Sergeant act In this capacity, instructing the Quartermaster 
Sergeants and their cooks. 

It is recommended that the Brigade Commissary be permitted to include, 
in his contracts for the Brigade encampments, rations for the advance detail. 

It was ffMind that some of the Quartermaster Sergeants, of this various cmn- 
panles and troops, were lacking in the proper knowledge of their department. 
This Ignorance is to be attributed largely to the fact of their not having the 
oppor) unity for getting the necessary information, as a great desire seemed 
to exist for gaining knowledge; all seeming perfectly willing to be instructed 
and seeking information. This also suggests the necessity and advantage of a 
training school. 

It is suggested that the companies and troops consider the question of a field 
ice-box— one to prevent the water running around its sides and thus avoiding 
the creating of mud and unsanitary conditions. This ice-box should be ele- 
vated about four or live inches on wood blocks, and, attached to the drip hole, 
there shonM be a rubber hose long enough to conduct the water to a sloping 
ground thus preventing the acrnmulation of mtid around the mess tent and 
kitchen. If necessary, a gutter could be dug to fit the rubber hose, to prevent 
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it from being damaged or destroyed. Also a heavy, canvas cover should be 
provl<led» shaped like the box, to lit around its four sides and top, to prevent 
rapid melting of the loe^ Allowanee Bfaould be made for ebfiBkage of canvas. 
In the size of this cover. There should not be packed into the lee boxes heavy 
arti(?les, which are liable to makp the box defective and prevent air tightness. 

In the purchase of the rations, I actud to the best of my ability, in both 
price and quality, testing those articles that required it; and, during the tour 
of inspections, heard no complaints as to qualfty or quantity. ' 

Total cost of rations for entire tour of this encampment was |4>&75^79. Total 
number of rations issnrd v n 21,575, making average cost per ration about 21 
1-5 cents for a good, nutritive and well balanced ration; this cost included 
matches and toilet paper. 

To the Brigadier General and other members of the Staff, t am much indebted 
for courtesies and pleasant relations; also to the Captains and Commissaries 
of Subsistence and their Sergeants of the various organiiatlons. Including 
Acting Squadron Commissary Sergeant. 

I thank each and every one tor the able manner in which assistance was ren- 
dered to the department, and with th^r further aid, I hope to advance and 
develop this department as it should he.

Sir: In compliance with the direction of the Brigade Commander I submit 
the following report covering the operations of this Regiment for the year 

ending December Slst. 1905. 

The regular routine of military duty has been performed and the efficiency 
and discipline of the Regiment maiotained. 

February 22nd, 1905, the Regiment was assembled and paraded in the Armory 
for the preeentation of medals and trupbies won in tfixgei practice, including 
the trophy won by Company "K" for lis superior efficiency representing the 
Infantry of this Division. On this occasion the 2tid Troop, Philadelphia City 
Cavalry, paraded with the Regiment and received the trophy awarded to it 
tor superior efBciency representing the cavalry of the Division. 

March 3rd, 1905, the Regiment assembled at 9.10 o'clock P. M. in heavy 
rnarohinR order in State uniform (blue), to proceed to Washington, D, C, as 
part of the Provisional Brigade organized by the direction of the Commander- 
In-C^ief for the purpose of participating in the inauguration of HonoraUe 
Theodore Rooaemit as Prerident of the United States. 

Saturday, March 4th, 1905, the Regiment entrained at Broad Streeet Station 
at 10 o'clock, P. M.. arriving in Washington in the early morning of March 1th. 
and participated iu the ceremonies and parade, incident to ihe inauguration, 
as part of the Provisional Brigade from Penn^lvania. Returning to its 
home station, leaving Washington at 6 o'clock P. M.. March 6th, 1906, with- 
out accident or casualty of any kind. 

Commencing on March 13th, 19U5, the several companies of the Regiment 
were Inspected by the Regimental Commander on their respective drill-nights 
In the School of the Soldier, School of the Squad and Guard Duty, including 
the inspection of arms, clothing, equipment and general appearance. 

March 22nd to April 11th, 1905, the several companies were paraded for in- 
spection by the Brigade Inspector. 

April 19th, 1905, the Regiment in full dress uniform celebrated the 44th 
Anniversary ol its organization by a street parade, being reviewed by Briga- 
dier General Chambers McKibhen of the United States .Army. 

May 28th, 190?>, the Regiment paraded and attended divine service, under the 
auspices of its Chaplain, Reverend Doctor Floyd W. Tomkins, at Holy Trinity 
ObunA, accompanied by its Veteran Corps. 

July 7th, 1905, the Regiment proceeded to Perkasie, Bucks county, Penoa., 
and participated witli the Brigade in the Annual Tour of Duty in the field from 
July 7th to 15th inclusive. 

In addition to the regular instruction, careful attention has also been given 
to rifle practice, a great improv^ent being noticed in the increased value of 
the scores made, indicating greater proficiency in this important branch of the 
service. 

The Regiment is ready for any service. *

Sir: I bave tbe honor to aubmlt tbe following report of tbe operatKms of tbiB 

Regiment during the past year. 

In addition to the regular routiue of military tiuty, consisting nf instruction 
in tbe School of the Soldier, School of the Squad and School u( tbe Company, 
Instrnetlon was given In tbe School of the Battalion, In a aeries of battalion 
drills as follows: May Htb, lltb, 19th, 28rd, 24th and 26th, June 2nd. 12th, 13th, 
inth, 27th and 29th. 

On June lOtb and June 24tb, Regimental drills were held in Fairmount 
Park, and the Regiment was paipaded in 'Fairmount Park on the afternoon of 
NoTonber 4th, 1906, for review by the Mayor of Philadelphia. 

The Regiment was paraded in the Armory on the evening of September 28th, 
1905, and on the evening of December 11th, 1905, this being tbe sixty-fifth an- 
niversary of our organization. 

Preliminary company inspections were held In tbe Armory, from March 8th 
to Iforeh 28tli, InelnslTe, by the Battalion Commanders, as a prellndnary to 
the annual inspection. The Regiment was inpperted hy companies, by the 
Brigade Inspector, commencing March 2l8l and ending May otb, 1905. 

A number of officers schools were held throughout tbe spring, with a view to 
perfecting the officers In the use of the new drill regulations. 

A number of the staff and line officers were new in their positions this year, 
but nil being intelligent men and well up in theoretical knowle^l?*^ poon adapted 
themselves to their new positions and acquitted themselves with credit. 

On July 7th. 1905, tbe Regiment assembled at the Armory, in heavy march- 
ing order, fully equipped, to proceed to Camp Robert E3. Pattison, Pwrkasie, 
Bucks county, Pennsylvania, returning to its home station on July l^'th, leaving 
the field about 2 30 P. M. and arriving at Philadelphia al)ont 5 o'clock. 

I am very much gratified to be able to state that on this tour of duty, tbe 
ReBlmeot had 7118 oflloers and Vkem actually present throughout the encamp- 
mmt, making Its total strength the largest In the Brigade. 

The problem of rifle practice remains a serious one, which we have endeavored 
to solve with but fair success. The rent demanded by the First Regiment 
Ritle Eauge Association proved more than our companies, with their limited 
aUowances, could afford to pay, and we have been obliged to secure another 
range. Barbadoes Island, in the Schuylkill river, opposite Norrlstown, has 
proven the only avr>i1able place, and on this !:sland we have erected ranges at 
two hundred, three hundred and five hundred yards. At this place most of our 
companies qualified their men during the past season, and in spite of the 
dlfflcultleB attending practice at a place so far distant from our home station, 
the range h^s proven fairly satisfactory. It is our purpose, during the wlntei:. 
and siprinp. to erect a more permanent structure on the island and when this Is 
accomplished, we shall be in a better position, as far as rifle practice is con- 
cerned. 

The. difficulty with this range, Is that the formation of the island prevents 
our abooUng at greater ranges than Ave hundred yards* This makes it 4iffl- 
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colt for our expert shots to get any practice at long ranges, and to tbto, more 
than to any other reason, is due the indifEerent showiDg made by our teams 
at Mt. Gretna this fail. 

On Saturday, October 14th, th^ second class regimental team of this Regi- 
ment, won the match shot at the First Regiment rifle range* for the Van 
Rensselaer Trophy. 

On November 11th, a company team match was shot at our range near Xor- 
ristown. Company B finishing tirst, Company F, second, and Company L, third. 

In conclusion, I beg to report that the Reglihent is in excellent general con- 
dition, the Companies are unusually full for this time of the year, and the 

epSrit and discipline f^xr' Hent, the arms, acroutrements and uniforms in good 
condition, and i feel confident that the Reg^imeut is in a condition to respond 
promptly and creditably to any call which cau be made upon it.

REPORT OF COMMANDING OFFICER, THIRD REGIMENT IN- 
FANTRY, 1005.

Brigadier General John W. SchsJl, First Brigade^ N. G. P., Philadelphia^ Pa.: 

Sir: I have the * onor to report the (w«ntionB of the Tliird Regiment Inftatry, 

N. G. P., for the year ending December ^Isr, 1905. 

Ml ihr companies of the Regimein iuive drilled at least once each week, 
from begmning of year until camp (July Vth), after which drills were suspended 
until October 2nd, when they were resumed. The attendance has not lieen as 
regular or as full as desired, and although great effort has been made to In- 
terest the enlisted men it has not met with the result the labor would seem to 
warrant, and the question of securing better attendance at drills is indeed a 
serious one, and one which should be investigated thoroughly. Th^re have 
been many so-called remedies suggested for this indlfterenee of the men to 
their enlistment oaths, but none has yet been tried that have been successful, 
that I have heard of. We, at much expense, conducted, at no cost to the men, 
a series of six reviews and dances, at the Armory, during the season, at which 
the attendance seemed to improve tor the nights only on whtdi the reviews 
were held. 

The Regiment was inspected during February and July. The February in- 
spection consisted principally in a quiz of the Non-Coniniissioned Officers and 
privates, as to their duties in School of the Soldier and guard duty. As we 
had but recently taken up the study of the new drill regulations and as the 
men had but little chance to study them, the results were not as might be 
desired. 

The Regiment paraded on Saturday, May 13th, in commemoration of tlieir 
entering the Spanish-American War, in 1898. The Regiment was reviewed 
by Adjutant General Thomas J. Stewart, upon this occasion, from the balcony 

of the Union T.*ague Club. ' 

6—12—1906 
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On May 28th the Regiment attended Divine Sterrlce at the Church of the 
Covenant. 18th and Spruce streets. 

During: tho stimmcr the men were pra<'fifr<l at the rifle range, arrangements 
having hcLii made for the use of range of the First Infantry, N. G. P. This 
arraugeuieul necessitated an outlay of some 1600.00 more than the State allow- 
ance can possibly be and this is a hardship that a regiment should not be made 
to suffer, for what branch of our service is more Important than rifle practice* 
I strongly repommpnd thp sertirinK of this very exccllout range by the State, 
for the use of the First Urigade, to be malntaiued at ibe expense of the Slate. 

The Regiment attwded camp* at Perltasle, July 7th to ISth. Our duties 
there consisted mainly In preparing tor an Inspeetlon of clothing, rifles and 
personal appearance of the men, and seemed to me a great waste of valuable 
time; a waste of time and opportunity that might be more profitably spent 
in training the otticers and men in the arts of war, for which all soldiers are 
supposed to be trained, than in teaching Intelligent men squad drill, which can 
be taught during the winter, In the armories, where congested space necessa- 
rily restrirts their movements to BQuad drill, provided the men can be induced 
to attend (Irills in the armories. 

I am aware that niy constant advocacy of less squad drill and more held 
work tor both officers and men is not popular with a large number of our 
offlcer.s in the N. G. P., but nevertheless I am convinced that it is what this 
Guard needs and T And in this Regiment that nothing interest the officers 
and men in the field more than the minor problems we have undertalcen from 
time to time. During the year a majority ot the companies. of this Regiment 
have, from time to time, had practice marches ususlly lasting from Saturday 
noon until Sunday night; these were usually better attended than the company 
drill in the armory. 

At the Annual Encampment board iloors were provided for the entire Regi- 
ment and were endorsed heartily by every company. The baggage was re- 
duced so that three of the tour cars furnished us for the transportation of the 
regimental bagfrage was stifflrient for the purpose and the fourth car used 
exclusively for nut Hours, which were manufactured at home station and re- 
turned to Armory at end of camp. 

We have established. In the Regiment, schools for officers and enlisted men; 
examining board for both officers and enlisted men who apply tor promotion. 

I would Riisgest the close adherence to drill regulations, as ppvtains to the 
laying out of our camps, particularly that part which indicates the location 
ot sinks and company kitchens. 

I recommended the building of camp, by the Regiment, upon its arrival on 
the ground, from lines furnished by the Brigade Quartermaster, and. If 
possible, that any organization that desire to erect their own camps, be per- 
mitted to go into camp on Thursday instead of Saturday. 

I would advocate that each year a full dress Brigade Parade be held in this 
Brigade, either in the early spring or early fall. I think this ml^t stimulate 
enlistments and at any rafe it keeps the Brigade before the public.

I'.nij. mounted, to act as 
escort to the President of^the United States upon the occuiiiiou of hin visit to 
Fblladelpbla, during whlcb time be waa a gnesl of tbe Troop at luncbeon In 
tbe Armory; March 1st. 1905. dismounted, upon tb« OCcaslMl Of tbs Troop Ball, 
at Horticultural Hall; March 6th, 19(i5, dismounted, on the occasion nf the 
funeral of Sergeant Goodman; November I7th, 1905, dismounted, in commemo- 
ration of the 13l8t anniversary of its organization; December 17th, 1905, dis- 
mounted, to attend divine services at St. James P. B. Cburcb, In commemo- 
ration of tbe death of General Washington. 

In compliance with G. O. No. 1 i'«n5, Headquarters First Brigade, the Troop

Dtirfng the pa.st year Acting Inspector of Rifle Practice Lieutenant W. E, 
Bates has qualihed every man on the active roll, 4 officers and 58 enlisted men. 

The Troop team won Ist Class Brigade Rifle Match, open to teams of four 
from Regiments and Troops of Cavalry of tbe 1st Brigade, at tbe 1st Regiment 
Rifle Range, October, 1806; and also the 3rd Class Match, open to teams of tour 
from any Coinpany or Troop of Cavalry in the 1st Brigade. The team also won 
tbe Major General Miller Trophy at Mt. Gretna, Pa., in August, 1905. With the 
permission of tbe Adjutant General, I sent tbe team to Sea Girt to take part In 
tbe National Rifle and Revolver Matcbes.

General Thomas J. Stswart, Adjutant General of Pennsylvania, Harrlsburg, Pa.: 

Sir: I have the honor to report the operations of this command for the 

year ending December 31, 1905. 

The spring inspcotious, by Major .Teffries and oflBcer representing the United 
States Army, were carefully and intelligently made under a very satisfactory 
and helpful system. All requirements were cheerfully met and a better senti- 
ment and higher appreciation was exhibited by officers and enlisted men, 
who were generally anxious to respond to a more perfect condition of sol- 
dierly qualifications and Information. Except in a very few instances a marked 
improvement was apparent in all the organizations of this command. 

Rifle Practice was carried on dilfgentty during the season and good practice 
had. not, however, without very great sacrifice of time by the men, who cheer- 
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fully gavt many of their waie earnins hottis to tlie serrice o/t the State tn this 
important branch of military efficiency. 

Submissive in every degree to your superior ability in effective organization 
as to methods for hiigher proficiency in all matters wbereia a nearer apprnarh 
to perfection is desired, I am inclined to tbe belief that if some measure of a 
general character could -be introduced wherein a regimental score could be 
allied as a factor in the averase efficiency of single commands, it would 
etimiilritf^ the individual to a greater extent and bring about a better general 
qualitication. The higher the score the higher the rating. I suggest that this 
qualification be awarded as the most valuable constituent part of all the ele- 
ments that go to make up the average rating. While I am ccw^lsant of the 
necessity of fine team work, I would like to install the belief that a whole 
regiment proficient in its average marksmanship is better than one conspicuous 
in its team worli only. 

The Annual Bncampment, held at Erie, Pa.. July 15th to 22nd, inclusive, has 
developed the fact that the Guardsmen of the command are a resolute and de- 
termined lot of soldiers. The incessant appeals of the thriving and enei 
getic people of Erie for an encampment led us to the gratification of theii 
desires. That community had never had, even in their neighborhood, a camp 
of the Nationan Guard, eteept a regimental one.' 1 called my commanding 
officers to that point for the inspection of the grounds offered by the local com- 
mittee. They were not such grounds as would fully satisfy the seeker for a 
\ camping place and were loolied upon as lying too low and flat, though sufficient 
in area, but convenient and agreeable only In fair or average weather. It was 
the only site aviUlable and all that was offered. We accepted It with some 
misgivings and hoped for the favor of the elements. For two weeks preceding 
the camp we had the fury instead of the favor. Rain fell in torrents up to the 
arrival oi the regiments. Then followed the most beautiful and comfortable 
weathw it has been our experience to enjoy, which continued to the lAote of 
the tour. 

The worlv of the advance details was most trying. Record breaking rain 
fell upon th<* then thoroughly soaked ground in whirli it wa.s hard to find a 
bottom; wagons would sink to the hubs and even deeper. Camp grounds 
were oceeedlngly muddy. Orders Issued to prevent teams invading the camp 
area were in a measure disregarded, with the result that the tod was broken and 
mud took its place. In this distressed condition the tempers of officers and men * 
were tried and not found v/anting. With cheerful application and forceful 
energy all took hold with an earnestness that overcame all difficulty, resulting 
in a day or two in a camp scarcely ever excelled. 

Many of the people of Erie were in fear of disorder and opposed to the 
coming of the soldiers. T am glad to chronicle the fact that the same people 
later came to the camp and were profuse in their compliments on the splendid 
behavior and gentlemcniy condrct of the troops. We went away with their 
respect and their friendship. I can add to these encomiums the fact of their 
truthfulness. We never had such good order in camp and under the close ap- 
plication of Major W . Fred Reynolds, of these Headqtiarters. as Provost Mar- 
shal, the same conditions prevailed in the city and sunouudings. 

The proposition of wagon transportation was difficult. The haul from the 
railroad siding to the extremity of the camp was about 10,000 feet. Going in, 
wagons were plenty, but the boxes, as is the rule, were small for camp bag- 
gage. In the breaking of camp much difficulty was encountered in securing 
wagons sufflci^t to make a return promptly on schedule time. The weather 
having cleared termers came for miles to the dty and secured all the teams they 
could get to gather their harvests. This threw our schedule late some two or 
three hours. 
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Rations were ample and of excellent quality, and well handled and better pre- 
pared than naiial. 

The great necessity of proper Armories for our organization is so apparent 
that the co-operation of all friends of the Uuard is invited toward obtaining 
tbe appropriations needeil tu provide lliem. 

I beg to suggest that the dress nnlfonn would add to tbe appearance and 
personal satisfaction of the men ii they were taken to camp and used only 
whfn away from camp with permission as well as for evening parades in camp. 
Tlie reason for this is apparent in that a person well dressed is more liliely to 
behare himself as he is dressed. With this extra suit he always has something 
clean to dress up In for occasions when clean clothes are necessary. For a 
soldier to always appear clean in the canvas uniform requires that he have half 
a dozen suits or become a laandryman instead of a guardsman in a camp of 
instruction. 

The inspections as made by your authority in the camp differ so radically in 
th^r caoparison wIUi our system in the past, that we lose sight of the thor- 

oughl}' qualified, well drilled company, A captain may present a company, 
ignorant himself, as well as his company, of even the primary reqiiir^^mpn+s, 
and still be wise enough to have a coaipletely new equipment for each man to 
dress with hslf an hour before ids inspection and carry off the honor of tbe 
highest rating, while the good company, thoroughly drilled in good discipline, 
detailp'i by reason of their good qualities as provost guardsman, etc., etc.. 
goes down by reason of this detail, which unavoidably soils his clothes and gets 
a bad mark. 

I liave called for, and herewith forward, the several reports of commanding 

oflScers, and respectfully Invite your attention thereto. 

Concluding T desire to do my Brigade and myself the honor to acknowledge 
with gratitude the good fortune we enjoyed in the detail sent us by the War 
Department as inspecting officer of this command, Major George Bell. First 
Infantry, U. S. A. He was to us a most helpful officer, untiring and vigilant 
in the exercise of his duty, constantly on the alert He endeared himself to 
everybody by pointing to errors and .showing us ihe correct way. Major Bell 
was useful to my Brigade, and I thank him very much lor the kindly interest 
he took in us. 

I desire to commend the officers of these Headquarters and all others In the 
Brigade for the failhful and intelligent performance of every duty assigned 
them.

Sir: I have the honor to report that I Inspected the infantry nf the 2nd 
Brigade at their various home stations during the months of February, March, 
April and May, 1906. 

I am pleued to report that In general there ts improTement throughout the 
Friga»le. The State property is, with few exreptinnR, being wpl! taken care of. 
Although the new drill regulations was ipsned only a short time tefore the in- 
spections, the officers and men show a deep interest in the same. There are 
still iMTeral eompaniM that fall to nnderetand the difference between sQoad right 
and BQuad right turn, and it is important that they learn that difference at once. 
They also fail to notice the difference between the old movable pivot and the 
present one. Squad right or left turn is the most important paragraph in the 
drill regulations, embracing as it does the basic principle of the whole drill. 

Guard duty, during the spring inspections, was hardly up to its former stand- 
ard. It appeared to be neglected for the new drill. There was some improTe- 
ment at Camp C, S. W. Jones, however. 

The attendance at the spring inspections was fair, with the exception of one 
regiment. 

There are several company commanders who do too much of the work them- 

selves, not giving their non-commissioned officers a chance to become familiar 
with their worli, and as a consequence, when required to perform their duties, 
the non-commissioned officer becomes confused. There was decided improve- 
ment in the manual of the sabre at camp in Erie, also in the saluting of offi> 
cers on review ur parade. Am sorry I cannot say the same for saluting with 
the band by ofTiceri? and the onii^tf'd men particularly, when not on parade. 

During the annual encampment 1 mustered the six troops of cavalry, also 
inspected and mustered Batteries B and C. 

The discipline this year at the various camps was good. There is also Im- 
provement In the personnel of the Brigade since my last report.

Dear Sir: I have the bonor to submit my report relative to the annual en- 
campment held at Brie, Pa., July 15th to the 22nd, 1905, inclosive. 

Early in May I reported to General Wiley in Erie with several of the Regi- 
mental Commanders and Quartermasters. We were met by a committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce of that City and escorted to the grounds which they 
had leased for the camp site. The ground was beautifully situated about a 
quarter of a mile east of Lake Erie, but was flat and did not form a desirable 
camping ground when hpavy rains ramp on. 

The site was selected afLtr an asreemen: was mat'.p witii the Chamber of 
Commerce of Erie by which ihy gave us the use of ihe gruuud free of expense 
and was to be seeded and rolled so as to secure as much grass and good sur- 
face as possible, fences were to be takm down and post holes filled Mud 
restored after detiartnre of troops. They also agreed to pay freight on water 
pipe from Harrisburg to Erie and return and to lay 7,000 feet of pipe line from 
city mains to edge of camp site, and to fumicdi water used free of charge. We 
laid pipe inside lines of camp. The committee also agreed to take up all the 
pipe, load on cars and return in good condition to Harrisburg. 

On arrrmnt of three days rain, the camp ground was In terrible condition by 
the 14tb of July, when ihe advance details began to arrive. As usual the 
wagon transportation caused most of our trouble. The field was a swamp into 
whidi wagons sunk to the hubs. We were compelled to put six horses in most 
wagons, or only take about a quarter load. 

The haul from the railroad crossing was over a mile, which caused consider- 
able time being taken up. We were heiped out of our diificuity by Mr. Wilbur 
fA the Erie Traction Co., giving us a motor and two flat cars. With one load 
of these cars we carried as much as ten or twelve wagons could haul. 

After the weather settled we had a fine camp ground. The advance details 
arrived on the morning of the 13tb and considering the weather tiad camp in 
fairly good shape. 

Detail xO. the 18th came by way of the Lake Brie R. R. and those of the 10th, 

14th and 5th Regiments, with Battery B, Troop "F" and Sheridan Troop by way 
of the Pennsylvania lines. I had considerable trouble with the ra'lroad- in re- 
gard to having sidings put in shape and sent for Superintendent Thornton of the 
Pennsylvania Unes, who placed Mr. Fred. A. Queer in charge of transportation 
during the whole period of camp. Owing to Mr. Queer's shle management our 
cars were handled with little delay. 
For the movement home I arranged the following schedule: 

5th Regiment to leave 4 o'clock Friday, July 2l8t. 
10th Regiment to leave 8 o'cloclc same evening. 
Sheridan Troop. 7 o'clock A. M., Saturday. 

7 
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Jalr 22nd: Battoy "B" and Troop 'F,** on one train nt 8 o'clock. 

16th Regimpnt at 10 o'clock. 
14th Regiment at 2 o'clock. 
18th Regiment al 6 o'clock. 

Owing to delays In the nornfng. Bchedule was delayed about two hours 

throughout the day. 

Tht' ice 8uppl3' wa« »'y( olIent and on arcmmt of competition among the Erie 
dealers, I secureil delivery to the different headquarters and cook houses at the 
low price of |2.25 per ton. 

Forage was good. The amount of straw I issued was much beyond the 
regular allowance on account of the swampy ground. 

I had some dlflictilty in j-:ecurir>p; a ptipp!}' of fire \voo<l, a.s only natural gas is 
used in Brie. The wood was hauled about eight miles. The amount on hand 
was almost cleared op the first day» tbe men using it to raise tbetr cots above 
the mud, in consequence of which I was compelled to order much more than 
our regular allowance.

The aA'erage dally strength of the Brigade prei^ent for duty during the En- 
campment was 2,8S2. The cost of subsistence per day per man was 18.09 cents. 

AH the above mentioned goods were delivered, t. o. b., at Camp C. S. W. 
Jones, and stored in the commissary store house on or before July 13, 1905, 
except fresh beef, fresh fish and soft bi^d. These articles were delivered at 
each issue to the several organizations direct from their cold storage ware- 
houses and from the Sands Baking Co.'s bakery. This arrangement being most 
complete and very satisfactory to all concerned, as it enabled the several com> 
mands, to get tbatr goodR wit bout rehandllng or weighing, and on delivery of 
the sanip a refeipt was taketi trom the spveral commissaries and returned to 
the commissary ot the Second Brigade, thus enabling me to see, that the proper 
amounts were delivered and received. 

An inspection waa made by the Commissary General, Assistant Commissary 
General and my.self of the several cnmm !f-saries and cook houses of all the 
organizations, ari-l we found pxont ifiprovemeut in all, in the manner of taldng 
care of the food and also iu prepai iug it. 

Regimental commissaries were found to be neat and dean, as well as the 
majority of company commissaries and cook houses.

During the Encampment near Erie, you saw fit to appoint me Provost Mar- 
shal, a duty made pleasant and profitable through the splendid bearing of the 
several companies detailed ffom time to time as Provoet Guard, and fh^ ap- 
preciation of the work in hand. Tlie position was a delleato one, owing to tbe. 
feeling of distrust entertained by many of the citlaens. The men wlio came to 
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town, however, behaved in such a commendable manner that the people 
soon realized there was no ground for their fears, and there was no ei^n of 
trouble or difturbance during the tour of duty. 

I would recommend, in this connection, that the troops be ordered to carry 
with them to camp the dress uniform, and, when a man is out of camp on 
leave, be be required to wear the dress uniform; for the reason that those 
men who go into town looking unsoldierly iu appearance ma^e trouble, whUe 
tbooe who wear a clean uniform properly put on, seem to feel a certain dignity 
and conduct themselves accordingly. The impression made on the average 
citizen is obvious. 

During the rifle practice season, our Brigade showed quite an improvement 
ov«r previous years in marksmanship. .Unfortunately the returns of same, 
from a clerical standpoint, were far from acceptable! However, there have 
been changes in the meantime, whieli I trust will overcome the difficulty. Tho 
number of men in the Brigade who qualify and the scores made, show a desire 
to attain a high standard, but there is still room for more conscientious prac- 
tice, especially preliminary; but, as often said, galleries are the Important 
requisite. 

At Mt. Gretna, at the Annual State Match, the representatives from the Sec- 
ond Brigade did exceptionally well and deserve commendation. The lack of 
certain paraph^nalia handicapped us somewhat. Our Brigade Oommander 
being present, saw our needs and has remedied the trouble. The presence of 

our Commanding General was a great flellght and inspiration to all the men of 
the Brigade who took part in the mate? ' Every encouragement on the part 
of a commanding officer is a help to itiusu engaged in their duties, and his 
presence Is much appreciated,* 

Unfuriunately, I was prevented from going to the National Match at Sea Girt. 
While Pennsylvania did not do so well as we would desire, yet, taking all 
things into consideration, i think she deserves praise. I am not satisfied that 
the present methods of developing the experts who win at the National Hatch,, 
is the proper one from a military standpoint It does not seem to me to 
realize the end desired, which is to promote a general efficiency in marksman- 
ship. It is too much specialized. Too few men are beneilted. In our pre- 
liminary work, the men. as a whole, do not work for a score entitling them 
to a place on the State team. A few, who make a specialty of shooting, ore 
oonoeded the place, and the others let it go by default. This should be rone- 
died, and could be with careful consideration and a little extra appropriation. 

I trust the Regimental Inspector? of Rifle Practice recently appointed, will 
realize the importance of their pu^itiou» and use their utmost endeavors to 
place their department on the highest plane. All the Inspectors are men of 
ability, and, if they each wilt accept the responsibilities of the position, a great 
improvement must follow and a fine lot of marksmen brought forward. 

Our comfort and happiness, while at the State Range, was looked after, as 
usual, in a way to leave no room for complaints. The Division Quartermaster 
baa our thanks.

Sir: T have the honor to make the foUowlnf report upon the condition of the 

5th Regiment for 190r». 

During the early portion of the year a great deal of hard work was done in 
the different companies to prepare for the spring inspection. The confining 
of the work to squads necessitated an entire change in the manner of prepa- 
ration prior to this year. The work was placed upon the non-commissioned 
otlicers, and while at first there was some opposition and dislike to it, one 
year's experience has amply demonstrated the wisdom of the course. The In- 
spection showed to the members of the different companies those of their non- 
commissioned officers who were competent and those who were incompetent. 
It created a rivalry and fixed a standard which must be lived up to and sur- 
passed in future inspections. 

The general condition of the regiment has been considerably improved, and 
the annual inspection showed as the first company the one that occupied the 
last place at the spring inspection. 

A new inspector of Rifle Practice, Capt. D. W. Simpson, was appointed and 
has given his Department good service ever since; he was appointed shortly 
before the camp and did not have a full opportunity to bring about results in 
the Regimental Team. Captain Simpson is an old Quardsman, an enthusiast, 
a good shot himself, and by his experience and ability is competent to fill 
almost any commission in the regiment. His report of Rifle Practice went 
forward a few days after the close of the season. I enclose a copy of report 
made by him to me of his work during the fall. His report forwarded some 
time ago gives a detailed result of his work. In this connection, it would he 
of ^eat advantage if every company in the regiment was fitted out with an 
in-door range for practice with reduced charges. It does seem to me that the 
Division Inspector d Rifle Practice should have provided a complete plan and 
specifications for an in-door range which might be installed In the character 
of armories we have in the country companies. 

A new Hos^pital Corps has enlisted at Bellefonte under the direction of Major 
Hayes and is composed of particularly bright young men. who are enthusiastic 
tn their work and show the results of regular and qrstmatic drill. 

The Annual Encampment at Erie was very attractive to the men and re- 
;=uUed, as was expected, in a full attendance of the regiment. The unfortunate 
spell of rainy weather which rendered the ground intended for the camp of 
this regiment almost a bog, necessitated the moving of the same on the next 
day after our arrival there. This of course consumed time that otherwise 
would have been devoted to drill on that day Your prompt consent to this 
removal enabled the regiment to he located on what was perhaps the best 
ground in the camp. The moving of the camp was very quickly accomplished 
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and gave an ezparience to some of the men. who poselbly bad never idtched a 

camp. 

Captain Caldwell. Quartermaster, was on hand early ai Erie, aud proved 
himself able to handle the rery unfaToraUe situation which presented itself. 
His handling of the ba^^ge of iM regiment to and from the train was ae- 

oomplishcd as speedily and thoroughly as possible with (lie character and nnm- 
t>er of teams furnished. The small wagon-beds which so many of the hired 
teamsters bring, increases largely the number of teams required. They sliould 
be required to bring a decent slsed bed, or else be refused emplojrment when 
they present themselves. Enclosed find copy of Captain Caldwell's report* 

The report of Captain M. V. Ijorke, Commissary, is attarbp'l hereto, 
and your attention is called to his suggestions aa to the employment of 
experienced and competent cooks, (^^ptaln Loelce has given very dose atten* 
tlon to his duties as Commissary, and in many instances has shown that the 
issiip is large enough, and where .shortages ocenrred, they were mainly ocea- 
sioued by waste on the part of the company cooks. 

Your alteutiuu is again called to the fact that there has been uo examina- 
tion Of officers in this regiment since I have assumed the command. There 
have been some changes among the olBcers, but It has l)een altogether among 
those below the rank of captain. 

The question of attendance at drill has been agitated some throughout the 
State. Comparisons have been made with New Yorlc regiments, who report 
a drill attendance of eighty per cent, and over. From my own experience in 
the Guard, these figures should hardly be received as a verity. A drill attend- 
ance of fifty per cent, throughout the year should produce excellent companies. 

The proposal to pay for the attendance. In my opinion, will not produce the 
results. If the members of the companies do not have pride enough In their 
ormlzations. and some desire to become welHlrllied men, the sum of money 
prnpoppfi to be paid to them In one of the regiments will not secure a large 
attendance. My own opinion is that the constant employment of a wei> posted 
and good instructor who wouid visit aud instruct the companies duiing the 
whole of the year would produce a Iwtter result tor the money expended than 
anything that has been suggested. 

The period immediately preeedinK the spring inspection is one filled with 
general activity in the armories, and works up such a general interest that 
we are always in better condition at the spring inspection th^n at any oth«r 
time in the year, if this condition of affairs could be kept up during the 
balance of the year, ii would add materially tf) the efficiency of the division. 

The meeting of the National Guard Asscjciation at Pittsburg lias added In- 
terest in that direction, and will certainly be productive of good results. 

Thanking you and your stalf for the many courtesies which have bsen ex> 
tended to nie during the year, I remain.

Sir: I havp thp honor to report, generally, that the condition of the lOth 
He^ment has been satisfactory, conBidering circumstances during the post 
year, and HpecilicHily a^ follows: 

Th« onlF good drill floor in the regiment is that of Company H, at Wash- 
ington, but the armory is a frame building and Bubject to Are. Companies B. 
I, and K, have been .il'l'^ to improvp their eonfiitinn somewhat in the past ypar, 
but the armories of Companies A, C, i> and E are a disgrace to the State and 
no better quarters can be secured in their respecitve towns. 

Attendance at drills tnereased over former years. A general Interest has 
been awakened in this subject which will undoubtedly produce good results. 
A battalion contest wats held last fall at Greenshurg lasting two days for prizes 
offered by Major Richard Coutler, Jr. This proved very beneficial. 

Prises and medals have been offered for a Regimental contest next year by 
R. M. Cook* of Washington, Penn'a. and by Captains Afken, EWerson and 
Best. Of these one will he for an expert team from earh company; one for a 
team composed of thoHP who have nev« r shot on State or National contests; 
one for the best individual store, and one for the best revolver score by the 
officers. 

I call attention to the report of the Regimental Commissary as to number 
of rations issued to companies at camp. It seems self-evident that if a Com- 
pany Commander can take sixty men to camp that he should receive rations 
for that number as the extra men put on company details enable him to have 
more guns fortlrlll and goard duty. 

The Regimental Quartermaster handled the transportation of the Provi- 
sional Regiment from the Second Rrisade to (he Inaugural ceremonies at 
Washington in a most excellent manner, and the Baltimore and Otiio Railroad 
gave most satisfact<n7 aervlee. 

In this connection I wish to thank the officers and men of the Fourteenth and 
Sixteenth Regiments, from Regimental Commander? down, for their hearty 
and enthusiastic co-operation in making the Inaugural tr ip n success.

Sir: I have the honor to make the following report for the year ending 
December 31, 1905. Owing to the auuuul routine, my report will be very brief. 

The Field, Staff, Band, Hospital Corps, and the several companies were in- 
spected dnrinff the months of Febniacy and March by the ^gade Inspector, 
Major Samuel W. Jefferis, and Major Nicholson, of the U. S. Army. These in- 
spections wero a new departure from the old routine of years, including the 
School of the Soldier, the School of the Squad, Guard Duty, with the usual 
Inspeetlott ot the company and arms, concluding with a School of the Non- 
Gommlsstoned officers. I am in hearty accord with this change in the in- 
spections, and believe that it will work much good to every company in the 
National Guard, and greatly benefit every regimental organization. The non- 
commissioned officers under this system realize that they are expected to be 
more than figure-heads, and ready at all times to discharge their duties accord- 
ing to the drill regulations. I attribute to this change the increased interest 
and devotion to duty of the non-commissioned office of my regiment, in the 
last Annual Encampment. 

In compliance with General Order No. 5, dated Headquarters Second Brigade, 
N. GI-. P., Franklin, Pa., June 19, 1905, an advance detail from this regiment, 
consisting of one non-ocmimis^ioned officer, one cook and eight privates from 
each company, in charge of Capt. Mtirray G. I^ivingston, Regimental Quar- 
termaster, with two Lieutenants and an Assistant Surgeon, left Pittsburg 
Wednesday, July 12th, at nine o'eloch P. M., arriving at Erie at 4:S0 n/oA morn- 
ing. The regiment left for camp on Thursday, JUly 13, at ten o'clock P. M., 

and arrive<! at Erie atiout daylight. On aceoiinl of a continuous downpour of 
rain for several days immediately prior to our arrival, we found the ground 
over which we passed to the camp site, a veritable quagmire, and the camp 
site was in many places lakes of water. When we arrived, I thought the ad- 
vance detail had not accomplished as much as they should, but when I found 
the conditions as they existed, T wondered how they had done as much as they 
had. This was actually the worst building of camp T had seen in twenty-five 
year's experience, and it is certainly a credit to the men of the National Guard 
to say that during that twenty-four hours of hard work under the most adverse 
conditions, I old not hear a complaint Providence favored us with good 
weather, and Camp C. S. W. Jones, as far as my regiment was concerned, 
proved in the end to be very successful. Everybody appeared to be interested 
In their work, and naturally good results followed. 
At the last meeting of the officers held on the first Thursday of Deeemher, 

the captains, with one exception fhe being absent), reported their companies 
in good shape. Most of them reported that it wa.s hard to get recruits to fill 
the places of men whose enlistments expired. This is one of the difficulties we 
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have to contend with In our husy Induatrial city. I believe, however, that 
while in the past our large eorporatione and manufacturing concems dia- 

couragpd tholr emplgyes from joining or remaining iti thv National Quard, 
many of ttiem are beginning to realize the importance of tbe National Guard, 
and do not object to their men joining.

Sir: I have the honor, In the absence of Colonel Hulings, to forward the fol- 
lowing report of the operations of this regiment for the year 1905. 

There is but little to report, outside the ordinary routine during the current 
year. The companies comprising the regiment have worked with seal at their 
home stations with very satisfactory results on the whole. I regret that a few 
companies have not given the work the attention that they should and attri' 
bute it largely to the indifference of the officers. 

The return xA, the regiment for the quarter ending December 31, 1904, Siiowed 
49 <^er« and €81 men for duty. Th&t^ has been one olBcer promoted and six 
resigned. There were 281 enlisted men discharged, of whom 119 were by 
reason of expiration of enlistment, and the remainder about equally divided 
by reason of leaving the limits of the command in which they were enlisted, 
and to enable thnn to enlist in the Regular Army and the Navy. 

Tkflia bava been 343 enlistments, of which 63 were re-enlistments and 60 In 
the new Co. "K," mustered at Kittannlng, May 5. 1905. 

The average number of drills in the command, by companies, were 48, and 
the average attenuance at each was 27. 

The report of the Inspector of Rifle Practice shows that 82 per cent, of the 
regiment reported on the several ranges for practice, of which 86 per cent, 
qualifi' il leavinsi; 29 per cent, of the regiment who failed In this essential. 

Hie personnel of the Field and Staff has changed but little. Major McEl- 
hlnney's commission expired the 18th of September, and I am pleased to be 
able to report his unanimous re-election. 

First Lieutenant and Assistant Surgeon Bert K. Van Naten was appointed 
Major and Surgeon by the Commander-in-Chief and assigned to Brigade Head- 
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quarleru, and Dr. Juhu C. Wilkias. of Oil City, was appuiuied First Lieutenant 
and Assistant Surgeon on June 30, 1906, and assigned to the 16tfi Redment. 

Captain George O. Slone, I. R. P., resigned June 25. 1905, and wa» BUOCeeded 
by First Lieutenant Bertrand Th. Bliss, of Company H. 

Lieutenant Ulysses G. Lyons, Battalion Adjutant, was promoted to Regi- 
mental Commissary, to fill the vacancy that bad existed for a year. 

Lieutenant Lyle Van Vleck, Battalion Adjutant, was promoted July Mth to 
the Staff of the Brigade Commander as Aid-de-Camp, with tbe rank of Captain. 
The vacancy thus created has not yet hp^n filled. 

Lieutenant Thomas R. Fatten, Company A, was appointed Battalion Adju- 
tant, to flU the vacancy caused by the pronotliMi of CvUln Lyons to the Com- 
missary D^artment. 

On the Tith of May, Company K wa.'; mustrred in at Kittanning by Colonel 
F. K. Fatterson, uf tli*> r,(i\( rnnt s Staff, and though they had but a few weeks 
preparation before annual encunipme&t, surpassed the expectation of all in 
drill, discipline and soldierly bearing, reflecting much credit upon Captain 
Cochrane and his Lieutenants. 

The vacancy in Company E, occanioned by the resignation of Captain Homer 
J. Hauna June 21, 1905, was filled by the election of Major Leonard L Ray, late 
of the 16th Regiment, and who was previous to his promotion to Major, Cap* 
tidn of this Company from 1884 to 1892. Second Ueutenant Vance R. Burch- 
field was elected First Lieutenant, and William Lepley, Sectmd Ueutenant, June 
19, 1905. 

Captains John W. Borland and Joseph F. Robinson, of Companies "M" and 
"C" respectively, resigned to accept appointments as Capt^ns in the State 
Conatabntarjr. First Lieutensat Charles B. Smathers was elected to succeed 

Captain Borland, and Second Lieutenant Kennedy promoted to First T.iputen- 
ant, and Charles R. Hamilton elected Second IJentenant. Captain Smathers 
has proved a very competent junior officer, and will no doubt maintain the high 
Standing and efficiency of his command enjoyed by his predecessor. 

There has not yet been an election held in Company C, but the orders have 
been transmitted for this duty. 

Resignations were forwarded and accepted of the following officers during 
the year:

Their successors have all been elected with the exception of Companies C 
and H. 

All the commissioned officers of the regiment, elected or appointed since 

1902, appeared before the Brigade Examining Bocurd on the 13th day of June. 
All of them passed that body with more or less degree of merit. 

The tour of camp duty, in its details of entraining and detraining troops, 
constructing and maintaining the camp, striking and moving, had its advan- 
tages, all of which were sources of profit to this command as was evidenced by 
the condition of the camp and the discipline of the men throughout the tour 
of duty. 

With the exception of the Second Battalion, Major McElhinney, the companies 
of the regiment have not been brought together during tbe year, except in Hie 
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annual camp. The Second Battalion wa.<? paraded at Franklin, Pa., September 
13th, on the occasion of Old Home Week, performing a battle exercise with 
some degree of skill, and which was very much appreciated by the thousands 
aas^bled to witness the maoeuver. 

I have the honor to attach hereto the report of Capt. W. II. Corrin. Quar- 
termaster, Cai't. 'J. G. Lyons, CommiRsary, and Capt. B. Th. Bliss. Inspector of 
Rifle Practice, dealing with the operations of their respective departments, I 
most respectfully invite attention to such suggestl<W8 and recommendations as 
they have deemed proper to offer. All these ofllcers are earnest and con- 
scientious workers, of large experience in their several duties and deeding of 
the fullest confidence. 

It perhaps ill becomes a junior officer, temporarily thrown in command, to 
offer suggestions, much less make recommendatloiis, but I cannot dose this 
attempt at a report without giving expression to the matters uppermost in my 
mind. 

First, and the most of importance, ip rh<> proper housing of the companies. 
The cost to the btate fur armory rent m liiis regiment is |2,400.00, while the 
eoftt-to the companies is $3,600.00; an excess over the annual allowance for 
this purpose of 11,200.00. This excess is made up in as many ways as there 
are companies, by sub-renting, giving entertainments, making an assessment 
of one day's pay of each officer and man, from the annual allowance, and going 
out among the friends of the company soliciting the necessary funds to keep 
the landlord's warrant from the door. E!ven these conditions would be bear- 
able if the money expended brought an adequate return, but the rooms that the 
companies are compelled to rent for armories with the limited allowance at 
their command cannot be more than the most ordinary quarters, entirely too 
small for squad drill, to say nothing of company drill and the care of State 
property. 

The National Gnard of Pennsylvania has gone far beyontl the experimental 
stage. The military establishment has become one of the sound institutions 
of this great Cummunwealtb, and should be provided fur as becomes its im- 
portance and the credit of the State. 

Its Captains, the men who really make it what it is, should not be compelled 
to lean on charity to maintain the company. ' 

Those who have commanded a company know, but those who never have 
cannot realize the work, worry and incessant application that it is necessary on 
the part of the company commander to keep up its enlistment with desirable 
young men, to keep alive the interest of these men, to plan and economize in 
the distribution of his allowance to carry through the year without a deficit. 

Notwithstanding the arguments made against prolonging the present period 
of the annual camps, I am still of Uie opinion that, at least ten days should be 
given to this duty. Experience of years has taught the value these two ad- 
ditional days would be to the organization, and at a cost that would but little 
exceed the pay of the troops. My personal belief is that it would equal the 
period of the present camps if given over lo evolutions of the regiments, 
maneouvers of the brigades and division.

Sir: I have the honor to submit the foilowiog report of the operations aod 
conditions ot Stierldan Troop for year ending December 31, 130S. 

During the year 20 Troop drills were held, 12 of them mounted and 8 dis- 
mounted. Platoon drills were held once a week, except for probably eight 
weeks, just after the aimiial eneampment. and during the rifle practice p>^nson 
in tlie Waxrior s Mark Armory, ou Weduetnlay eveuiugs, aud in Tyrone Armory 
on TuMday evenings. 

In compliance with S. O. No. C, Headquarters Second Brigade, N. G. P., 
dated at Franklin, Pa., February 17, 1905, an election was held in the Tyrone 
Armory on Thurscay evening. Miirch 2, 1905, at 8 o'clock, to All vacancy caused 
by expiration of Second Ueutenant H. S. Fleck's commission, which resulted 
In the re-election of Lieutenant Fleck. On March 25tb, 190S, the Troop was 
inspected at Tyrone Armory, in compliance with orders from A. G. O., and 
Second Brigade Headquarters. Four officers (4) and fifty-six (56) enlisted men 
were present. Two enlisted men were absent with leave, and one officer, 2nd 
lieutenant and Quartermaster Robert A. Zentmyer,* being unavoidably called 
from home on important business. 

On Mny ^rth, after an illne?;s of not more than ton days, Captain C. S. W. 
Jones, died at his home in Tyrone and was buried ou May 10, 1905. The Troop 
attended the funeral, wearing blue uniform and cap, aud carrying carbines. 
Every officer and every enlisted man, except one who was absent from home, 
was present to render the last tribute of respect to our beloved Captain. 

In obedience to Special Orders No. 33, Headquarters Second Brigade, N. G. P., 
dated at Franklin, Pa., June 19, 1905, an election was held on July i, 1905, at 
7:80 A. Bl, to mi the vacancy caused the death of Captatn C. S. W. Jones. 
The early hour was named to suit Major Dunkle of the 6th Regiment of In^ 
fantry, N. G. P., who was detailed to hold .said election, and to give the Troop 
an oppnrtniiih. ta take part in a parade in Tyrone at 9 o'clock A. M. of the 
same day. 1 had the honor to be elected Captain, Lieutenant H. S. Fleck was 
elected lei Ueutraant and Sergt. J. P. Moore was elected 2nd Lieutenant. 

Pursuant to G. O. No. 15, A. G. O., and G. O. No. 5, Headquarten Second 
Brigade, dated at Franklin, Pa., June 19, 1905, the Troop assembled at the 
Armory in Tyrone on Friday morning July 14, 1905. and loft for Camp C. S. W. 
Jones, at Erie, Fa., July 15 to 22, inclusive, starting from Tyrone at 8:20 A. M., 
and arriving at Brie about 7 P. M., soins by the way of LocIe Haven, over the 
Bald Eagle Valley and P. & E. Railroads. Between Tyrone and Lock Haven, 
while on the Bald Eagle Valley road, good time was made, but from I^ock 
Haven to Brie, while on the P. & E. Railroad, we were detained by orders from 
railroad officials, causing us to be sidetracked for all fast moving trains. At 
Kane we were detained one hour for the want of an engine, the one that was 
hauling us having become unserviceahlo, and wa.? run off to the shop to be 
repaired. Five officers and 57 enlisted men were present at camp; one enlisted 
man was absent. By some mistake in the mails his order to appear for camp 
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did not rMch blin imUl camp was otot. On our return fmn camp we ex- 
perienced some (rouble on the P. A B., between Erie and Lock Haven. Tbe 

air worked so badly on the riiKino that by the lime we reached Kane one of 
our horses Lad Lecu knocked ofl ii - ff-^t and was lipingr tramped by the other 
horses. We were a£;ain detained for one hour at Kane, the time consumed in 
repairing tbe ensine. We left camp at Erie between 8 and 9 A. H., and shonld 
bave arrived at Tyrone about 3 P. M.. but did not arrive nntll about 8 P. M. 
I hope I will nr>vcr be obliged to take tbe Troop over thie road again until they 
learn how to treat horses and rripn. 

Captain Jones' sickness aiui death and the necessity of securing new ground 
and building a pit for a new range prevented any work on tbe rajige until 
June 24, 1905. After this date tbe range was open two days each week for 
rJflo and rovulvt r iirarti< e. Five men Qnalifird as experts, 4 as sharpshooters, ^ 
as marksmen, 4 as ttrst classmen. 9 as second classmen, 7 as third classmen, 
and 1 aa fourth dasBmaji. 

With the revolver, 20 qualtfled as experts and 81 qualilled as marksmen; 
only 6, who practiced, failed to qualify, and 6 failed to practice with revolver. 

During (he year six enlisted men were honorably discharged, 10 were enlisted, 
and Z were re-enlisted. 

On December 81, 1905, the membersbtp consisted of 6 officers and 58 enlisted 
men« 

Our equipment Is complete and State property in good condition.

REPORT OF BRIGADE COMMANDER, THIRD BRIGADE, 1905. 



Headquarters Third Brigade, 
National Guard of Penn^lvania. 
Lebanon, Fa., January 16, 1906. 

Brigadier General Thomas J. Stewart, Adjutant General. Harrfsburg, Pa.: 

Sir: In compliance with law and the customs oi service, I herewith enclose 
the reports of the commanding ofllcers of the Eighth, Ninth, Tw^ftb and Thir- 
teenth Regiments of Inftmtry, the Governor's Troop, and of the Brigade Quar* 

termastcr and Brigade Commisi^ary for the year ending December ^Isl, l<}On. 
The report of the Fourth Regiment and Battery "C" will be forwarded as soon 
as received. 

The operations of the Brigade during the year have been uneventful except 
in the change made In our Annual Encampment of which I have given yon pre- 
viously a brief report. 

The quarterly returns of the various organizations show a fair average of 
attendance at weekly drills in most instances. There has not been as much 
of an increase In this direction as I would desire. It is to be hoped that the 
legislation authorizing the erection of armories In the near future will eventu* 
ally bring about incrcasp<l Interest and naturally an tnereased attendance. 

It is very evident that here is where the real work of the .National Guards- 
men musty>e done. If a weakness exists in our system. It is in the School of 
the Soldier and of the Squad. With a good company of properly drilled and 
disciplined men there is no difficulty In forming pn^er battalions and regl- 
8 
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mento when the opportunity is presented. line oflleere kave in tb^r hands, 

to a ^rf^at pxtrnt, the fiitiirp of the systpm. Thp elirnlnatlon of many move- 
ments in the Sciioul of the Company and of the iSaitaiion havr- ;rivrn th 'm In- 
creased duiieu in makiug the individual soldier more thorough uiiU impresA- 
ing upon him the inereued responsibitity he asBumes. In this eonneetlon bis 
selection of non-commissioned officers and their fitness and preparation be- 
comes of greater importance and whatovrr ran be done to farilitate measures 
which will aid in this <lirection is doing what can be done to btlBg desirable 
resalts. 

The legislation which authorises the State authorities to assist In the uni- 
forming of officers was one step in the right dirpction and removes some of 
the objections to worthy officrrs remaining in the sorvirc. and giving the 
benefit of their experience and their ability to the numerous recruits which 
must periodically enter the service. Therefore it is that 1 deem it most essen- 
tial to bring before the department the necessity for encouraging line olllcers 
in their work of the armories, because it Is there and there largely that sol- 
diers are made. An officer who is thorough iy up in the School of tho Soldier 
and the School of the Company can be depended upon for higher rank and more 
important duties, and unless so equipped can be but of little use under the 
present Increased responsibilities of officers. 

Two regimental officers refer to a condition that is becoming very apparent 
in many localities and which is serious. It is the existence in various parts 
of the State of so-called social organizations appearing as military organiza- 
tlons» uniformed officers and equipped as soldiers of the State organisation, 
with the insignia of rank, and the official titles of officers of the army. This 
not only interferes with the enlistment of some men who are fond of military 
life and its environments, but at the same time cannot but bring descredit 
upon the military service, because of Its want of proper discipline, and In 
addition thereto such organizations are liable to become controlled by Irrespon- 
sible parties and become a menace to the public peace. This requires serious 
consideration at the liands of the authorities. I'nder the present law of the 
United States the National Guard of the resyeclive Slates is the great reserve 
of the Nation* and should not be compelled In any manner to have In the 
vicinity of its openiion organizations likely to become competitors In public 
esteem or create opposition in time of trouble. 

The provisional regiments authorized to attend the Inauguration at Wash- 
ington under my command, was a very creditable representation of the 
National Guard of the State. Better quarters were provided and the pro- 
vision for feeding the men was much better than any former experience we 
have had on these occasions. The men marched well and the discipline was 
excellent and not a single complaint from any source reached me, a very 
unusual situation. The usual delay occurred in returning the men to their 
homes, which was not surprising under the circumstances as the railroad was 
simply congested. It was however a very satisfactory trip. The Pennsylva- 
nia Club very kind.y placed their ciub-iooms at the disposal of myself and 
staff for headquarters, for which courtesy i am under many obligatious. 

As already Indicated, the encampment this year being by Brigade, I deter- 
mined to devote three days to practice marches and battle maneouvers. and 
am gratified to know that it met with the approval of the great majority of 
the officers and men who participated. It was a decided success, and although 
in some locality exaggerated stories appeared of the hardshlpe of the march, 
yet I am satisfied that any Guardsman unable to endure such an exercise would 
never become an efficient soldier. In this encampment I further discouraged 
as much as possible the nnnring of tents and the use of excessive baggage as 
much as possible. 1 was not as successful in the latter as I was in the former. 
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It is difficult to break up old cnstoms and yet thp gradual incrpase in tho use 
of lumber in National Encampments is one that is not only decidedly obnoxious 
to the old soldier, but is Dot in keeping witU any reasonable purpuHu fur which 
a NatloDftl Oaard Encampment ts conducted. The quicker we get rid of the 
picnic feature of our National Cuard Encampments, the more rapidly will our 
military efTicienc y increase. It is elflciency we are sppkinp;; it is what we are 
working for. and it cannot be acquired by luxurious quarters and an effeminate 
surroiuidins;. 

ThlB Brigade Is fwtunate In its Regimental Commanders, each of them is a 

graduate of the ranks, and therefore it is a matter of congratulation as well as a 
natural result that their soldiery attainments are of the highest order. There 
has been no change In them during the year. In the Fourth Regiment there 
lias been a change in the field, in the election ot liteutenant Colonel Groff, and 
Majors' Case and Shannon, all of whom are graduates of the ranks and with 
proper experience as Company Commanders cannot Imt make good field officers. 
From the creation of the Armory Board, 1 expect great results in the future. 
It is to be regretted that the legislature saw fit to reduce the appropriation 
asked for, but with good Judgment, proper discretion and energetic action, a 
new stimulus should be infused into the organizations, which possibly in the 
near future shall liave honus of their own under the -protection and in care 
of the State they so willingly serve. 

All the quarterly returns of the various organisations have been received 
promptly and it is gratifying to know that this work of the various headquarters 
is kept up and faithfully executed. This has always hecn a weak spot in 
National Guard service and it !s gratifying to know that H is being remedied 
and more thoroughly done now than at auy time in the past. The new drill 
regulations are being mastered and the difllculties of the same overcibme. It is 
hoped that for sometime to come there will be no further changes and that 
officers acquiring the latest will have an opportunity to become efficient In H 
before being required to forget their work of a year and be required to acquire 
new regrulatious. 

The rifle practice of the brigade has in the main been satisfiictory. The 
officers in charge of this branch of the service have been intelligent and ener- 
getic. The lo<al range?? mus» > f> H p pV-u where skill with the rifle is to be 
acquired, and most men can there better secure qualification necessary to make 
good marksmen. The great object to be accomplished however is to distri- 
bute more thoroughly the prizes offered if they, are to continue and not create 
what cannot be regarded as a species of professionalism in the state match. 
This I know is a difficult problem, but it is keeping many men from the com- 
petitive work by continuing on the various teams men who are only marksmen 
and not all-around guardsmen. 

I beg to return to my staff thanks for their efficiency and attention to their 
various duties. For many courte<;ieR received from headquarters I am grateful.

HeadQoartera Third Brlsade, 

National Guard of Pennsylvania, 
Lebanon, Pa., July 24, 1905. 

Brigadier G«neral Thomas J. Stewart, Harrlsbnrs. Pa.: 

General: I have the honor to submit my report, of the recent encampment of 
the Third Brigade, N. G. P., held at Mt. Grptna from July 8th to 15th, inclusive. 

In preparing for this encampment I concluded first to eliminate board floors 
throughout, the expense of these had become burdentome and where they were 
owned by organisations the expense of transferring them and the trouble 
of handling them was equally so. The result was a decided improvement in 
my judgment and a« a rule tents were kept cleaner and no private refrfg^- 
erators under the floors were in existence. The men appeared just as well con- 
tented and few complaints were heard. 

I also determined to experiment in cooking, with grate bare and tripod. The 
Tinwelldj" and burdensome stoves were left at home and all reports agree that 
the rations were as well and as readily cooked, and every requirement met 
by the methods in use. 

The entire eommand was in camp by Saturday morning at 9:00 A. M. and our 
camp was opened with proper ceremony. Saturday and Sunday were devoted 
to masterinp: the new regulations and enalQing us to move out on Monday 
morning in our practice marches. 

After full consultation with all the field officers Sunday nigbt. I selected 
Bellaire, a small village on the line of the C. ft L. R. R. as the objective point 
and directed two columns to move out simultaneously and orcnpy it. The 
north column consisting of the Ninth, Fourth and Thirteenth Regiments, 
with a section of artillery and a platoon of Cavalry and Artillery commanded by 
Col. C. B. Daugherty. The South column consisting of the Twelfth Regiment 
and Bli^th Regiment, and an equal amount of cavalry and artillery commanded 
by Col. C. M. Clement. Hoth columns moved promptly and conducted their march 
with evpry precaution that would be necessary in an enemy's country. Each 
column guarded its cruHs-roads and protected its own baggage-train. I spent 
some time with each column and was highly gratified with the spirit manifested. 
The north column reached Bellaire about 2 P. M. and took possession of com- 
manding positions surrounding and was soon joined by the south column which 
completed the investment. I wish to pay that excellent judgment was evinced by 
the commanding officers in placing uoops. The lines were then withdrawn 
and the entire command went Into bivouac under shelter tents In a large 
meadow skirted by the Conewago Creek, which gave us fine bathing facilities. 
Wagon train was parked in the field. Pioneer corps erected a dam in a small 
stream that gave us an abundance of good water. Quartermaster's depart- 
ment had wood and forage on the ground and the Commissary depsxtment de- 
livered a ration of bread whidi were the only issues necessary to be made. 
The entire march was about 11 miles. 

Tuesday morning the columns were reversed and returned to camp, exer- 
cising same care and operatinf! with same precaution. It had been my pur

pose to bivouac another night on the field, but variouB reasons induced me to 
change 1117 mind and move Into camp, where I could depoelt surplus baggage 
and move the following day in our manoeuvers in light marching order. 'Ac- 
companying please find blue-prints of the roads pursued and also statement of 
the casualities. These were much less than I supposed and not a serious case 
was reported, most of those occurring were men that came into camp illy 
prepared for such duty or from habits of over indulgence, were unable to 
keep up. 

The march to and from Bcllaire was iu every respect a (-Ifcided success and 
developed nut only the ability of the men to endure so arduous a task, but 
also enabled the quartermasters, coounlssary and medical d^artments to 
assume and exercise the responsibilities hitherto unknown to them in an en* 
campment. 

My desire on Wednesdaj'^ morning was to demonstrate the use of smokeless 
powder and to ascertain the extent to which officers could control the firing line. 
My arrangements were BWtb. as enabled the commanding officers of regiments 
to exercise largely their own Judgment in searching for an enemy and In at- 
tacking and repelling, and was very satisfactory throughout. Different 
methods were employed and I am convinced that the practice was of great value 
to aU engaged. The routine duties of camp wrae resumed on Thursday morn* 
ing and on Friday the regiments turned over for inspection in obedience to 
general orders. 

The nov.' drill regulations, making the squad the unit and the use of smoke- 
less powder and a rapid fire gun were the principle objects we sought to master 
In these proceedings, and I cannot but congratulate both officers and men upon 
the skill displayed and the hard work performed during the entire week, and 
above all during the marches and evolutions. 

The following is a summary of the number of men of this command leaving 
Mt. Gretna July 10th and returning Tuesday July 11th. 
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Major H. H. Benham, U. S. A., reported on Saturday morning, and accom- 
panied us on the march and was very observant throughout.

The total cost of subsistence stores was |5,228.S1 for this tour of duty against 
86,008.64 In 1908, whldi shows a saving of 1722.73. 

The cost of the ration per man per day was very nearly 80 cents. 

Seventy-five per cent of the Companies subsisted on the ration as Issued by 
me this year, which is something I am particularly proud of; because, first, it 
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ahowft tbe ration iBsued Is good In quality and saffident in quanUty, and sec- 
ondly, I am convinced that the oompany cooks are using the ration to its best 

advantage. 

As is my custom, I Yisited daily the kitchens aud mess tents, inspecting 
everything pertaining thereto, was impreesed with the deanlinees and heatneea 
everywhere and gratified to see an apparent effort on the part of the cooks to 
have evcr\'tliiug in order, and showing a determination not to waste their sup- 
plies. The wastage was nothing lilte in former years, and the absence of good 
supplies hi the kitchen sinks was Quite marked. 

And while the 9th Regiment was, to my mind, in the lead, I CMinot refrain 
from commending each and every cook for the decided improved condition of 
kitchens and mess tents over any previous tour of dtity. 

On Friday morning, July 14tb, 1 accompanied Lieutenant Colonel Horace L.. 
Halderaan, Assistant Commissary General, on his tour of inspection of the 
Regimentsl Commissary tents, company kitchens and mess tents, and found 
things in gooci shape-^no falling oft ot condition of affairs observed by me at 
the beginning of camp. 

I would respectfully urge the following: 

First, that Brigade Commissaries be furnished three two-horse teams by tbe 
Quartermaster's Department for their ezdmive use the day before the opening 

of camp. 

Secondly, that Regimental Commanders order their Regimental Commissa- 
ries with their Sergeants, at annual encampments, in camp the Friday morning 
before camp opens. 

By doing this, 'our Department "an issue to Regimental Commissaries the 
day before camp opens and everything will be in readiness for tbe Regiments 
as they arrive. 

I want to express my. appreciation of the seal and enthnsiasm displayed by 
the Regimental Commissaries and Quartermasters of the Oovemor's Troop 

and Battery "C." The success of our Department during this tour of duty was 
due to their "watchfulness in conjunction with the care of the cooks. 

The march of Tuesday and Wednesday clearly demonstrated that they knew 
how to husband their resources; each one reported to me on his return to 
camp that his regiment had sufficient, and one Regimental Commissary said 
tils regiment had sufficient for another day. 

I beg to express my grateful appreciation of the many kinanesses extended 
to me by the Commissary General, Colonel L<ogan, aud his assistant, Lieuten- 
ant Cfrtonel Ibildeman. 

To the Commanding General of the 'ihlrd Brigade. N. G. P., my gratitude for 
the support he has given me at all times and for the pleasant relations. 

To my brother officers my appreciation of their continued friendship and to 
Sergeant. Charles H. Bemheisel, acknoiriedgment of his untiring efforts to make 
the Department suecessfnl an«. his untiring loyalty to me.

Sir: I liave tlie honor to submit report relative to tbe annual encampment 

held at Mount Gretna, Pa., from July 8th to July 15tb, 1905, inclusive. 

Pursuant to instructions received from Brigade Commander. I reported at 
Mount Gretna, June 22nd, 1905, where I was met by tbe Brigade Commander 
and all the QuartermasterB or Ihelr repreeentatives, of the different organiaa- 
tlona comprltlng this Brigade. The day was spent in looking over the grounds, 

locating camp site and in layinj? and Ftakinj? nut the i^ronnds, this work being 
done without the assist nic e of an engineer, and in a very satisfactory manner, 
thus saving a cuusideruble expeube lu the' Stale in this line. I also made ar- 
rangements tor digging and building sinks, hauling of camp equipage and 
elused contract for forage and ice. 

'I'he camp was lorate<1 prnetieally as in former years, except that Brigade 
Headquarters was moved to grounds usually occupied by Division Headquar- 
ters; tbe Qovemor's Troop and Battery "C," occupying ground usually occu- 
pied hy Brigade Headquarters. Brigade Headquarters were opened Thursday 
July fith, Major Marshall L, Case. 4th Regiment, being in command of camp 
until the arrival of General Gobin, Saturday July 8th. The advance details 
began arriving on Wednesday. July 5th. and all were on the grounds early in 
the morning of July 6th, and the work of hauling canvas sad erection of same 
was pushed forward rapidly, so that upon the urlval of the troops comprising 
the different organizations, the camps were all prepared. 

The water supply was of the l)est, being furnished through pipes laid for that 
purpose, to all points of the camp, and this was furnished the State at no cost 
through courtesy of Mr. A. D. Smith, of Lebanon, Fa., President and General 
SuperintendMit of the Cornwall and Lebanon Railroad. 

The wagons required were furnished by Mr. Daniel Laudermilch, of 1/ hanon, 
and tbe service first class, with the exception that considerable trouble was 
occasioned owing to tbe inability to secure sufficient wagons, tbe farmers from 
whom tbe majority were obtained being in the midst of haying and harvest 
This trouble was in a measure obviated by the men in the different regiments 
carrying considerable of the lighter camp equipage from the cars to their dif- 
ferent camps. 

The wood supply was ample, and was furnished by LleotMiant Oolonel William 
F. Richardson, from a stock on hand at the State Rifle Range. 

The ICR suppTv was of the best and was purchased from the United Coal and 
Ice Company, Harrisl)urg. Pa., and shipped via C. & !«. R. R. Co., from their 
ice houses at Colebrook, Pa. 

The sinks were dug, lumber furnished, and same erected by Miller Brothers, 
of Lebanon, Pa., and were ready for use upon arrlTal of troops. 

All or<rr? n r ions of the Brigade were in camp by noon Saturday, July 8th, 
having arrived over tbe following roads, viz: 

4th Regiment via P. & R. R.. P. R. R., and C. L. R. R. 
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Sib Regiment via N. G. R. R., C. V. R. R., P. ft R. R. R., P. li. R., and C. & 

L. R, R. 

9th Regiment via P. H. U., and C. & L. R. R. 
12th Regiment via P. R. R., and C. & L. R. R. 

ISth Regiment via O., U 4b W. R. R., P. R. R., D. ft H. R. R., L. V. R. R., and 

C. ft £ja R> Ra 

Governor's Troop ana Battery ''C," marched to camp from tbelr respective 
rendezvous via wagon road. 

On Wednesday, July 12th, I arranged wiih the Railroad Company a schedule 
for the return morement of tbe Brigade, and I respectfully submit herewith 
schedule showing the time set for the departure and the actual time at which 
the different organizations departed. 
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The dlflference between the t me for leaving and actual departure of the 
trains, was not the fault of either the organization moved or of the railroad, 
but to the fact that the canvas being wet delayed the breaking u£ the camp 
of the 9th Regiment fully forty-five minutes, thus disarranging the entire 
schedule. The movement was also in a measure delayed by the breaking of 
an air hose in the 12th Regiment troop train. Taken as a whole the entrain- 
ing of the entire Brigade siiow I ellkiency, and no time was lost by any eora- 
mand in entraining after the order had been given so to do. The Governor's 
Troop and Battery "C" returned via wagon road. 

I respectfully call the attention of the Brigade Commander to the enormous 
amount of baggage carried by the different organizations. This in my judg- 
ment should be limited to a certain weight, and the limit strictly eufurccd. 
Some of the company chests required tbe assistance of from eight to ten men 
to move them, and made a good load for an ordinary wagon. 

The question of disposition of garbage still contronts us, and will continue 
so to do until a rr?raatory for disposal of garbage has been adopted for this 
purpose, and i would respectfully suggest that action of tbe higher authorities 
be taken on the same.

Sir: I have the honor to submit iierewith tiie fcjllowing report of the opera- 
tions of the 9th Regiment Infaulry, N. G. P., fur the year ending December 
81. 1906. 

The strength of the command, as sbown by tbe quarterly returns on the dates 
named» was as follows: 
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The companies of the 9th Regiment Infantry, N. O. P., are located as follows: 

Cnmpnnies A, B, D, K, F and K, in the commodious armory at Wilkofi-Barre. 
Company C, at flttston, in a room over some stores, with very poor accommo- 
dations. 

Compiuiy H, at Pittston. wbo bare a company meeting room, but must pay 
extra for drill hall when the weather compels them to drill indoors. 

Company I, at Plymouth, has a fairly good armory owned by the Company. 
Company L, at Nantlcoke, has a building which was erected for an armory, 
owned by private ownmhip. 
Company G, at Hasleton, has a very good armory owned by private owner* 

ship. 

Company M, at West Pittston, recently moved into a new armory built for 
them by some citizens of West Pittston, for which the company pays 1450.00 
per year rentaL 
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Tt» NtDth Regiment Armory at WUkw-Bwra, has during th« year, througb 
its Board of Tnuteea. wiped out a debt of 17^800.00, and put some improve- 
ments in the armory to the extent of about |4,000.00. This money was ralswl 
through the efforts of the Board of Trustees in thl8 city, consisting of Major 
Irving A. Stearns. President, Col. Asber Miner, Col. William C. Price, Mr. John 
N. Conynsham and the Comtnaadlng Officer of tlie 9th Regiment Infantry, 
N. O. P., in whose names the title to the property is vested. 

The Regiment as a whole Is doing fairly well. The personnel of the com* 
mand is as high as it ever has Loen, and increased interest seems to be taken 
by the officers and men. While it is not always easy to oblain good recruits, 
Still the companies are able to keep up to the minimum through the zeatons 
elForts of the company commanders and the men themselves who aid in secur- 
ing recruits. 

The Ninth Regiment is somewhat handicapped in the obtaining of recruits 
by the existence in. the immediate territory of two other Independent regiments; 
one regiment known as the Catholic Total Al»tinence Union Re^ment, and 

the other the Jr. 0. U. A. M. Regiment, both of which wear a similar uniform 
to that of the officers and enlisted men of the National Guard. These regiments 
are organized for social purposes, and are not as friendly to the National Guard 
as good dtisens should be. , 

There have been but few changes in the personnel of the officers during 
the year. 

The Field and Staff remain about the same, except that: 

Battalion Adjutaul Walter C. Sterling was promoted to Inspector of Rifle 
Practice vice Captain Frederick C. Bennett; resigned. 

2nd Lieut. Chas. F. Feuerstein, late of Co. D, was appointed Battalion Ad- 
jiitant, vitM? Waller C. Sterling, promoted. Mr. Fenerstein has recently been ap- 
pointed a Laeutenaut in the State Constabulary, but still remains on the rolls 
of the Field and Staff aa an officer. 

Batt. Sergt. Major Henry H. Pease was promoted to Battalion'AdJutant 

Company Captain John A. Kenny was, at his own request, placed on the 
retired list October 5, 1905, and has been succeeded by First Lieut. Sterling 
E. W. E^yer, of Company £. 

Company C: First lieutenant William A. Fraojcla was elected Captain ot Com- 
pany C to fill the vacancy caused by the expiration of the commtsrion of Oapt. 
Chas. S. Colony, April 30, Second Tyientenant I*ansford G. Wlldoner wa-s 

promoted to First Lieutenant and Jacob A. Fleischer was elected Second Lieu- 
tenant. 

Company D: Harry C. Smith was elected Second Lieutenant, succeeding 
Charles F. Feuerstein, whose commission expired. 

Company fl: Second Lieut. Charles A. Judge, Company H, was advanced to 
First Lieutenant to fill vacancy caused by the resignation of Lieut. Thos. F. 
English; and Sergeant John S. Callahan was elected Second Lieutenant of the 
Company.

No field service was performed by the Ninth Regiment Infantry. N. G. P., ex- 
cept the regular tour of duty at camp, held at Mt. Qretna, Pa., July 8th to 
15tb, inclusive, at whldi time the regiment participated in the practlee march 

planned by General Gobin, one column beinp commanded by the Regimental 
Commauder of the Ninth Regiment, N. G. P., report of which operations was 
duly forwarded to the Brigade Commander before leaving camp. 

I desire to add to my opinion, and report at the time, that I believe the prac- 
tice march as indulged in during the annual encampment was of very great 
benefit to the command. It was both interesting and instructive, and such 
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a departure from the routine work as heretofore carried on at the annual en 
campments that it brought forth most favorable comment from both olBcers 
and men and did something to stir up irterest, which tor a long time seemed 

to be lacking. 

In this connection I beg to embody as a part of my report, copy of a letter 
written to the Inspector Qmeral In answer to a telegram from htm asking for 
Information as to the result of said march: 

"Col. Frank Q. Sweeney, Inspector General, N. G. P., Chester Pa.: 

"Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of your telegram 
reriuesting information as to the result of the practice march during 
the tour of duty of the 3rd Brigade, Camp Capi. Lewis L.. Honey, 
Mt Gretna, Pa., July, 190S. 

"A fUU report of the operadon of the column under my command 
was forwarded to General Gobin before leaving camp. I have a 
copy of it, but T think it is at the house, and I tried to find It In 
order to get some data to furnish you. iiowever, i will say thib, 
that the command was very much benefited in a number of ways by 
the things which the officers sad men were able to learn during the 
march. 

"A practical lesson was given to both the Quartermaster and 
Commissary Department of the Regiment In the 9tb Regiment 
Infantry, a baggage train was organized under the command of 
the Quartermaster and the Regimental Commissary organized his 
department and coolted and fed the whole regiment, the company 
coolcs all being under bis immediate Jurisdiction, so that the com- 
pany comnunders were relieved entirely from the duty of looking 
after the rations of the men. This worked out most satisfactorily, 
receiving the commendation of the Rrigade Commander. 

"Both officers and men were taught many things during the 
march and bivouac, which are most praclical for a soldier to learn. 

'•The column c^erstiiur, as in the presence of an enemy, were 
taught a most practical manner the real tactical demonstration of 
an advance and rear guard. 

"Notwithstanding the fact that the weather was extremely hot on 
the first day, but few men fell out of the column, and my recol- 
lection is that it was only necessary to return to camp that night 
by railroad train ten men from the whole regiment. 

"As far as I was able to learn, all the officers and men In my com- 
mand were distinctly pleased with the operation, and I feel sure that 
it relieved, to a very great extent, the monotony of the week's 
encamimient which has grown to be an old story to most officers and 
men. 

"So far as this Regiment is concerned i feel confident in saying 
that the march, and its results, was successful and beneficial. 

"All the details of the march were worked out, as far as the is- 
suance of orders and the directions rendered necessary, under con- 
ditions of an army in a hostile country. 

"I would suggest that you make application to General Gobln ior 
the report of the different commanders, and my report in command 
of the column, which were fairly complete and covered the operar 
ttons fairly well. 

"I regret that T have not a copy of my report at hand, as I would 
be able to give you a more detailed account if I had it. 
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"However, I aesnine that my opinion on the matter is what yon 

are after, and if I am ( urrect In my aasumptlon^ 1 beg to any that I 
believe thoroughly in the anny maneuvers If ground can be obtained 

for same.

REPORT OF COMMANDING OFFICER^ TWELTH REGIMENT 

INFANTRY, 1905.

AsBistant Adjutant General, Thirr! Brigade, National Guard of Pennsylvania, 

Lebanon, Pa.: 

Sir: I have the honor, pursuant to the request of the Brigadier General com- 
manding the Third Brigade, to submit the following report of the operations 
of this regiment for ihe year f udiug this day. 

During tbe year the regiment baa practically performed only the routine 
duty iscid^t to armory drill, rifle practice and the summer encampment. The 
summer encampment being varied by twu day's practice march occupying Mon- 
day and Tuesday of tbe encampment week. 

On Mooiday, the objective of tbe columns was B^laire. Tbe Brigade was 
divided Into two commands, and, by tbe direction of tbe Brigadier General com- 
manding, I had the honor to command the second column composed of the 
Twelfth and Eighth Regiments, a portion eanh of the (iovernor s Trorjp and of 
Battery "C." J> detailed report o£ the movements ot this column was made 
by me immediately after tbe close of the encampment. 

On Wednesday' of tbe encampment week, the Brigade went through a detailed 
manoenver and this Regiment, in conjunction with the Ninth Regiment, both 
binder command of Colonel Dougherty, was put in the defense of the hill be- 
yond the rifle range, and after the completion of the manoeuver, in conjunc- 
tion with tbe otber reglmentSj deployed across the entire l«3gtb of tbe range in 
battle formation.

J. C. Brown was appointed Battalion Sergeant Major, vice Samuel Crelgbton, 
promoted; and Robert M. Auten was appointed Battalion Sergeant Blajor, 
vice M. W. rieiTn^nt, promoted.

Conformably to the new drill regulations and the customs of the regular 
service, the Battalions of the Regiment were rearranged. By this arrange- 
ment the First Battalion is composed of four companies instead of three as 
heretofore, and as the Company Commanders change In ranic, they will rotate 
- from one Battalion to another. This, in my judgment, will promote the true 
regimentnl i^pirit better than the territorial regiment of the Battalion hereto- 
tore in force in the Regiment.

REPORT OF COMMANDINO OFFICER, THIRTEENTH B£GI< 

MBNT INFANTRY, 1905. 



Headquarters Thirteenth infantry, N. G. P., 
Scranton, December 30, 1905. 

The Assistant Adjutant General, Third Brigade, N. O. P., Lebanon: 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of the operations of this 

regiment for the year 1905. 

At the beginning of the year the study of the new drill regulations was se- 
riously undertaken; school for officers and uuu-eummissioneil officers estab- 
lished and well attended. This course of study greatly benefitted officers and 
enlisted men, and the regiment went into camp in better condition than it had 
for several years past. 

The ratings sent out by the Inspector General after the Summer inspection 
were disappointing. It seems unfair to publish broad-cast a lot of misleading 
figures about a few things such as guard duty, discipline, condition of clothing, 
rifles and books and papers, and call the total the figure of efficiency of the <V.f- 
ferent organizations. As a matter of fact it is nothing of the kind, ^or in- 
stance, marksmanship, the one indispensible part of a soldier's training, is not 
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taken into consideration in determining ttie relative merits of the different 
Tegiments. Certainly In time of war. a soldier's ability to kill his man Is 
paramount in determining his elUcienf y. Tlie present system of rating has a 
tendency to make iia try to find out what the ini^pet tors want, and then give 
it to them uo as to appear well iu the public eye, instead of trying to make 
our regiments really efficient all tbe year around. 

In mvkunanslitp this regiment made a better record than ever before; the 
rpffimpntal figure of nirrit being 91.10. We hnfl nniy twenty-four u'-th class- 
men, and prac't ically all iIiphc were mca who had lef: thr^ rcKinu-iit afLer the 
rifle practice season apene<l, hut before their company ranges could be opaned. 
with a more liberal approprtatltw for range purposes we can no doubt do miicb 
better. 

Since the opening- of tlip presrui .iiiii season the attendance In some of the 
companies has been very unsatisfactory. While the attendance largely de- 
pends upon the energy and tact of the company commanders, I believe tbls 
question will never be satisfactorily settled until the men are paid for their 
services. 

During the year several officers have resigned, some by request, and in every 
case their successors in office are more efficient. , 

Tlie condition of Co. Cr, continues to be very unsatisfactory. The captain 
was dismissed by the Commander-in-Chief; the flrat lieutenant resigned pre- 
paratory to leaving Montrose, and the second lieutenant is in commami. If 
this fompany is not mustered out before the spring iuspertinn and the regi- 
meuLal ruling buffers by their retention. I am afraid the enthusiasm of the 
other companies will receive a severe set-back. 

Recruiting goes on steadily, but slowly. The highly colored stories of hard- 
ship on the practice innrch are eupnosed to he pai ly responsible for this con- 
dition. Probably a better reason is the growing interest taken iu the inde- 
• pendent military organizations formed in this vicinity. Parts of two co-called 
regiments are now organized in this valley, and something should at once be 
done to at least prevent them from wearing our uniform. One of these organ- 
izations located in Scranton fr.tecrding to their published rcportrr) has grown 
from sixty to over six hundred niembtrs iu the last year. Another reason for 
lack of recruits is the growing tendency of employers to discourage their young 
men from enlisting as it may at any time take them away from their werk. 

The personnel of the regiment, officers anrl enli-ted men, is belter than at 
any time since the Spanish- American Wui . and we are gaining in efficiency.

Armory, Governor's Troop, Third Brigade, N. G. P.. 

Harrlsburg, Pa., December 18, 1905. 

Brigadier General J. P. S. Gobln, Commanding Third Brigade, N. G. P.: 

Sir: Pursuant to your order dated the fifteenth instant, I have the honor to 
submit the following report of the operations of my command for the year end- 
ing December 31, innr,. 

The period from December 31, 1904, to March 24. 1905, was spent in the u -.ual 
routine armory drills, necessarily all of the work being dismounted on account 
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of lack of proper armory facilities. Upon the latter liate, the annual spriug in- 
spection was made by Lieutenant Colonel John P. Penney, Division Inspector, 
accompanied by Major F. P. Fremont, V. S. A. 

During June and July, two mounioil drills were held, comlunc-d with practice 
marches, tfn or (wpIvp mi^fs In Ini? covpr^'d. Thrso affordr-l ihr only mounted 
exercises which could be given lo the command as a preparation for the annual 
encampment. The Brigade encamped at Mount Gretna, Lebanon county, July 8 
to 16, Inclusive; the Troop, as has always been the cuatom, proceeding to camp 
and returning mounted. The march was made in heavy marrhing order, ex- 
rppt that the woolen blankets were shipped ljy rail, and the overc<:ats wltc not 
laicen to camp, in view uf the season. The march was made at the rate of 
something over three and three quarters miles an hour, including in the com- 
putation of time all halts upon the road, but not the long halt of about two 
hours and a haif at noon, when the hor.'^es were iinsi iliili d, rulibt j down and 
fed. The distance from Harrisl.urg to Mount Gretna is called twenty-eight 
miles by railroad. The route generally taken by the Troop, and which was 
taken on this occasion, lies through Dberlin, Round Top Mill, Deodate, Lawn 
and Colebrook, and is about miilway between the Reading and the 1/mcaster 
turnpikes, and whitr' sornr -vhnt ninrp hilly than oithr-r r.f tht^ fithrr tw.i rentes, 
is much better adapted to cavalry marching, on account of the frequency of 
watering troughs with running spring water, and the fact that the roads are not 
piked. The march to camp was a valuable preparation for the practice 
marches nf tho Rrifradr which took place on Monday and Tupsday following. 
The nu n ent( red into the spirit of these exercises fully, and we had no casual- 
ties from heat or otherwise. While the fact that ilie movements were necessa- 
rily almost entirely confined to the public roads that interfered greatly with 
the proper performance ct advance guard and outpost duty, the novelty of 
the movements interested the men, and I thing the command was benefitted by 
them. 

The command bad five officers and forty-nine enlisted men present at camp; 
two enlisted men were absent with leave, and one enlisted man absent without 
leave; he lias since been tried and convicted for this and other offenses by an 

unassigned company court marlial. 

Since the encampment, the usual weekly drills have been held, without any 
formal recess during the summer, but with very poor attendance until fall, 
since which time It has Improved materially, and is now very good, consider- 
ing the fart that quite a nnmbrr nf thr men are cmnloypd at night, and can- 
not get off for every drill wUlimii jtoiiardizing their emploympnt. 

The command has been paraded mounted twice since the encampment, at 
Harrisburg. on October 2 and 3. taking part in the parades and ceremonies in- 
cident to the celebration of "Old Home Week;" acting as escort to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief upcn tlie first day above mentioned. 

The command now numbers five officers and fifty-four enlisted men, and is 
In good condition In all respects but armory facilities. Frequent reference has 
been made to our condition in this respect by inspectlug officers in their pub- 
lished report.s, setting forth our needs in this re.spect very fully. The drill hall 
is too small for any but vfry srmplp mnvpmpnta dismounted and is upon (he 
third story of the Russ Duiitling, Market :Square, Harrisburg. The lockers for 
arms and equipments are upon the gallery of the hall, and are exposed to 
danger from interference by other renters; having several times been broken 
open durinp: halls. The rooms for the qunrtprtnastpr, rrimpany meetings and 
officers' use are all crowded into a space of about f(.iiy l)y fifteen feet, and are 
entirely inadequate for the proper storing and arrangement of State property. 
All mounted instruction has to be theoretical, except for the few mounted 
troop drills which we are able to have during the summer season. These do 
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not supply the need of elementary instruction and practice in horsemanship. 
With a proper riding hall, such instruction could be given to squads during the 

•entire year, using only a small number of horses at each drill, as the nature of 
the work would easily permit the n?e of the pame horses by several sets of 
men during the same evening without improper treatment of the horses; each 
horse would be doing in such case^much less work than he would be called 
upon to do in any ordinary troop drill, and the work would all be done at a 
slow gait. This mothod of individual inslniction would make It unimportant 
whether the^roop as a whole drilled in the open or not t/el'ore caiiip, as the 
entire success of the niovemenis of the command depends upon the knowl- 
edge Of the indlTldaal at any rate. I am aware, that the above remarks upon 
the armory question do not come strictly within the . rciie of your order calling 
upon me for a report, hut the suhject of armoric s for the different commands is 
now before the proper commission, and our need of one is so great, that I hope 
the digression will be oardoned. The want of a proper armory is so inti- 
mately connected with the condition of this command, that it Is almost im- 
possible to speak of the one without retei-ring to the other.

shall be designated by the Brigade Commanders. The dates for the Cavalry 
and Artillery should be so arranged as not to occur on the sane nights or con- 
flict with the schedule made for the Infantry organizations, in order that It 
may be pcp^ible for the United States Army details to be present at all of the 
inspections. 

The Artillery will be inspected by the Chief of Ordnance; the Cavalry by the 
Division Inspector; and the Infantry by the Brigade Inspectors. 

As soon as dates have been assigned to the different commands, copies of 
s\ich assii^nnientFi nr orders will ho sent to the Adjutant General and the in- 
spector General for their information. 

At these Inspections the organizations will he paraded by battery, troop and 
company, in State uniform (blue), light marching order, without leggins. All 
of!irpr.s will appear in dresf^ uniform as prescribed and directed in General 
Orders Nos. 30 and 39, A. G. O., series UM*)-?. 

Stale property of every description will be conveniently arranged for inspec* 
tion by the Inspecting Officers. 

The inspections as to knowledge of duties for companies of Infantry will 
Include School of the Soldier, School of the Squad, and Guard Duty. Ratings 
"Will also be made upon discipline, arms, equipment, clothing, books and papers. 
The latter will also be applicable to the Cavalry and Artillery. 

The troops of cavalry will be inspected dismounted in the School of the Sol- 
dier, School of the Troop and Guard Duty. 

The batteries of artillery fdismonnted) will be inspected in the School of the 
Soldier, School of the Cannoneer, School of the Battery and Guard Duly. 

Officers and non-commissioned officers of all organizations will be ezainined 
by the inspectors as to their general efficiency and knowledge of their respec- 
tive duties, (see paragraph X, General Orders No. 86, A. O. O., series 1904). 
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In the future the efficiency of an organization will be determined by the 
"Percentage of Attendance" at inspection and tbe "Qeneral Average," In the 
ratio of tbree to seven, for example, if a command receives 96 in "Percentage 
of Attendance," and 90 for "General Average," by multiplying the "Percentage 
of Attendance" by three, and tlie "General Averapre" by seven, the sum of the 
products, divided by ten, will give ihe figure ot efficiency, namely, 91.50. The 
"Percentage of Attendance" will be based upon tbe officers and men actually 
in attendance at Inspection, with the exception that officers and men will be 
counted a? present who are too ill to report for duty, provifier! a cerMfirat'' from 
the Surgeon or Assistant Surgeon on duty with the Heginient, or a physician's 
certificate, approved by a Surgeon in the service of the State, defining such 
Illness, be furnished by the commanding officer at inspection, no allowance 
being made for officers and men absent on leave or furlough. A command 
parading the minimum strength, (as provided by tbe State Code), will be al- 
lowed one hundred per cent, for attendance. 

Attention is Invited to tbe various requirements contained in General Orders 
No. 86, A. G. O., series 1904, and inspectors will see that same are complied 
with. 

The Naval Force o£ Pennsylvania will be inspected by tlie Inspector General. 
Dates and details to be arranged with the Battalion Cuwinuuder. 

Inspectors will forward their reports so as to reach this office not later than 
May 15, 1905.

The following circular is published for the Information and guidance of the 
National Guard: 

Office of the General Inspector of Rifle Practice, 
237 Fourth Avenue, Pittsburg, Fa., March 25, 1905. 

Circular, 
No. 1. 

The current season for rifle practice will open May 1, 190D, and will close 
September 80, 1906. 

Practice with the Tnited States IMagazine rifle, caliber .30, will be required 
of every officer aiid enlisted man in the infantry arm of the service, and the 
Naval Force of Pennsylvania, except Regimental Bands and Hospital Corps, 
and with the carbine and revolver for the cavalry arm of the service. Officers 
and enlisted men in batteries will practice With the revolver, and may qualify 
with the United States Magazine rifle nr rarbine. Members of Rcffimpntal 
Bands and Hospital Corps will l e permitted lo qualify with the magazine rifle, 
caliber .30, and to those qualifying, oecorations will be issued. General otti- 
cers and officers of General Staft may qualify with either the rifle or revolver, 
or both. Field, staff and line officers of regiments of infantry, and non-com- 
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missioned staff officers of General Staff and of regiments of infantry, may 
qualify with tbe revolver. 

Commissioned officers of the Retired Ijist of the National Guard of Pennsyl- 
vania will be permitted to qualify %vith either rifle or revolver, or both; each 
officer to provide his own ammunition. When a qualiflcation score is made 
under the rules govemtng: rifle and revolver qualiflcatlons, and the same is 
properly certified to the General Inspector of Rifle Practice, Colonel Frank K. 
Patterson, No. 237 Fourth Averme, Pittsliurg, Pa., proper decorations will be 
issued. Score sheets of officers o£ the Retired List will be forwarded to the 
General Inspector of Rifle Practice. 

An allowance of $100.00 for maintenance of ranges will be mad^ to each 
company of Infantry and troop of cavalry that practices 55 officers and men; to 
each battery of artillery that prartieeK 72 officers and men; and to each divi- 
sion of the Naval Force of Pennsylvania that practices 47 officers and men, and 
where a less number have practiced, the commutation will be reduced in pro- 
portion. Company officers should become proflcient with the use of the rifle 
themselves ?o that they can impart instruction to the enlisted men, and will 
see tliat every man in their command is thoroughly instructed in the use and 
care of the riile, and that no man be permitted to go upon the range until be 
understands the mechanism of his rifle and is competent to care for and use It 
properly. Men must not be permitted to go upon the range for practice n i ii 
they have been properly instriKted in sighting, position and aiming drills, 
using the methods and rules prescribed in the new firing regulations of the 
U. S. Army aa Iftr as they apply. Unless men have been so Uu^cted it Is 
extremely dangerous to have them fire over the range, and officers permitting 
uninstructed men to go upon the range, will be held to a strict accountability. 
Men uninstructed cannot qualify as mariismen, and merely use ammunition to 
no purpose. 

Ranges. 

Commanding officers must inspect the range before the opening f the sea- 
son, and from lime to time during the season; see that ii is properly equipped, 
that proper protection is provided fqr the men and the markers at the butts, 
and that every possible precaution is taken to prevent accidents. They will 
also verify the distances, and have the firing points accurately and distinctly 
marked. 

Targets, 

Tbe "A," "B," "C," and "G" targets will he furnished to those requiring 
them on requisition to the Adjutant General. Black circular bull s-eye targets 
will be used. Target "G" will be furnished for qualification as ^arpshooter 
instead of Targets "D" and *'E," and requisition will only be made for Target 

"G" when the officer or enlisted man qualifying has reached that stage In 
qualification where the skirmisli run is necessary to complete liis scores for 
classification as sharp.sliooter. The requisition must stale name of officer or 
soldier who has made the score and give score warranting the skirmish run. 

Definitions. 

Scores.— Groups of five consecutive shots, exclusive of sighting shots, fired 
In practice with the rifle or earlnne at the buU'S eye and disappMYing targets, 
and with the pistol at dismounted practice. 

Target "A."— The short-range target, used for 200 and 300 yards, and for dis- 
mounted pistol practice, is a rectangle 6 feet high by 4 feet wide; black cir- 
cnlar buirs^e^e, S inches diameter, value of hit, 6; center ring» 26 inches dia- 
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meter, value of hit, 4; Inner ring, 46 inches diameter, value of hit, 3; outer, 
remainder of target, value of hit, 2. A ricochet has the same value as a direct 

hit. 

Target "B." — The mid-range target, used for 500 and 600 yards, is a square 6 
feet on a side; black- circular bull's-eye, 20 inches diameter; center ring, 37 
Inches diameter; Inner ring, 53 Inches diameter; outer, remainder target Value 
of hits same as on Target "A." 

Target "C." — The long-range target, used for 800 and 1,000 yards, is a rec- 
tangle 6 feet high and 12 feet wide; circular tJuU's-eye, 3ti inches diameter; 
center ring. 54 inches diameter; Inner space outside of center ring hounded by 
vertical lines 3 feet from each end of target; outer, rmnalnder of target Value 
of hits same as on Target "A." 

Target "D"' and "E/* — Skirmish targets. These are steel slteietoti frames, 
representing the outiiua of a soldier in firing position: — l£neeling and lying, 
respectively— covered with cloth and with hlach paper, cut as silhouettes to the 
shape of the frames. 

Target "G." — Group skirmish target. Composed of the two figure targets 
"D" and "E" placed in line, forming a group, the kneeling figure on the military 
right, the distance between the centers of figures being one yard. Value of 
hits, direct or ricochet, on tying figure. 6; on kneeling figure, 4. Hits on or 
within the steel frame, only, count 

Classilication. 

The class in firing to which any offlce'r or soldier belongs will be determined 
at the end of the practice season from the aggregate of the total of the best 
two full scores of five shots each (scores not necessarily consecutive) that he 
had made on the range, as follows: 

Fourth Class,... All who have not fired or practiced. All who having fired or 
practiced have failed to qualify as third classmen. 

Third Class, All who practice, and who in two scores of five shots each, 

exclusive of sighting shots, score at least 16 out of a possible 
50, and who after making 15 or more, at 200 yards, shall in 
two scores of five shots each at 300 yard.s and two scores of 
five shots each at 500 yards, make enough in addition to the 
score of 1$ or more at 200 yards to make an aggregate of 45, 
out of a possible 160, at the three ranges. 
Note. — The making nf in at the 200 yard range Is obligatory. 

Second Class,. . .All who having fire<i two or more scores at 200, 300, and 500 
yards, and from the best two have made a total of 67 out of 
a possible 160. 

First Class, All who have fired two or more full scores at 200, 300, and .500 

yards, and irnm the beat two have made a total of 83 out of 

a possible 160. 

Marksmen, All who have fired two or more full scores at 200, 300, and 500 

yards, and firom the best two have made a total of 98 out of 

a posf^lble ISO. 

Sharpshooters,.. All who have tired two or more ful! scorer^ at 200, 300, 500, and 
600 yards, and from the best two in each range have made a 
total of 160; and have fired two or more foil scores, timed 
fire, at 200 yards, (30 second firing interval in each score), 
and In the best two have made a total of 25; and have made 
one skirmish run of 20 shots, advancing from 600 to 200 yards; 
the total ot sll scores being not less than 285.

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Note. — No man can qualify as a Sharpshooter until he has 
first made a score of at least 120 as a marksmaii and In quali- 
fying as a Sharpshool( r lie must make a score of at least 40 io 
slow ftro at fino yards, ami a score of at !fast 25 in timed fire 
at 20U yards. There is no fixed score for the skirmish run, but 
the points made in the skirmish run added to the scores pre- 
viously made at all ranges must aggregate at least 236. 
EiZpertS, ..'.•...All who havn made the necessary total tn qualify as sharp- 
shooters and have fired two or more full Hcores at 80U and 
1,000 yards, and from the best two have made a total of 40 at 
800, and 36 at 1,000 yards. 

Note. — No man can qualify as an Expert until hf has first 
qualified as a Sharpshnotpr with a minimum scorp of 2;?."). made 
in accordance with the requirements as stated above in addi- 
tion to which he must make a score of at least 40 at 800 yards, 
and at least 85 at 1,000 yards, (the carbine Is given a handicap 
of two points tii the 800 yard range and two points at the 1,000 
yard ran go.) 

— Consult explanatory table published herewith as an appendix and 
made part of this General Order.)

The Regimental Headquarters figure of merit will be computed by multiply- 
ing as In the case of a company, and dividing by the number of oflicers and 

men comprising the I''ield, Staff fiiKhitling Surgeons) and ii on -eoni missioned 
stafE. Menbers of Regimental Band or Hospital Corps qualifying, will be rp- 
ported on Return of Scores, but not included in calculation to determine flgur^ 
of merit. 
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The State figure of merit wfll be the combined figures of merit of ftU organl- 
gations, divided by the number of organlEatlons. 

Revolver Practice. 

The .38 caliber Double A( tion Colt's Revolver is the adopted regulation re- 
volver for commis.siuned ufliccr?, non-commlssioued staff offlcern, and for the 
artillery and cavalry arms of the service. (See General Orders No. 11, A. G. O., 
series 1897). Ofilcers are urged to procure a revolver and familiarize themselves 
with the weapon, and to qualify as marksmen. 

For qualifying with the revolver, five cousr"* nth c shots are allowed at 25 
yards, five at 50 yards, and five nt 75 ynrd?, olf hand, without artlFuial rest, 
at the "A" target, (See definitions) and in order to qualify as a marksman, a 
score of 60 or more must be made. Those qualifying as marksmen with 
revolver may re-enter to aualify as Expert. 

AS time is an important plpmnnt in revolver practice, an ofRccr or pnlistpd 
man who can make the qualifying score firing the five shots at each range with- 
in ten seconds will have qualified as an "Expert." 

If each score of five snots have been fired within ten seconds a certificate of 
the fact will be endorsed on the back of the sc^re sheet and dgned by both the 
marksman and the scorer. 

Every qualifying score with the revolver will be recorded on a separate 
official sheet certified to by the marksman himself and the scorer, and filed with 
the Regimental Inspector of Rifle Practice, or commanding officer of battery 
of artillery or troop of cavalry, within two weeks after the score is made. 

The Regimental Inspector of Hille Practice or commanding officer of battery 
of artillery or troop of cavalry will make a return of all revolver quaiification 
scores of those entitled to qualify in the regiment, battery or troop, on a com- 
pany return blank, and forward the same through intermedisAe headquarters to 
the General Inspector of Rifle Practire with" the other returns. 

Officers will be required to furnish their own ammunition for revolver prac- 
tice» and should purchase with care as all .38 caliber cartridges are not adapted 
to Colt's .88 caliber revolvers. 

Ammunition will be issued from the Stat^ Arsenal for revolver practice or 
qualification at the rate of ^10. UO iier thousand In lota of not less than 100 
rounds. Money for same must ^.cconlpany requisition. 

Requisitions for decorations will be forwarded with the returns. 

The "New Army Double Action Colt's Revolver, 6 inch barrel, model of 1894, 
.38 caliber, central fire," has been adopted for the National Guard of Pennsyl- 
vania. Ihe Smith & Wesson New^Army D. A. .38 caliber revolver will be per- 
mitted to be used in qualifying. 

Records and Returns. 

Score sheets will be issued by the Adjutant General upon requisition, which 
may be sent direct Every score shot, to be considered and computed in ar- 
ranging flassifiration, miif-t be recorded nn a srore shoet phin.? full name and 
rank of officer or tnlisted mnn nr.d riafn on which score was made, munL be re- 
tained by the commanding oriuer until the close of the Riile Practice season, 
and must be entered In a blotter or scratch record book to be provided by the 
commanding officer. In the blotter or scratch book must be entered every 
shot fired over the rnnpre hy members of company, giving name, distance shot 
and date of practice. At the close of ihe season the qualifying score will be 
selected from the scores made and filed during the season, and score sheets of 
the scores that make up the qualifying ecore will be forwarded to the Regl- 
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mental Inspector of Rifle Practice, and the qualifying score only will be entered 
in the Company Record Book, furnished in 1904 from the Adjutant General's 
Office. Tho Company Record Book must be pvomptly written ap at dose of 
season and submitted with other company books for inspection at camp. 

Regimental Inspectors of Rifle Practice will record on all score sheets date 
when received, and if found to be correct, enter same in Regimental RlAe 
Practice Record Book, and forward score sheets to Brigade Ordnance Officer 
for filing at Brigade HMidquarters. 

Scores shot on the 200, 300, and 500 yard ranges must be signed by a com- 
missioned or non-commissioned officer, who witnessed the score, and knew It 
to be made in accordance with existing regulations. If such score is certified 
to by a non-commissioned officer. It must be approved by an officer before 
being forwarded. 

Scores shot on the 600 yard range must be signed by an officer who witnessed 
the shooting and certifies to correctness of score. The firing at the 800 and 
l,Oi>U yard range will be conducted by an officer and in accordance with regu- 
lation governing Qualifications. Only Ink or Indelible pencil will be used in 
filling up and signing score sheets. 

The Regimental Insrectors of Rifle Practice and the commanders of troops of 
cavalry, batteries of artillery, and Naval Force of Pennsylvania, will make their 
returns to the General Inspector of lUfle l^actloe througli the regalar chann^ 
witbln thirty days after the close of the rifle practice season. Company com- 
manders mn?t forward their returns within fifteen days after the close of the 
season. These returns must also be certified to as required by the blnnk form. 

The following requiremeuis must be strictly adhered to in mukiug up re- 
turn of scores: 

First. Every officer and enlisted man who has been or is a member of the 
Company during the Rifle Practice season, whether he qualified, or practiced 
but failed to qualify, or did not practice, must be accounted for. The aggre- 
gate of each string of five shots in a qualifying score, except the skirmish 
nui, must tw given, as indicated by the blank form. Where men have prac- 
ticed and failed to hit the target, the figure naught (0) will he used. Where 
men failed to practice nothing should lie inserted in the space for score, but 
in the column of remarks it sUuuid be staled "failed to practice." 

Second. Wh«re men are transferred from one command to aaouother, or from 
Company to Headquarters, such men will only be accounted for, classified, 
and he calculated in the figure of merit in the command in which they are 
serving at the close of the season, and in column of remarks it should be 
shown Dram what command they were transferred. The names of all men 
lost by transfer during a Rlfie Practice Seasan will be reported under a separate 
heading on the Return of Scores, but will not be classified nor Included In 
making up the figure of merit, la coiumn of remarks the date of transfer 
should be given, and to what command. 

Third. Where eommissioos of officers or enlistment of men expire during 
the Rifle Practice season, ft should be noted in column of remorks, and in the 
event of an officer being re-commlS8loned, or enlisted man re-enlistine, that 
fact should also be stated. 

Annual Team Matches.

The team competitions for Brigade, Regimental and Troop trophies pre- 
sented by the State, and for the McClellan Skirmish Trophy, will be held at 
Mount Gretna, from August 7th to August 12th inclusive. Further information 
jtpi be given In future orders. 

A new team of twolv© men and three reserves to represent the State In the 
National Match to be held at Sea Girt, New Jersey, beginning August 24, 1906, 
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will b« selected by the General Inspector of Rifle Practice. The selection 
will not neceaaarilr bo confined to memTiera of teams In competition at Annual 
Team Hatches. 

Ammunition. 

For the season of 1905 the maximum fixed ammunition for target practice 
to be issued to companies of inftuitrr without chai«o will be five thonsand 

rounds, and of blank cartridges, five hundred rounds. Three thousand rounds 
of fixed ammunition will be forwarded for each company at the opening of the 
season without requisition. 

Re^jtalsitlMk for additional ammunition will be made direct on special foi;^ 
furnished from the Adjutant General's office when the three thousand rounds 
furnished at opening of season are expended, each requisition to be for one 
thousand rounds and when made it must be accompanied by the following 
certificate:

For season of 1905 the maximum of fixed ammunition for revolver target prac- 
tice to be issued without charge to batteries of artillery will be 8,000 rounds of 
.38 caliber revolver ammunition; 3,000 rounds will be forwarded at the opening 
of the season without requisition. 

To each troop of cavalry will be issued without charge 8,000 rounds of .38 
caliber revolver ammunition, and 5,000 rounds of .30 caliber carbine ammuni- 
tion; 0,000 rounds of each will be forwarded at the opening of the season 
without requisition. 

Requisition for ammuiiltl<m In addition to original issue will be made for 
lots of 1,000 rounds, the requif^ition to be »ent direct and to be accompanied 
by certificate as required in companies of infantry. 

At the opening of the season 1,000 rounds of caliber .30 ammunition, and 
500 rounds of caliber .38 ammunition (revolTer) will be furnished without re- 
quisition to Divisioo Headquarters, each Brigade Headquarters, and eaieh 
Regimental Headquarters. 

Decorations. 

Decorations will be Issued in accordance with the schedule of dassiflcation 

as follows: 

A bronze medal with bar attached (medal same as now worn), wll! be given 
for the first year's qualification^ to marksmen of all grades except tbird class- 
m«n and fourth classmen. 

For each of the three years succeeding tbe first year, bars to be attained to 
medal and bar isstied for first year, will be issued as follows: 

A bronze bar for qualification as marksman, first classman or second class- 
man. 

A silTer bar for qualification as a rharpshooter. 
A goUA bar for qualification as an expert 
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A silver keystone with oval pendant attached will bo issued for the fifth year 
Of qualificatton, and for eacli succeeding year of auallflcatlon an oval metal 
pendant trill be issued, to be attached to the keystone, showing grade of 
marksman, and to phow in tigure the year of qualification, viz: 

A gold pendant for expert, a silver pendant enamelled in red for sharp- 
shooter, in blue for tnarksman, in black for first olassman, and a bronze pen- 
dant for second classman. 

For the tenth consecutive year of qualification a decoration of f^pet ial design, 
with oval metal prndant attached, will be issued according to the classification 
of the marksman in the tenth consecutive year. For each subsequent year an 
oval metal pendant will be issued of plain metal or enamelled, according to 
score made/ and with figure indicating the year of qualification, viz: 

For an expert, a decoration of gold enamelled in white, with gold pendant 
attached. 

For sharpshooter, a decoration of gold and silver enamelled in red, with 
silver pendant enamelled in red. 

For a marksman, a decoration of gold and bronse enamelled in blue, with 
silver pendant enamelltnl in biUC. 

For a first classman, a decoration of gold and bronze enamelled in black, 
with silver pendant enamelled in black. 

For a second classman, a decoration of gold and bronze, with bronze pendant 
attached. 

In addition to the decorations named above, any officer or enlisted man who 
shall qualify as an expert will be given for the first year of such qualification a 
special decoration, consisting of a silver cross suspended from a silver bar. 
But one Issue of this decoration will be made in any case, and only for the first 

year of qualifiration as an expert. 
Decorations for qualifications with the revolver will be issued as heretofore. 

Continuity of Qualification. 

No decorations are issued to third claKsmpri. The non-issuance of decora- 
tions will, however, not interfere with continuity of qualification, but postpone 
the issue of decorations each year that the soldier qualifies as third classman. 
Example: 

"A" qualifies in IflOi' a? a marksman for the eighth consecutive year: in 1903 
as first classman and for the ninth consecutive year; in 1904 as a third class- 
man and for the tenth consecutive year. Had he qualified in 1904 higher than 
third classman he would have received decorations for tenth year. He receives 
no decoration as third classman. If he qualifies in 1906 better than third 
classman he will then receive a ten-year decoration.

Construction of Cavalry Drill Regulations. 

Construction of Cavalry Drill Regulations.— Paragraph 12. This paragraph 
does not specifically require the pieces to he brought to the order when the men 

execute, 1. IN PLACE; 2. HALT; but in view of tlie fact that the Infantry 
Drill Regulations (1904) will probably nUimately be marie to apply to cavalry 
drill (dismounted) with the new rifle, the analogy of paragraph 54 (10th), In- 
fantry Drill RHEulations, should be followed In this movement, and the pieces 
be brought to order arms. 

Paragraph 123. As the inspector approaches the right of the squad, the 
entire squad should execute inspection pistol. 

Paragraph 375. When the trooper is dismounted, the carbine should never 
be in the scabbard, on account of the liability of the horse pulling away or 
rolling. 

The paragraph ts construed to mean that when dismounted the trooper 
should never bnve his carbine in the scabbard except at the preparatory com^ 
mand for mounting. 

Paragraph 882. The 'Yeady" rtferred to In this paragraph is th« position 
described in paragraph 92, when the trooper is dismoonted, and not the "ready" 
described in paragraph 379. 

Paragraphs prescribing posts of the group leaders in extended order cavalry 
drill, mounted. 

WhUe allowing great laUtude to the ne<»e6ary movements of tiie squad 
leader, the Cavalry Drill Regulations contemplate different normal positions for 

the squad leader when (1) the squad is acting alone, and (2) when it is acting 
In conjunction with other squads under a platoon or troop commander. 

1. When acting alone. — The squad leader in leading his squad into position 
or when about to give commands to that effect is (paragraphs 412, 494, 500) 
two yards In firont of the guide, but (paragraph 496) he may merely announce 
the guide and Indicate the point of direction if he does not dcslvo (he squad 
to follow him. In deployments the squad leader (the instructor) superintends 
the deployment from the rear (paragraph 501), and when halted takes post 
'two yards In rear of the center. 

2. When the squad is acting with other squads of a platoon or troop. — Ex- 
cept when deployed as slcirmlshers, the group leaders (paragraph f'''V) take 
poet as in close order, hut may take such position as will beat enable iliem to 
direct their groups. Upon deployment of the squad, each leader (paragraph 
667) takes his place in line of skirmishers. The Cavalry Drill Regulations con- 
template that even when (2) acting in conjunction with other squads, the 
squad leader shall take the positions described in (1) whenever his squad 
becomes so isolated from control of higher authority as to be practically acting 
al<me and thertfore requiring leadership. 

Paragraphs 612 and 19. The rally dismounted should be executed as pre- 
scribed in paragraidx 612, modified by paragraph 19, except that being armed

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with the carbine (with no bayonet) the troot>«r8 should come to the "rejuly ' 
after rallying on their leader. (See paragraph 165, Infantry Drill Regulations.) 
Paragraphs 670 and 671. The squad leaders should salute the first sergeant. 

The first sergeant floes not return the salnteH. 

Paragraph 599. The chiefs of platoon go to the flank to dresB iheir respec- 
tive platoons only when considered necessary; ordinarily they command "front" 
from their posts In firont of their platoons, as soon as the latter appear dressed. 

Paragraph 629 Tlio chief of the base platoon should dress his platoon 
toward the point of rest. 

Paragraph ti87. The provisions of this paragraph are intended to be fol- 
lowed whether the rli^t or left be In front. 

Paragrsph 6S9. The re-formation of d^loyed units is '*in. line" at the com- 
mand, 1, Assemble; 2, MARCH, and the fcrmntinn in column of fours is only 
executed at the coinmarul. 1, In rnhimn of fours: 2. Assemble; 3, MARCH. 

Paragraph 770. Thvi uquadruu being in line u£ plaiuou columns, to close 
in mass withotit gaining ground to the front, the major would eommand: 1, 
Fours right (or left). 2, MARCH. 1, Close column. 2, MARCH. When 
closed to nino yards digtarice the major wheels the squadron by fours to the 
left (or rlghl) into line of platoon columns at close Intervals. 

Paragraph 706. The movement described tn this paragraph, with the 
squadron in mass should never he initiated by an interior troop except In case 
of emergency; and b*y flank troops, the deployment of skirmishers should be so 
ordered a.s to oljlique away from the squadron; 1. As sKirniiHher?. 2. On first 
troop. 3. Guide left. 4. MARCH, or 1. As skirmishers. 2. On fourth troop. 
3. Guide right 4. MARCH. 

Paragraph 800. Being in double columns of fours with normal interval 
(parai^raph 773). execution of the command 1. Line of platoons or squads. 
2. MARCH, will leave an interval between the leading (base) platoons (or 
squads) of but eight yards; but on subsequent announcement of the guide by 
the major, this interval should be gradually corrected to the normal interval 
between groups of platoons or squads. Attention is invited to paragraph 773. 
last paragraph, which gives the major authority to extend or reduce the interval 
in double column, before the deployment. 

Paragraph 802. The squadron should he formed in its normal order, or In 
such formation as the major may direct. 

Paragraph 833. When acting alone the squad, platoon, or tronp commander 
(Instructor) cautions: By rushes for by creeping) as directed in paragraph 530. 
He then adds 1. Forward. 2. RUSH, or 1. Forward. 2. CREEP. If the 
sviad, platoon, or troop is acting in connection with like organizations. Its 
commander prefixes to the command Forward, etc., the designation of the 
squad, platoon, or troop. «iieh as "Fir.st Sqtiad," "Third Troop," etc. 

The word MARCH is not used, as it is intended that the movement begin at 
the instant of the delivery of the volley by adjoining units. 

In. fourth paragraph, third line, the word forward should have been printed 
in italics, not In small caps. The command "3. RU^^H" is the command of 
execution, given at the in.stant of delivery of the first volley. 

Page 407, piate 130. That part of the plate showing the position of the 
regimental staff is wrong; the position as prescribed in the text (paragraph 
1044) is correct. There being no longer any "r< gimental non-commissioned 
officers," reference to them in paragraph 1044 should be omitted.- (Decision of 
the Chief of Staff, April 14, 1905.)

tnilitia of your State as you may recommend for admission to the army ser- 
vice schools for the coming iarui, under the provisions of section l(i of the 
Militia Act of January 21, 1903. 

The acboola to which it will be practicable to admit officers of the militia 
this year are: 

The Army Medical School, Washington. 

The Infantry and Cavalry School, Fort Leavenworth, Kaosaa. 

The Artillery School, Fort Monroe, Virgmia. 

And Garrison schocds at the postB designated in War Department Circular, 

No. 26. June 28, 1904. 

The regulations prescribed by the President to govern the admission of 
militia officers as published in War Department General Orders, No. 115, of last 
year will soon be republished with some minor modifications for the informa- 
tion of all concerned. The requirements in the present regulations as to 
eligibility for admission are retained. These requirements are that the appli- 
cant shall have been a member of the organized militia for at least one year; 
that he shall be between the ages of twenty-one and thirty-flve years (except 
for admission to the Army Medical School), and a citizen of the United States; 
and that he shall furnish his affidavit covering these points and a certificate 
from the colonel of his regiment or other person or persons that he is of good 
moral character, etc. 

Early action is necessary as it is essential that all the preliminary require- 
ments be met and the eli^ble applieants be prepared to enter the schools at the 
commencement of the courses o£ insu uctioti in order that they may be entitled 
to the allowances, etc., provided by iaw for those who complete the full course.

The selection of the several locations is hereby approved. 

IL The date of tour of duty of Naval Force ot Pennsylvania will be fixed 
by the Commanding Officer thereof, subject to approval by the Oommander-tn- 
Chief. 

III. Ttu^ Annual InspccUou provided by law will occur during the BriE^ar]p 
Eucampmciita, and wiil be made by the inspector General s Department, under 
the immediate supervision of the Inspector General. The Inspector General 
will arrange for the proper Inspection of the Naval Force. 

IV. The muster for pay will be under the supervision of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral, who will make the necessary details for the purpose from the Staff of the 
Commander-in-Chief. « 

V. Tbe commissioned and non-commissioned officers of the Staff of the Gom- 
mander-in-Chief will report for duty on such dates, and at such places as may 
be directed by the Adjutant General. 

VI. No enlistments except re-enlistments will be made within the thirty 
days prior to the close of the respective Brigade Encampments, and in the 
Naval Force within thirty days fr( ni the close of the tour of duty. 

It is required by law that the origin::! i tili^iment paper In case of enlistment 
or re-enlistment must be forwarded to tbe Adjutant General's Office, the dupli- 
cate copy to be retained and filed with company records. Enlistment papers 
must be forwarded at the close of the month in which enlistment is made, 
except In the mon<h in which the Annual Encampment OCCUrs, when th^ must 
be forwarded before the opening of the Encampment. 

Commanding officers at Headquarters through which enlistment or re- 
enllstment papers are forwarded, will carefully examine same, and asaure them- 
velTfis t|||»t 9nch papers are complete in all respects Itetore (onrardlng. 1^9 
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person will be allowed to serve as a member of any organization unless enlist- 
ment or re-enlistment papers have been executed and filed in Adjutant Gen- 
eral's Office. 

When enlistments expire aiid the soldier re-enlists, such re-enttstment must 
ncnir within thirty days, to entitle the soldier to credit for continuous service 

and service pay. 

VII. Camp equipage will be forwarded to the respective Brigade Quarter- 
masters at the location of the Encampment, and they are charged with the 
duty of distributing same, taking receipts therefor, and giving receipt for 
such camp equipage as may be properly turned over to them at the close of 
the Encampment. They will make report through channels, reporting any 
shortage and naming organization. 

VIII. The reeiiective Brigade Quartermaster, under the direction of the 
Brigade Commander, will make all contrarts for fuel, forage and ice, after 
proper competitive bids have been received, all stores to be delivered freight 
prepaid at location of encampment. Contracts will be made in duplicate and 
both forwarded to the Quartermaster General for action thereon, and if ap- 
proved, one copy will be returnecr and one forwarded to Adjutant General. 

IX. Brig^adp rommissaries will, under the direction of the respective Brigade 
Commanders, make contracts for subsistence, adhering to the ration table of 
the U. S. Army with such minor changes as the season and oonditions warrant 
or permit 

The issue of rations mn^t hp full and adequate, and no expenditure of money 
from the Annual Allowance Account tor additional subsistence stores, except 
in case of advance details, will be approved. 

Contracts for subsistence stores, after proper competitiTS bids have been re- 
ceived, will be made in duplloats and both copies forwarded to tlie Commis- 
sary General for action thereon, and if approved, one copy will be returned 
and one copy forwarded to Adjutant General's Office. Contracts will provide 
that subsistence stores be delivered freight prepaid at location of encampment. 

X. The Surgeon General will supervise and determine the issue of the 
proper medirai storp?. Rpgimrntal medical chests, containing proper supply* 

will be forwarded with camp equipa.go. 

XI. Transporiation requests to be used in irausporLatiou of troops, will be 
issued from Adjutant General's Office as follows: 

From Adjutant General's Oflncp for Opneral Hpadquarters. 

To Division Headquarters for Division Headquarters only. 

To Brigade Headquarters for use of Brigade Headquarters and troops of 
cavalry and batteries of artillery attached to Brigade. 

To R^tmental Head«iuarters for use of regiment, including Hospital Corps 
attached thereto, and al?o Regimental Band. 

Transportation will not in an.v case be luniished to civilians, except civilian 
cooks, in cases where cooks are not regularly enlisted, and to servants when 
authorised. 

The requirements of the form on which transportation is to be procured, 
muBt he carefully studied and strictly complie<l with. 
Attention is especially directed to the following requirements of the form: 

a. Requests can not be used except in one direction, and not for round trip. 

b. A separate request will be required for each line of railway over which 
the command (ravelp, and must not read from a point on one line of railway 
to a point on another. 

c. Enlisted men are not authorized to sign receipt on transportation request. 
When enlisted men are traneported unaccompanied by a commissioned officer, 
the officer issuing the transportation request must fill out the request com- 
pletely, sign the receipt thereon, fill out and sign statement on back thereof,

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and as far as possible give namM of hmhi transported, and it tnm different 
commands, state command. 

d. When oflBcers or men of one command are transported on reqtiest issued 
by officer of a dillereut command, names of sucb must be written on back of 
request 

e. In cases where several organizations are included in the same request, the 
number of officers and men of each organization will be stated, as indicated 
on th^ back of the request This Statement must asree with number filled 
in on the face of request. 

f. When companies have the complement of cooks enlisted (2), civilian 
cooks must not be furnished transportation, and not more than two cooks 
per company be transported in any instance. Names of civilian cooks must be 
given. 

g. When servants or hostlers travel with horses they must be furnished 
with transportation requests properly filled out and signed, but such r^uests 
will not include horses, company ba^age or camp equipage, for which Bills 

of Lading must be used. 

Officers leaving camp on leave, ur enlisted men on furlough, when such leave 
of absence or furlough expires and requires return to camp, will not be entitled 
to transportation either leaving camp or returning thereto. When the leave 
of absence or furlough extends to a date beyond the close of the camp, trans- 
portation may be issued for the officer or enlisted man to return to his home 
station by most direct route. 

The transportation account will be audited In Adjutant General's Office by 
comparison with Mtister and Pay Rolls and Inspection Rolls, and where it is 
shown that requests have been improperly u«ed, the amount of same will be 
charged to Annual Allowance Account ol the organization. 

Commanding officers should Iceep a record of all requests issued by them, 
filling up the stub In each ease, showing to whom issued, between what points, 
and for what number. The book containing stubs and unused requests to be 
returned to Adjutant General's Office immediately after the close of encamp-* 
ment. 

Xlt. Bills of Lading, made out in duplicate, must be used in shipping horses, 
ambulances, armament and equipment of batteries of artillery, equipment of 

troops of cavalry, headquarters baggage and company baggage, and in the use 
of Bills of Lading, the following instructions must be observed: 

a. When headquarters or couipauy baggage is shipped, it will be distinctly 
stated and described on Bill of Lading, and must not be united wlih or in- 
eluded in shipments of another Character. 

b. No shipment of horses, or stores of any character, will be made except 
on iiills of L.adlng, and railroad companies are not authorized to accept ship- 
ment of horses or stores, the freight charges for which are to be paid by the 
State, unless Bills of Lading are furnished In duplicate. 

c. The original and duplicate Hifl of Lading will Vie filled out, stating clearly 
(he character of shipment mad(\ Tiien signed by the shipper, then signed by 
the agent of ihe raiiruad company j-eceiving the shipment; the original re- 
tained by the railroad company; the shipper to retain the duplicate. At des- 
tination, which will be the location of the Brigade Encampment, the shipper, 
or the peri=ion to whom the shipment is made, if it be other than the shipper, 
will fill out and sign the receipt on the Bill of Lading; this will be retained by 
the railroad company; the receipt on the duplicate will be filled out and signed 
and this forwarded to the Adjutant General at Harrlsburg. The same instrue- 
tions as to preparation, signing and receipting, and forwarding of duplicate to 
AdjutarU Heneral, will apply for return movement. No bills for freight 
charges will be paid at Adjutant General's Office, unless the duplicate Bills 
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of Lading are filed in Adjutant General's Office, and ofRccrs making or di- 
recting shipments un Bills of Lading will save correspondence and trouble by 
careful attention to this requirement. 

d. In sblpment of borsea, arrangementB must .be made to assemble tbem as 
far as possible and practicable, at one point, and ship in carload lots (about IS 
horses to a car). Shipment of horses In lots less than carload are charged at 
carload rates, and shipment of single horses, as has been the case in the past 
in a few instances, will not be authorized or approved, and when this is done, 
or when it is shown that the instructions as to assembling horses for ship- 
ment have been disregarded, the excp?s freight charges for such shipment will 
be charged to the Annual Allowance Account, or to the ofticer. 

e. Carriages or vehicles must not be shipped at the expense of the State. 
Instances haVe occurred in the past where Tehieles for private use have been 
transported on cais with ambulance. This is prohibited unless the freight 
charges are paid by the Rhipper. 

£. Extra charges for Palace Horse Cars must be paid by the officer or organi- 
saticm to whom they are furnished. Sudi cars are not funitshed by the State, 
but must be obtained direct from the company or owners. 

F?lank forms Bills of Lading vriW be transmitted direct without requisition 
from Adjutant (leneral's Office, lo the Commaudiug officers at tlic various head- 
quarters, and to Commanding Olticers of troops of cavalry and batteries of 
artillery. 

XIII. Personal and company baggage and general camp impedim^ta will 
be kept at the minimum. Only such articles as are absolutely necessary should 

be taken to camp. 

Xiy. Requisitions for Ordnance or Quartermaster st<Mres, or for stationery 
or blank forms needed before or during camp, mus* be made promptly and 
must reach Adjutant General's Office before July 1, 1906, to insure their being 

filled. 

Shipments of stores will not be made from State Arsenal between July 5th 
and July 22d. 

XV. No hills for supplies or stores of any character, or for any purpose 
whatsoever, other than those regularly permitted and necessary for the proper 
administration of the Quartermaster's, CommiBsary or Medical Department, will 
be contracted on account of toe encunpment, and to be paid through the office 
of the Adjutant Graeral, unless authorised by Brigade Commanders, Quarter- 
master General, Commissary General, or Surgeon General.

In view of the recent change in the Infantry Drill Regulations, and in order 
to afford every opportunity for thp thorough instruction of the National Guard 
In the fundamental priucipie» of the soldier, which is most essential, the re- 
quirements, as to drills for Infartry at Inspection, will not exceed the Schools 
of the Soldier and Squad. 

The infantry of the First Brigade will ho inppertcd on Thursday, July 13th, 
1906, by companies, in their respective streets. The first regiment at nine (9) 
o'clock A. M., followed by the other regiments, at intervals of two hoars, in the 
order designated by the Brigade Commander. The Infantry of the Third 
Brigade will be inspected on Friday, July 14th, 1905, in the same manner as . 
the First Brigade, and, in like manner, the infantry of the Second Brigade will 
be inspected on Thursday, July :^Oth, 1905. 

Field, Staff ana non-commissioned staff officers, hospital corps, bands and 
field music will be inspected in front of their respective regimental headquar- 
ters, prior to the inspeetion of the regiment. 

Guard Duty (excluding Guard Mounting) will be inspected by Major William 
P. Clarke, inspector Third Brigade. This inspection will not be limited to 
any particular time, but may be made at any hour, and as often as the inspector 
deems necessary. 

The inspection of Books and Papers will bo under the supervision of the 
Judge Advocate General, and will be made on the same dates as designated for 
the inspection of the commands. 

The artillery of the Third Brigade will be inspected on Friday, July 14fh, 1906, 
and that of the Second Brigade on Thursday, July 2ftth, IOOf;. The inspection 
will be under the supervision of the Chief of Ordnance, who will advise battery 
commanders as lo the hour for reporting their lespecttve commands, also " 
arrange schedule of drills that will be required. 

The cavalry will be inspected by Lieut, Colonel John P. Penney, Divi.sion In- 
spector. The three troops of the First Brigade will be inspected on Thursday. 
July 13th, 1905, by troop, the nrst troop reporting at 9 o'clock A. M., followed 
by the other troops, in the order of rank of commanders, at Intervals of two 
hours. The troop of the Third Brigade will report for inspection on Friday, 
July 14th, 1?nFi. at 9 o'elork A. M., and the two troops of the Second Brigade 
on Thursday, July 20th, 1905, at 9 and 11 o'clock, respectively, according to 
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rank of commaoders,— senior first. Tliis iupection will indttde clothing, 
arms. acooutr^enAa, horse OQUipments, Troop DrtU and Extended ^rder. 

Rating will bo mado upon discipline. The condition of camps will be made 
a subject of rating; and will be a factor in the rating upon discipline, as will 
al8u the (lelrainiug and entraining of truupa. Brigade Quartermastera will 

make report to the Inspector General upon the eflleiency of troops, in their 
respective brigades* in detrr'ning and entraining, and in the maliiDg and 
breaking of pamps, also as (o the eonditinn of camps during the entire tour» ES 
w«ll as the condition of camp grounds after the breal<ing of ca^ps. 

MajcH- Charles H. Worman, Inspector* First Brigade, wiH accompany the 
Third Brigade upon any practice marches or manoeuvres that may be con- 
ducted and will report fully thereon. 

Brigade Surgeons will report to the Inspector General, through the Office 
of the Surgeon General, upon the sanitary condition of camps, covering the 
mitire period of the encampment 

Reports will be forwarded to the Inspector General aa soon after the dose 
of the encampment as practicable. 

II. Hospital Corps. — it is not the custom for detachments of the Hospital 
Corps to turn out for ordinary parades; if ordered to turn out by the Regimen- 
tal or Brigade Commander, their position should be prescribed by him, there 
being no fixed position for them in line.

The Annual Rifle, Revolver and Carbine Competitions for 10"" will i)e held 
upon the State Rifle Range at Mt. Gretna, Pennsylvania, begiuumg August 7, 
under the direction of the General Inspector of Rifle Practice. 

Each regiment of infantry, the battalion of State Naval Militia, and each 
troop of cavalry shall be entitled to one team of four men and one reserve. 

Teams to be selected and detailed by the Commanding Officers of the respec- 
tive organizations. One commissioned officer will be allowed to shoot on each 
team. 
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Only the fegulatton U. & Magadne Rifle or CUblne, calibre .30. and the Regu- 
lation U, Sf Army Colt, or Smith & Weasou Rewlver, calibre .38, can be used. 

The range will be open and ready for practice on Monday. August 7, at 8:00 
O'clock A. M. Arrangements have been made with the Cornwall aud I.^banon 
Railroad Company to run special trains to lit. Gretna, on Sunday. Attgnat 6. 
1906, as fc^ows: 

Leave Lebanon 10: 2S A. M. Tbl.s train will connect with trains from Allen- 
town, Pottsville and Philadelphia, Fa. 

Leave Conewago 3:53 P. M., after arrival of train on PennKylvania Railroad 
leaTlng Harrlsburg at 8:80 P. M.. and which connects with trains from the west 
as far as Pittsburg, and from the north as far as Williamsport. From points on 
Poinsylvania Railroad east of Conewago take train leaving Broad Street

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Arm: Regulation U. S. Magazine Rifle (caliljie .30). 
Ammunition will be issued at tlie finng point. 
Bach team will be in charge of a Team Captain. 

The Prize: Silver cup, to become the property of the organization first Win- 
ning it tliree times and a medal to each member of the winning team. 

Rapid Fire Match. 

Teams to consist of five men from each regiment and from the Cavalry Squad- 
ron, all of whom must be certified by the Regimental inspector of Rifle Prac- 
tice as being members of the National Guard of Pennsylvania, and in continu- 
ous service from the 1st day of May, 1906. 

Distances: 200 and 500 yards, ten shots at each distance. 

Target: "P" at both ranges. 

The magazine is filled, one cartridge loaded therefrom, and the piece held in 
position "ready." At a signal given at the firing point, the target appears, re- 
mains in sight twenty seconds at 200 yards and thirty seconds at 600 yards. 

then disappears. No sighting shots will bo permitted. The competitor at- 
temps to fire five shots, emptying the magazine and firing at will, without com- 
mand, from the instant any portions of the target appears until it has com- 
pletdy disappeared. Each unfired cartridge eoants as a miss. In case of a 
defective cartridge or disabled piece the practice is repeated. 

Time is regulated at the target, the .signal at tlie firing point being given as 
a warning to the non-commissioned officer, or person, in the pit in charge of 
the target that all Is ready at the firing point for the target to appear. 

In rapid fire, with rifie or carbine, at the disappearing target, the non-com- 
missioned officer or person in charge of the target, at the signal from the 
firing point, commands "Ready." As soon as all is in readiness to run up 
the target, he commands 'Up." Exactly twenty seconds after the target is in 
position he commands *'Down," having preceded this command two or three 
seconds by the warning command "Ready." The target must be exposed and 
withdrawn as quickly as possible. 

The number and value of the hits are signaled with the usual disks in the 
usual manner aftw the score has been fired, the number of misses being care- 
fully indicated by the fiag as a check on the accuracy of the number of hits 
signaled. 

The prize is a beautiful trophy presented by l^t. Col. Daniel B. Shepp, A. D. C, 
Staff of Commander-in-Chief, to go to the team first winning it three times. 
Medals to go to each member of the winning team. 

^ . Infantry Skirmish Match. 

Teams to consist of five men from each regiment, all of whom must be cer- 
tified by the Regimental Inspectors of Rifle Practice as being members of the 
National Guard of Pennsylyania, and in continuous service from the 1st day of 

May, 1905. 

Distance: Six halts, advancing from 600 to 200 yards, two shots to he fired 
at GOO, two shots at SOO, three shots at 400, three shots at 850, at each distance 
the piece being used as a single loader, and 5 shots at 300 and 5 shots at 200 
yards, each of which 5 shots are fired from the magazine. The time limit is 
thirty seconds at each halt, the interval to be taken from the last note of "Com- 
mence Firing" to the last note of "Cease Firing," with the exception of 200 
yard halt, where the interval will be twenty seconds. 

The teams are formed in lire opposite the targets at a distance exceeding 
600 yards; twenty rounds of ammunition per man are issued; magazines are 
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filled and cut off, and, in accordance witb Infantry Drill ResnlatlonB, the line 

Is advanffd In quick time to the GOO-yard firing lino. Here the line is halted 
and each skirmisher, without further coiuniand, takes one of the authorl2ed 
positions anil at the preparatory command for liriag loads bis piece from the 
belt 

The commands for firing are: 1. Fire two rounds, 2. At 600 yards, 3. At the 
targets, 4. COMMENCE FIRING. After the command of execution, the firing 
opens at will and each siiirmisber fires two rounds within the time limit of 
thirty seconds, the piece being used as a single loader. At the ezj^lraUom of 
time limit the command "Cease Firing" will be given. 

The firing having ceased, the advance is resumed and continued to the HOO- 
yard firing line, where two rounds are fired in the same manner as at 600 yards; 
the advance then continues to the 400 and 350 yard firinp lines, at each of 
which three rounds are similarly flred, and then to 800 and 200 yards, at each of 
which five rounds are fired from the magazine. The time limit at 200 yards, 
it should be note(!, is twenty Instead of thirty RPcnnds, aa at the other halts. 
Commands, in all cases, conform to the Infantry Drill Regulations. 

The advance between 600 and 200 yards will be, between any two successive 
halts, the first hsJf at quick and the second at double time; and it is onjolned 
upon the range officer to see that the double time is maintained as nearly as 
possible according to the Infantry Drill Regulations, i. e., length of step i6 
inches, and cadence ISO steps per minute. The firing is completed at 200 yards. 

Pieces will noC be loaded during the advance, but only at the preparatory 
command for firing after a halt 

The time limit extends from the la^t note of "Commence Fidng" to the last 
note of "Cease Firing." The Range Officer will see that the signals are pro- 
perly sounded, not permitting ihe last note of "Cease Firing ' to be unduly 
prolonged. For each shot fired by the competitor before the commencement 
or after the close of the time limit, or for each shot flred in excess Of the number 
ordered for the halt, five points will be deducted from his score. Five points 
will also be deducted for a failure to fire the number prescribed for a halt. A 
defective cartridge may be replaced by a file closer, but must be turned in 
before the advance is resumed. The substituted cartridge must be fired, if at 
all, at the halt where the misfire orcurrcd and hofore "Cease Firing" shall have 
been f^onndf^d A piece disabled through no fault of the flrer entitles the latter 
to another ruu. 

Competitors will not be permitted to advance nearer than 200 yards from the 

targets. 

In this class of fire, the muazle of the rifle must be pointed toward the targets 
when marching or at the halts. 

In skirmish competitions, where teams run as teams, the team captain will 
direct the firing of the team under the supervision of a range officer. The 
ag:gregate value of all Shots in all the figures of the groups will be the team's 
total for the run. 

The prize is a silver cup, to become the property of the organization first 
winning It three times. A medal will be given to each member of the winning 
team. 

Brigade Match. 

Teams to consist of twelve men and three reserves, who shall be selected by 
the Brigade Ordnance Officer as Acting Inspects of Rifle Practice, from the men 
who have reported as members of the Regimental and Cavalry Teams.

Rules and ReguIaUona. 

1. During the progress of a match or comi^titlon, no one except the officers 

on duty at the range, the competitors and scorekeepers, will be permitted 
within the ropes without special permission of the officer in charge. 

2. The squads of competitors will be stationed five yards in rear of firing 
point, where each competitor must r^midn until called by the scorelceeper or 
range officer to take his position at the firing point and until he has competed 
his score. 

3. All expression on the part of the eonipet!*<n- i f approbation or disappoint- 
ment, with reference to any scoreis made by himself or others, must not be , 
Uttered loud enough to be heard at the firing point. 

4. Fitotests and objections must not be directly submitted to the officer in 
charge, but to one of the range officers. In case a competitor considers the 
decision of the latter unwarranted by the facts as presented, he may appeal to 
the executive officer. 

5. Hits m the dlfterent divisions of the targets and ricochets will be signaled 
and rec 01 ded as prescribed in the Small Arms Firing Regulations. Bicocheta 
count as hits. 

6. The exact location of all bullet holes will be marked by a spotter, which 
will be shown on the target. 

7. All shots lire<l by the competitor after he has taken his place at the firing 

point, and it is his turn to fire — the target being ready — will be considered in 
his score, even if his piece is not directed toward the target, or is accidentally 
discharged. 

8. Shots fired upon the wrong target will be entered upon the score of the 

man firing a^ a miss. 

9. In slow fire, if two shots strike a target at the same time, or nearly the 
same time, both will be signaled, and if a shot was just fired from the firing 
point assigned to that target, the hit having the hlgh^ of the two values slg- 
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naled will be entered in the competitor's score, and no record made of tlie 

other hit. 

10. The scorekecpers will be seated close to and in the rear of the firing 
point stakeSp and wiU, as each shot la algnaled, anooanoe ttb a andlhle tone the 

name of the competitor, the value of the shot, and number on score card, 
marking same on the blackboard and competitor's card. At the conclusion of 
the score of each competitor the scorekeeper will repeat his name and total 
8oore» and request the ran^ officer on duty at that target to yerify the black- 
board and score card. (No scores will be allowed unless recorded on a black- 
board by the scorer as shot). 

11. rompcl.lors iiuisl [lay attention to the score as announced and recorded, 
so that any error may be promrtly investigated. The recorded value of any 
Shot will not be changed after the following shot has been fired, unless some 
special message with reference to. it is received from one of the range officers in 
the target pit. 

12. Any alteration of a scoring card must be witnessed by the officer in charge 
of the firing point and indorsed with his initials. 

13. The trigger pull must always be at least 8 pounds, and will be tested 
(holding the barrel yertically)' by a range officer, before firing, each day and at 

each range. 

14. Competitors will submit their arms for further inspection whenever re- 
quired. 

16. No person who is either a principal or alternate in the team of any 

Regiment or Troop shall be eligible to serve either as a principle or alternate 
in the team of any other Regiment or Troop at the next yearly eompetition for 
the several State Trophies. 

16. The ammunition used will be the service cartridge for the arm, as manu- 
factured and issued by the Ordnance Department Any competitor having any 
ammunition in his belt or about his person when he takes his place at the 
firing stand, other than that authorized, will be immediately disbarred, and hia 
score will not coutt for record. 

17. Competitors will wear the serviee uniform, with, or without blouse, and 
with the belt. Sheds or shelters for the flrer will not be permitted at the 
firing point at any range. Competitors must Ije present at the firing points 
punctually at the iimc, or in order atated on their score cards; no application 
on the part of a competitor tor any alteration in his assignment will be en- 
tertained, except that team captains may change the order of firing of the 
members of their teams, if they so desire. 

18» In competitions or matches embracing more than one distance, the firing 
will bo commouced at tho shortest distance, and be followed in order by each 
of the loDger distances, the firing at the longest range being held last 

19. In slow fire the competitors will place themselves at the firing point by 
twos and will fire alternately, the odd number of each pair being on the right 
and firing first. 

20. In slow fire, if, just as the shot is fired, the target is withdrawn from 
the firing position, the scorer at that firing point will at onee report the fact 
to one of the range officers, who, if upon investigation is satisfied that the case 

is as represented, %v[1I direct that the shot fired be not considered and that 
the competitor lire anotlier shot. 

21. In slow fire, competitors will not be hurried in their firing, but such 
slight delay permitted after each shot as they may desire; provided the time of 
firing the total score with rifie and carbine does not exceed ui average of one 
minute per shot for ranges of 000 yards and less, and of two minutes per shot 
for ranges above 600 yards, no time credit being allowed. 
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22. If an accident to a target, or any other cause over which the competitor 
has no control, prevents him from compleliiiff his score within a roasonable in- 
terval, be will be permitted such additional time as a range officer may decide. 
The executive officer Bfaall have power to extend the time In hia deseretion. 

23. No two competitors shall shoot in any competition vlth the same rifle; 
nor shall a competitor change his rifle during any competition, unless his 
first rifle has beeome tinscrvlccablo through an accident, which must be verified 
by a range officer. Wiifui or intentional violation of this regulation will war- 
rant the officer in charge, in his discretlott, excluding the off^d^ from fur- 
th» competition. 

24. Pieces can only Lo cleaned upon tlic completion of a score. In compe- 
titions at more than one difitauce cleaning will be permitted between dis- 
tances. 

25. No coaching or communication of any kind with men at the firing point 
will be permitted except by the ter.m captain, and then only for the sole pur- 
pose of preventing infractions of tlie eonditiuns of tl>e match. 

26. lu team matches, at least three yards in rear of each hring point, there 
win be permitted one team captain, one coach, and one spotter, who may ob- 
serve the firings of the members of their team and check the value of each shot 
as called by the scorer. The captain, coach and spotter sball not be pennitted 
to shield a competitor from the wind, throw a shade upon bis sight, or aid him 
in any other way. 

27. In skirmish competitions by teams, the teams will run under the com- 
mand of the team captain, who may coach his men on the run. One or more 
range officers will accompany each team to see that the conditiona of the 

match are not violated. 

28. No arms slkaU be loaded except at the firlug point, the muzzle of the 
rifle, pistol, or revolver being kept in the direction of the target till the arm Is 

either discharged or unloaded. 

29. Points not covered by the above Rules will be governed by General 
Orders No. 41, War Department, current series. 

80. Ciompetitors and all otliers connected with the competitions must make 
themselves acquainted with the foregoing regulations as well as with the con- 
ditions of eonipetifive firinp: in v/hich they may be participating, as the plea 
of ignorance of either of them will not be entertained. 

National Matches. 

(The following regulations and Information is published for the guidance of 

all concerned.) 

The National Match between the selected teams from the U. S. Army, U. S. 
Navy, U. S. Marine Corps and the National Ouard of the several States, T^l- 
torles and District of Colambia» will take place at Sea Girt, N. X, and will be 

under the direction of officers detailed by the War Department. The Matches 

will occur on August 2C, 2!$ and 29. 
Conditions: Open to teams of twelve men from the following: 

(a) The Army of the United States, two,— one cavalry and one Infantry. 

(b) The United States Navy, one.

General Orders, 

No. 19. 

I. Provision has been madp for issue to the National Ouard of Pfnnsylyania 
of the new woven cartridge bell, caliber .SU, U. S. Army pattern, with pockets 
and suspenders. 

The suspenders are intended for adjustment to tbe size of the soldier by 

whom the belt is worn, and should be adjusted so that the belt will be carried 
at thfi waist. The suspenders should be assembled as shown in the cut.s h?re- 
with, and hoolied Into the proper eyelets in the upper edge of the belt. The 
adjustment to the soldier is accomplished by use of the movable slides. 

The canteen and haversack will be carried with this belt and attached thereto, 
in the following manner: 

Two hooks are furnished with each belt. Place the smaller curve of the 
hoolc iu the "D" ring of the haversack, close it tightly by a blow of a ham- 
mer, or by use of tweezers; then engage the larger curve of the hook in the 
eyelets in the lower edge of the belt. The two hooks In the two "D" rings of the 
haversack sliould \:o clopod tifrhtly and must remain on the haversack even if 
the haversack should at any time be carried by ili ■ It^ather haversack strap. 

Hook the woven canteen strtp into the triangular lugs on the side cf the 
canteen, and hook the snap into an eyelet in the lower edge of belt. (See cuts 
herewith.) 

II. Thfi leather canteen strap and leather haversack strap will be retained for 
use when ihe woven cartridge belt is not worn. 

III. The new woven cartridge belt will be Issued to companies of infantry 
and troops of cavalry, on the basis of fifty-five to each organisation; these to 
be taken up on property arcntmt, hnt not rhar^ed to Annual Allowance account. 

IV. Requisition has been made upon the Ordnance department, V. S. Army, 
for a sufficient number to supply all organizations. Only a portion (5,000) of 
the requisition has been fum!shed> at this time. An effort will be made to 
complete the if^sue before camp. The first Issues Will be made to the organt-* 
sations of the first and Third Brigades. 

V. Organizations that receive the new bells in time will wear them during 
the coming Encampment 

VI. Care must be exercised in fastening the hook on the "D" ring of the hav- 
ersack, to have It so closed that it cannot escape or be lost from the **iy* ring. 
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VIL The preaent blue belt and metal plate will be retained for tue with the 
dress uniform. Commanding officers should arrange to have the same properly 
cleaned and stored tor use when needed.

Sir: In compliance with General Orders No. 36, Headquarters National Guard 
of PenosylTania^ A. G. 0., series 1904, the several organisations of the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania have been inspected and I have the honor 

to enclose herewith the reports of the variouf; inspectors, with the recommenda- 
tion that they be publislied for the information fif the Guard. 

The inspections were conducted in the manner, and by the officers announced 
in Circular No. 1, of this Department, contained in General Orders No. 1, 
A. G. 0., c. s. 

The infantry organizations are reported in fair condition, yet the inspsctors 
comment upon the fact that many commands are poorly Instructed. This is 
credited, not so much to the improper interpretation of the New Drill Regula- 
tions, as to the mode of instruction. Very many of the cheers are either 
lacking in the knowledge and personal experience necessary to the proper 
training of men for the duties of the soldier, or are culpably negligent in the 
performance of thkt duty. 

Discipline, embodying personal appearance, military bearing, punctuality, 
obedience and military courtesy, which, in the judgmenrof the Inspector Gen- 
eral, is oC great value to the soldier, as the technique of the drill, commands 
entirely too little consideration. 

Troops without disripline are not merely inefficient; they constitute a real 
danger to the interests they represent, whether State or National, in that they 
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have a form of power wiibout its substance. When called iuto service, sucli 
troops bare neither tbe energy of the mob, nor the strength and efficiency of 
intelligent purposeful orguiiizcition. 

At ollicer's schools, held in each oommnnd, the fundamf^ntal t i i: ' iples of 
the Drill Regulations, including discipline (in all its phases), should be first 
discussed and practiced, and continued until thoroughly mastered. This would 
Insure uniform and proper Instruction in each organisation and result in greater 
efficiency. The manoeuvering of larger units, and the solving of tactical prob- 
lems, could tbfn be taken up and bandied with more Interest, satisfaction and 
profit to all concerned. 

The very important subject of Guard Duty is being neglected. The rating of 
many companies being low, which is attributable largely to the fact, and is 
evident, that thf> trafniii^j of the individual soldier is being slighted. 

Improvement is reporlCHl in the Cavalry organizations. Troop F's work, in 
the School of the Soldier and Troop and Guard Duty (dismounted), is below the 
standard. The men of this Command should have been thoroughly instructed 
In the foot movements, including the handling of the carbine and saber, before 
taking np the mounted drill. The Tnsp'^rtnr Gfnoral so informed the officers 
of this troop, in an unofficial talk, and advised them against taking horses to 
the last encampment. 

Attention is Invited to the report of the Chief of Ordnance upon the Artillery. 
Battery "15" is rppnrted in very good form. The ron<litioriK of Tlnttpry "C," 
however, is not satisfactory and unless a decided improvement, along all lines, 
is shown, at the inspection to be held at the coming encampment, a recom- 
mendation for disbandment will be made. 

The Naval Force cf Pennsylvania was inspected hy the Inspector General OD 
board the U. S. b. Key.stonr State. While not up to the standard of last year, 
they gave a fairly satisfa<;tory demonstration. The Inspector General has al- 
ready reported upon the unsatisfactory location of the boat on which this 
command is quartered, which .seriously handicaps them in their work. That a 
larger and more suitable boat be furnished them, has also been made a subject 
of report. 

It is most important that this organization be inspected in naval affairs dur- 
ing the summer cruise. 
The following .suggestions and recommendations are concurred in by the 

Inspector General: 

1. That the rear sight (old model) on a rifle in Company E, 8th Regiment, be 
recalled, and one of the preeent model substituted- therefor. (Major Clarke.) 

2. That each company be furnished with a copy of the "Small Arms Firing 

Resulatioiis," now in use in the United States Army; thosp now in hand being 
returned to the Adjutant General's Office. (Major Clarke.)

To the Inspector General, N. 6. Pa., Chester* Pa.: 

Sir: Id eompllance with O. O. No. 36, s. 1904, and G. O. No. 1, Circular No. 1, 

A. G. O., Harrisburg, Pa., I began the inspection of the infantry companies 
comprising the First Brigade, N. G. Pa., on February 6, 1905, commencing with 
Co. M, 3rd Regiment Infantry. In making up the schedule I was compelled to 
exceed the limit ot time set in Q. O. No. 1, c. a., A. G. O., to-vlt: 'Muring the 
months of February, March and April," because of the fact that it is custo- 
mary lo assign each companj- to its regular drill night for inspection, and in 
compiling the schodiile it was made apparent that that cnuld not lie done 
without assigning some companies to a night other than their regular drill 
night, or extend into the month of May, which perforce was done. I am pleased 
to report that from indications officers and men have worked hard and faith- 
fully to master the intricacies of the "Revised Drill Regulations'" and good 
permanent results will eventually attain. Permit me to add, however, that 
there is a great deal yet to be learned and there should not be any let up in 
the instructions, particularly that of the individual soldier. A perfunctory 
method of inst motion upon the part of the non-fommissioned ofTleers seems 
to rule when imparting, the information so necessary for the proper develop- 
ment of the recruit. He fails tu observe as an instructor, that each motion or 
movement as described is correctly executed, and that the soldier thoroughly 
understands and is able to execute correctly every pCHTtiOD Of the paragraph 
under instruction before passing to the next. This is a requirement not lived 
np to. The non-conuiiissioued officer to make a good instructor should be 
required to drill a squad ottener than he now does, and it should be done under 
the ftye and supervision of an officer or of a competent non-commissioned 
officer. The training of the non-eomnnsRtoned officer in this particular seems 
to be neglected. There is also an apparent tendency to bunch the instruction 
in the School of ihe Soldier with that of the squad, which in my opinion is 
detrimental to a proper development of the soldier, and he/loe suporfleial in 
character, such teaching is not calculated to inculcate the principles ot the 
squad with any degree of precision m the rompnny movements. The School of 
the Soldier and School of the Squad are the foundation stones upon whieli the 
superstructure must rest, ana the wise builder will give close attention to 
perfecting the foundation before be^nning the superstructure. Therefore, the 
company ofTu er who devotes his time and zeal to instructing his comiiany in 
the rudimentary knowirdge, will accomplish better and more satisfactory re- 
sults, than he, who hastens to perform company movements after Imparting in 
a superficial and perfunctory sort of way. Us method of training the individual 
soldier and squad. Briefly and concisely put. the method of instm^on as 
developed during the inspection, will have to settle down to something more 
practical if the movements in the School of the Company and School of the Bat- 
talion as well as Regiment are to conform to first teaching. Permit me to eluci- 
date upon this point. It was made apparent during Inspection that the indi« 
vidual soldier had received very little, if any practical instruction in the School 
of the Soldier or Squad. The recitation by tlie forporal, of the knowledge he 
possessed in the two scliools, was an exposition of tipecial preparation upon his 
part for the inspection atone, and in this particular, progress of a satisfactory 
character has been made Out the knowledge of the drill regulation possessed 
by the non-ccmiimissioned officer avails naught, unless he is able to correctly 
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exemplify his teaching through the individual soldier, and T am convinced that 
very little teaching of this kind has been done. It would therefore be usL'less 
and foolish to attempt company raoveraeatts until the individual soldier as well 
as tbe Bquad baa reoelv«d thaoretfcal as well as practical training In the nidl- 
ments of the drill regulatlcms. Another serious fault to which I desire to 
direct special attention is the pernicious one that seems to prevail throughout 
the Brigade of thrusting into tho ranks men with rifles in their hands who are 
without any previous knowledge of the School of the Soldier, and these green 
rookies ana expected to cmiduct themselves like well trained soldiers. This 
method of procedure is to be deprecated and should he tabooed by orders, if it 
cannot be corrected in any other way. in the first place it is unfair to '*Mr. 
Rookie," secondly, it is very apt to mar the probable making of a good soldier, 
and adds no lustre to the company record. Salotlngr, as a matter ot tact, is not 
generally observed and its execution does not conform to paragraph 37 D. R. 
Proper attention to its execution should be given by all. Manual of Sabre 
does not conform to paragraph 524, 526, 532 D. R. Carelessness in execution is 
probably the only reason lor non-compliance with above mentioned paragraph. 
The Hutter Book in many instances did not complj with requirements ot 
paragraph 11, G. O. No. 36, s. 1904, A. G. 0., in that no financial account fa 
entered therein. The slip statement of the financial account of each com- 
pany received by me from the Adjutant General's Ofltce will be found enclosed 
In the statement of State Property of each company, and the slip will tell who 
the delinquents are who desobey.d general orders. Tbe State Property la 
generally speaking found to he in good serviceable condition and suitable pro- 
vision is apparently made for the safe keeping and care of this property. The 
1st Regiment Infantry will, upon the completion of the improvements now in 
process, provide the several companies with np to date quarters for the storage 
* and care of their company and State property. Ammunition on hand: the 
number of cartridges, hall, blank, and armory, cal. 30, will be found on the 
statement of State Property of each company. Guard Duty exhibits a decided 
slump. This important work has been neglected to a marked degree. It is 
to be regretted that closer attention Is not givenr to this very essential part 
of the soldiers training. A well trained company in the l<nowledge of the duties 
of the sentry, is of greater value than that of one well versed lu the routine 
of drill. A special report with recommendations relative to Co. B, 6th Regi- 
ment Infantry, was made after journeying to Chester, Pa., May 1st to inspect 
it. The company was found to be in a semi-demoralized condition from various 
causes, and no inspection was held except to ascertain that the prospects for its 
rehabilitation are exceedingly good, and if the recommendation is approved 
this company will I feel assured come up to expectation. As no properly pre- 
pared Inspection roll bad been made, you will find this company minus in that 
reppect. We were accompanied throughout the tour with the tried and true 
soldier and genial representative of the War Department. Drigadier General 
Chambers McKibben, and his contemplated severance from the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania and the First Brigade in particular Is cause for deep 
regret. Our esteemed Brigade Commander, General Schall, together with sev- 
eral stalT officers were frequent visitors at liie several armories, interested ob- 
servers during the inspection. The strength present and absent of each organi- 
zation is as follows:

To the Inspector General, National Guard of Fenna., Chester, Penna.: 

Sir: I have the honor to report that in compliance with Gen^^ral Orders No. 36. 
A. G. O., Series 1904, and General Orders No. 1, A. G. O., Circular No. 1, In- 
spector General's Office, I inspected the infantry companies of the Second 
Brigade, N. G. P., at their several home stations during the months oi February, 
March and April, 1906. 

I am pleased to report that there is a goncrnl improvement throughout the 
Brigade. Thi* property, arms and equipment are. with few excopiions, Ijeing 
well taken care of. While the new drill regulations were .issued but a short 
time before the date of inspection, the officers and men show a deep interest in 
the same, and by the time of the Brigade camp, they should be fairly well un- 
derstood. Tliore are Ktill several companies who fail to understand the differ- 
ence between "Squad Right," and "Squad, Right Turn," and it is important 
that they learn this difference at once. They also fall to notice the difference 
between the old movable pivot and the present one. **Squad, Right," or "Left 
Turn," is the most important paragraph in the drill regulation, embracing as 
it does the basic principle of the whole drill. Too many companies arc trying 
to retain part of the old, and appl^ at the same time the new drill, such as 
dosing up the rear rank on the pivot in "Squad Right," instead of taking the 
new drill formation. There are a number of non-commissioned officers that 
fall to give commands at the proper lime, especially ilie fourth command, see 
Far. 116 and 117. Some company and squad commanders have failed to read 
Paragraph 54, Section 9, understandiugly. 

There was a fair attendance at the inspections with the exception of one 
regiment, and they will be surprised when they see the difference between the 
figures of their general averages and those of the figures for efficiency. Com- 
pany E, 10th Regiment, of Mt. Pleasant, had three officers and 58 enlisted men 
present at inspection, and they have one .of the smallest armories in the Bri- 
gade, having a one-story frame building, 27 by 50 feet, this armory being a 
good i)lace lor a visit from the new armory board. 

These inspections have been severe on the non-commissioned ottieers, as they 
were required to show what they Imew alwut the new squad drill, doing prac- 
tically all of the drilling, which plainly eliowed whether they knew their 
duties or not. Ihe day of the pretty non-commissioned officer is passed, and 
one who is not willing to give his time to fit himself for his position will have 
to give up his chevrons or the company will suffer, as the squad leader must 
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know his duiifs. The rompanj' oommandpr who requires his officers to per- 
form their several duties each drill night, instt ad of doing them himself, is the 
commander who will present the best company for inspection. There are sev* 
eral oompany commanderB in the Brigade who do too much of the work them- 
selves, not frivincT their nnn-commissioned offlrrrs a chance to become familiar 
with thoir work, and as a r onscqnpnrp fliiriiii; insprction, when the work is re- 
quired of Ihem, ihey become coufubed and bpoil ihe iusptcliou. 

I believe the stopping of crediting as present those men on furlough to be an 
improirement, especially In this Brigade* as some companies were abusing thia 
CUsf nm. 

There are still some regimental adjutants who have failed to read the last 
inspection report concerning regimental orders* hot being the (ji upei ^izc. etc. 

I de«ire to express my appreciation of the courtesy and kindness shown me 
by the officers of the Brigade during the ianr r.f inspection.

To the Inspector Qeneral, National Guard of Pennsylvania* Chester* Pa.: 

Sir: I have the honor to report that in compliance with General Orders No. 
36* A. G. O., Series 1904* and General Orders No. 1* A. G. O., Current Series, 

I inspected the several companies of infantry compripfnff the regiments of the 
Third Brigade, N. n. P., at their several heme SLiitions within the period speci- 
fied. I was accompanied durjug these inspections by onicers of the United 
States Army who at the same time made the inspections required by the War 
Department. Major F. P. P'remont, Fifth United States Infantry, inspected 
the Eighth and Twelfth Regiments and six companies of the Fourth Resimcnf ; 
Captain R. A. Carraichael, Coast Artillery, inspected the Ninth Regimeui and 
four companies of the Fourth Regiment; the' Thirteenth Regiment was inspected 
by Captain G. F. Baltzell, Fifth United States Infantry. The Third Brigade has 
been particularly fortunate in the officens sent to it by the Commanding Officer 
of the Atlantic Division. They were if^preseutative otflcers of the regular es- 
tablishment and did iheir worlt in a thorough and conscienticus manner. I 
desire to especially refer to Major Fremont* whose wide experience and good 
judgment enabled bim to not only impress many facts upon the offlcers with 
whom he came in contact, but there is scarcely a company of those he inspected 
which has not learned something valuable from him and which has not some 
practical suggestions stored up for future use. 

While the Brigade was generally In good condition* there were some com- 
panies which show a lad: of conscicntions pttidy and effort to maintain the 
standard of the National (Juard of Pennsy 1 \ ;inia. I regret that I must again 
call attention to the lack o£ iuHiruetiou in guard duty. There were eighteen 
companies in the Brignde whose work in this department was unsatisfactory 
and a numtcr of otiiers whi« h only rarrowly escuin i being in the same class. 

The new Infantry l>ri!l Regnlalions ,^ave eonsidcra! Ic trouble in some 
quarters and less in others. The greatest fault seemed to be thai in some 
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companies the primary rules were passed over so hnrripdly and slightingly 
that, m a couaequence^ they were lost and the whole structure heut. There 
were companieB In which the fact that "Squads Right (or left)" terminates 
in mark time seems to have been lost sight of, uid as a consequence more- 

mpnts involving those commands wcro incorrectly' done and a change of 
position ?""riri one part &£ the armory to another for conveniem e resulted in 
much straggling. A school for otficers in which they will also be given rifles 
and drilled as platoons or companies so that they will be thoroughly 
grounded in the School of the Soldier, the Squad and the Company would he a 
valuable thing for the officers. A similar school for non-commlssiouetl ofTlcers 
would give the squad leaders a knowledge of t^mali things which some do 
not now poness and would result in better things from the i^uads. 

There are still instances in which officers are wearing the leather saber 
knot with the dress uniform instead of tho dress knot, and in one instance 
an officer lutsentcd himself for inspection wearing llie okl regulation saber. 
All of these things have alfected the rating in discipline of the organization 
affected. 

There were a few organizations which had not, as required by General Orders 
No. 22, A. G. O., Series 1904. cciuipmcnt for fifty-five enlisted men charged to 
them on their property returns, ihere were also a few which had not, as 
required by the same order, replaced the haversaclcs and canteens of the 1899 
Issue with the same articles with leather straps. The discipline of these com- 
panies was affeeted hy the failure to comply with the order. 

The condition of the riiles was an improvement over that of a year ago. 
Of course, the damage done by pitting prior to my last report is still there, 
but it has not incMased and the rifles were generally clean and in good con- 
dition. This is largely due to the fact that nearly all of the companies now 
employ armorers, usually securing an artificer who is an expert in the care 
of a rifle and employing him as armorer. 

A weak spot in Company Commanders was In inability of some of them 
to grasp the fire commands and- give them properly. It is something am officer 
cannot blame on "new recruits." It ia his own carelessness and is an evidence 
that he not only neglects lo study this himself but does not instruct his men. 
This was referred to in my last report a year ago, but some Company Com- 
manders failed to profit by the comment then made. 

Having found it necessary last year to comment severely upon the care and 
condition of the State Property of Company B, Eighth Regiment, it gives me 
great pleasure to report that this company has acted upon the suggestions given 
it and now has provided excellent facilities for the care of everything and 
presented it in proper shape for inspection. 

I again call attefktlpn to the fact that on the issue of rifles to Company E, 
Eighth Regiment, was one rear sigiiL of the model first placed upon the pres':'nt 
rifle and long ago abandoned. 1 would respectfully repeat my recommendation 
of last year that it be recalled and exchanged for one of the present model in 
order to have uniformity. 

In Company A. Twelfth Regiment, was found one hrolcen holt. The break 
was a iHV'uliar <jne, one which should not have been possilile in (his rille and 
showed dt'focuve material. This has been made the subject of a special report 
by Major Fremont to the Chief of Ordnance of the United States Army, and 
you v^ni doubtless receive a communication from that ofllcer upon the subject. 
Two similar breaks were found in Company E, Thirteenth Regim^t, and were 
duly reported. 

I failed to find in any of the fifty-two companies I inspected a copy of the 
Small Atms Ff^mg Regulations which has been in use in the United States 
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Army for tbe past year. All were provided with copies of Wingate, Blunt and 

the old Small Arms Jtlrlng Rerulations, but not with the dne now in use. I 
would respectfully recommptid that each rompany bo furnished with a copy of 
the Small Arms Firing Kegulations now in use in the United States Army and be 
liirected either to return to the Adjutant General's Office all copies of Wingate. 
Blunt and other out-of-date Firing Regulations or«to drop them from the 
Property Return. 

The abandonment of the custom of giving the same credit for furloughs as if 
the man was actually present was a step in the right direction, and 1 would 
repeat my recommendation of last year: that a physician's certificate should 
only be received as crediting the man as being absent with leave. The present 
system is unsatisfactory and not condiicive to the best results. The approval 
of a military burgeon upon a certificate 'can only go to the fact that the mnn 
giving it is a practicing physician. He does not and cannot know anyUiiug 
about the particular case. During the inspection just closed a former Assist- 
ant Surgeon Informed me that he had been called upon by a man who desired 
to be absent from inspection and who asked for a certificate that he was too 
ill to be present. The request was refused because the man was in perfect 
health. "But " the Doctor said, "he probably went to some doctor who was 
never in the National Guard and got his certificate." Regimental Surgeons are 
thus unwittingly made to approve certificates given by physicians who can 
see no harm .in helping out a man whoee family may be patients of hi9, and 
they do so without scruples. 

Another point against the system In use this year is its unfairness to com- 
panies not located in a city or town in which there is a regimental medical 
officer. Numerous certificates were presented to me with the explanation that 
the Company Commander did not know of the man's illness until too late to 
send the certificate to a r^mental medical <^eer tor his approval, m Phila- 
delphia, where the medieal officers are in the same city with the regiment and 
where they are .suf!iriently numerous to meet any emergency, it works no hard- 
pliip, but in the other Brigades most of the companies are at a decided disad- 
vantage. I would therefore renew my rccommeudatiou that uo man should be 
counted as present at an inspection who It is not actually present. 

1 again repeat a comment made in my report of last year: "in fully eighty per 
cent, of the companies the execution of 'Inspection Arms' was faulty. It is evi- 
dent that instruction in this was put off until the last moment, and as a result 
it was bungingly done on the occasion of the inspection." It is not creditable 
to the officers affected that the same erront occur after their attention has been 
once called to them.

Sir: I have the honor to report that in compliance with G. O. No. 1, A. G. O., 
January 6, 1905, I inspected the cavalry of the Division at their home stations, 
M follows: 

GoTwnor'B Troop» Hanisburs. Fa., Mardi 24th: Sheridan Troop. Tyrone, Pa., 

March 25th; Troop F, New Castle, Pa., April 3rd; Second Troop, Philadelphia, 
Pa., April 28th; Troop A. Philadelphia, Pa., May 2d, and the First Troop, Phila- 
delphia, Pa., May 4th. 

The Inspections show considerable ImproTement In much of the work, par- 
ticularly in the property of the Governor's Troop, and the Guard duty of the 
Sheridan Troop. 

The property of Troop A was not up to last year's standard. The School of 
the Biddier, Sdiooi of the Troop and Guard Duty of Troop F was below the 
' standard, but this is a new organization, and was the first Inspection. They did 

remarl^ably well. The Governor's Troop and Troop F arc in the proatcst need 
of quarters for the care of State properly and drill. The Secoml Troop and 
Troop A are also badly in need of a proper place to keep their equipments, 
the Second Troop deserrlns the highest praise for their system and the condl> 
tlon of tlieir equipment under the adverse conditions. 

All of tiie Troops are in a thoroughly efficient condition. The First and 
Second Troops are in a particularly high state of efficiency in every respect, 
there being really no difference between them, though their marks differ 
slightly through some minor mistakes which were considered in comparison 
with each other. 

Troop A, weak in property, which needs immediate attention, beine: short 
and much in bad condition. Governor's Troop made the best display of their 
equipment ever made by them, though there were still some articles not con* 
veniently placed, and some not seen; their equipment is in good condition. 
Sheridan Troop has had conKideraljIe attention in their Guard Duty and drill 
since last year, and showed the effect. Troop F baa much hard work before it, 
and should pay closer attention to the study of the drill regulations. Their con- 
dition, however, considering them as a new organisation, is very satisfactory. 

As far as I was able to judge, all the commissioned officers of the cavalry are 
perfectly efficient, and under.<?tood their duties; the non-commissioned offlcera, 
well instructed, with few exceptions, and the enlisted men, enthusiastic and 
earnest. The six troops making a perfectly efficient and in every way reliable 
body of cavalry.

Bean, late lommanding Hattft>\ lias not yet accounted to him for the moneys 
received by him. The abstract of orders in this Battery shows no dates, and 
enlistments produced are only tboee of men enlisted since last Inspection. 
Many of the blanks in thcBe papers have not been filled out. There was no 
record of revolver practice. The State Property was not arranged in the man- 
ner set forth in G. O. No. 1, c. s., A. G. 0., and it was difficult to enumerate it. 

The condition of Battery B was very good, but Battery C shows a lack of In- 
struction In tbe rudiments of military training. It needs a school for the offi- 
cers and primary Instruction for the enlisted men.

I. The following Act of ApF^^n-bly, approved May 11, 1905, i8 hereby pnb- 
lished for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

AN ACT 

For tiie appointment aud maiuleuance of a board, to be known as 
the Armory Board of the State of Pennsylvania, and for the p^- 
ment of its - i naes, and for providing, managing and caring for 
armories for the use of the National Guard of Pennsylvania, 
throughout the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and making an 
appropriation for the mme; aiithoiialng the State Armory Board 
to receive from counties, cities, munldpalltiee and other sources 
donations or contributions for the purpose of this act 

Section 1. Be it enacted, etc. That there shall he appointed wiChia 

the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania an Armory Board, to consist of 
the Governor, the Adjutant General, and five persons to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, of whom three shall be officers of the Na- 
tional Guard, whose duty It shall be to provide, manage and care for 
armories, for the use of the National Guard of Pennsylvania. 

Section 2. That the Armory Board, as appointed, is hereby em- 
powered and directed to erett or provide, anywhere within the 
limits of this Commonwealth, upon such terms and conditions as 
shall be decided upon by said Armory Board as most advantageous 
to the Commonwealth, armories for the use of the National Guard 
of Pennsylvania, which armories shall be used for drill, meeting and 
rendezvous purposes by the organization of the National Guard 
occupying same, and in which shall be stored and safely hept all 
property of the United States or Of the Commonwealth, Issued to 
snoh organization for military purposes. 

Section 3. The members of said Armory Board shall perform the 
duties imposed upon them by the provisions of this act without any 
compmsation for their services; but their actual necessary ex- 
penses, incident" to the location and establishment of such armories, 
shall be borne by the Commonwealth of Pennsiylvania, and pay- 
able from the appropriation made for armory purposes. 

Section 4. That the said Armory Board shall have full authority 
to purrbase ground in the various localities, throughout the Com- 
monwealth, where it shall be deemed nerespary to provide armories; 
said ground, in each instance, to be purchased in the name and for 
the use of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania; and, upon the 
ground so purchased, the Armory Board is authorised and directed 
to erect, for the use of such company, battery, troop, battalion, or 
regimental organization, an armory to be used for meeting, rendez- 
vous and drill purposes, and in which shall be stored the ordnance- 
stores, quartermaster-stores and other property Issued to the or^ 
ganization occupying said armory. When such amuNry or armories 
are ererte<l or provided, the said Armory Board shall linve charge 
thereof, and arrange for its occupancy and use under the direction 
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and responsibility of the senior officer in command of 8uoh com* 

pany, battery, troop, battalion, or regimental orf^nnizatinn. 

Section 5. That the Armory Board, hereby appointed, shall also 
constitute a board for the general management and oare of said 
armorlea wt|en establiBhed, and sball haye the power to adopt and 
prescribe rules and regulations for their management and govt^rn- 
ment, and formulate such rules, for the guidance of the organiza- 
tion occupying them, as may be necessary and desirable. 

Section 6. The term of each appointee ahail be tor five years from 
the date of his appointment. In case pf vacancy in the Armory 
Board, by death or otherwise, the Qovemor shali have power to All 
the vacancy. 

Section 7. That such Armory Board shall have power to receive 
from counties, cities, municipalities, or other sources, donations of 
land or coiitrnjutions of money, to aid in providing or erecting 
armories throughout the Commonwealth, for the use of the National 
Guard 'of Pennsylvania, and which shall be held as other property 
for the use of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania; and auch 
coontles, cities or other municipalities are hereby authorised to 
maKe such contributions for the purpose of this act. 

Section S. The maximum amount to be expended for a company of 
infantry iihall be twenty thousand dollars; ,for a battery of artillery 
or a troop of cavalry, thirty thousand dollars; which shall Include 
the purchase of the nrcessary ground, where such ground is not 
donated, and which shall be exclusive of any gift or donation made 
to or for the benefit of any particular armory. 

ijection 9. That when the aforesaid Armory Board shall receive 
from the Governor information of the disbandment of the organi- 
zation of the National Guerd of Pennsylvania ornirying and using 
an armory, provider! by the rommonwealih under the direction of 
the Armory Board, it .shall be the duty of haid Armory Board to 
take charge of such armory; and they are hereby authorized and 
directed to make sale of such armory, at public or private sale, 
after due publication, for llie liighest price to be obtained for the 
same, and return the proceeds thereof into the State Treasury. 

Section 10. The Board shall make a report, annually, of the pro- 
ceedings incident to the location and management of such armories, 
respectively: alFo, a detallrd nrcoiint of disbursementR; which shall 
be filed in the oflice of Ihe ."uditor (Jeneral. and a copy furnished the 
AdjulauL General for publieatiou in the Auuual Keport of the Ad- 
jutant General's Etepartment. 

Seel inn 11. Tliat, for the purpose Of carryint; into effect the pro- 
visions of the aforesaid act, the sum of two hundred and fifty 
thousand (|250,0UU) dollars is hereby specifically appropriated, out 
of any moneys in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, which 
shall be paid by the State Treasurer upon the warrant of the Audi- 
tor General, upon properly authorized voucher of the aforesaid 
Board.

I. The insurance effected for three years on the ninth day of Oetober, 1902, 
(G. O. No. 40. A. G. O., series 1902), on the State property in the possession of 
the several organizations of the National Guard and Naval Forces of Penn- 
sylvania, having expired, the same Is renewed as of this date, for three years. 
During the past three years the rates for Insurance have been mi|terially in- 
creased on all classes of risks, except dwelling houses. 
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The amounts to be charged to the Annual Allowance account ot the several 
organizations and deducted from the last balf of Annual Allowance to be paid 
for year ending May 31, 1906. and which will continue the insurance In force 
for three yean, from October 9, 1905, will be as follows: 

For each company of infantry, and diyision Naval Force, . . $33 83 

For each troop of cavalry, 45 00 

For each battery of artillery, 55 00 

For each regimental band, 16 50 

IL In the event of loss by fire of any State property in possession of any 
organisation of the National Guard, the commanding officer of such orsanlsa- 
tlon will immediately make report of same to the Adjutant General, direct, 
whereupon the Adjutant General will take the necessary steps to secure a 
prompt and proper adjustment of the loss. 

III. The term "State property" used in this connection, includes arms, am- 
munition, uniforms, personal equipment, blankets, mess and kitchen tents, etc, 
issued by the Adjutant General's Department, and also property or stores pur* 
chased by commanding or accounting officers f^om the Annual Allowances In 
money made to organizations. 

IV. Commanding officers should give close and careful attention to keeping 
correct records of State property in their possession. Uns^rriceable property 
of every description should be returned to "State Arsenal, Harrisburg, Pa.," 
by railroad freight, and invoices in detail sent to Adjutant General. Proper 

* return will be made of such property when received and property account 
credited. Only serviceable stores should be kept on band. 

V. The insurance placed, as announcea in this General Order, does not In- 
clude nor cover the property or stores owned by organizations or the individual 
members thereof, but only property or stores issued by the State or acquired 
from State moneys.

Herewith is published for the information of all concerned the report of the 
Inspector General of Pennsylvania, givinj^ the results of the Annual Inspection 
of the National Guard of Pennsylvania in the respective brigade Encampments 
held during July, 1905. 

There is also published herewith the reiKKrts made to the War Department 
by the following named offieers of the IT. S. Army, detailed for duty at the 
respective Brigade Encampmenis, in accordance with Section 19, of the Act of 
Congress, approved January 21, viz: 

To First Brigade, Blajor Thaddeus W. Jones, Thirteenth U. S. Cavalry. 

To Second Brigade, Major George Bell, Jr., First U. S. Infantry. 

To Third Brigadp, Major Henry H. Benham, Twenty-third U. S. Infantry. 

The Commander-in-Chief urges upon all officers a careful reading of the 
several reports published herewith, and suggests that ss far as possible, the 
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ealitiled men of the several commauds be made acquainted with the criticisms 
and reeommeiidations contained therelii. This eaa be acoomj^Usbed by haTiD« 
the reports read on a regular drill night at the close of the drill. 

The reports indicate a preat arlvanrpincnt along all lines, and should be an 
encouragement to still greater effort on the part of all, to still further advance 
the military institution <^ the State In profidentqr and efficiency. 

Commissioned officers should apply themselves closely in acquiring that 
knowledge of the V. S. Army Drill Regulations, and of command and admin- 
istration generally, that will render them not only competent to command, but 
by their knowledge and soldierly bearing, secure for them the respect aud 
confidence of their saperlor officers* as well as of the enlisted men, whose 
soldierly qualities are devdoped and manifested by the conduct and ability of 
those in authority. 

Service in the National Guard has become so important, and Us importance 
so fully recognized by the people, that incompetent officers cannot be permitted 
to remain in the service, or mea lacking in the qualities that make a good sol- 
dier l)e perniltlcd to enter the service. 

The Commander-in-Chief congratulates the officers and men of the National 
Guard upon the excellence of the work already done, the high standard of 
efficiency attained, and urges all to further effort

Brig. General Thomsa J. Stewart, Adjutant General of Pennsylvania, Harris- 
burg, Pa.: 

Sir: In compliance with General Orders No. 7, Headquarters National Guard 
of Pennsylvania, A. G. O., series 1005, the Division National Guard of Pennsyl- 
vania was inspected at the encampments of the several Brigades, as follows: 

First Brigade at Perkasle, July 13ih. 

Second Brigade at Erie. July 20th and 21st. 

Third Brigade at Mt. Gretna, Jnly 11th. 

The time allotted for the Inspector General to be in the field was so limited, 
as to give but little opportunity for personal observation of the workings of the 
Guard, beyond the immediate duty in hand, namely: The inspection of aims 
and clothing, and even this duty was hecessarilv hurried, giving but little mat* 
ter for official report based on personal knowledge. 

The appearance of the several organizations was very satisfactory. It is 
highly gratifying to note marked improvement in the bearing of the men in 
ranks, evidencing increased attention to Instruction in the School of the Soldier 
by both ofUccrs and men. 

The arms were found fn excellent condition. Out of nine thousand rifles, only 
eight were found in any manner defective, and each of tliese had but a single 
part broken or missing— a remarkable record. These parts were reported as 
having been lost or broken while in Camp, and with no extra equipment at 
hand, it was impossible to make repairs before inspection. 

The requirement, as to drills, at this, as well as at the last Spring Inspection, 
was confined to the Schools ot Uie Soldier and Squad, for the purpose of calling 
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attention of Commanding Officers to the absolute necessity tor sncli training 

and to allow ample time for practice in same. The Inspector General would 
suggest that the troops be restricted in their study of the Drill Rfgulations, to 
these two subjects (uuthing mure, excepting Guard Duty, will be reiiuired at the 
Spring Inspectton, 1906), until thoroughly grounded In the fundamental prlncl* 
plea of the soldier, the maneuvering of larger units could then hv conducted 
with a high order of military efficiency, alilce interesting and profitable to men 
and officers. Owing to lack of time, no drills were exacted of the infantry 
organ^tlims at this Im^tection. 

This discipline of the various Ccnnmands of the Division, with few excep- 
tions, is reported as exceptionally good. 

The Inspector General feels compelled again to report little or no improve- 
ment in military courtesy. It is either not understood, or not given proper 
consideration by the instructor, and without it a proper Esprit de Corps is 
impossible. Quite frequently it was observed that the salute was omitted and 
in many rases, when given, was slovenly rendered, while men gaped at officers 
with expressions of surprise or of total indifference. ReHpect to superiors is 
indispensible to discipline. One of the first duties of the instructor of recruits 
is to clearly define what is meant by this respect. The man must be taught 
that in honoring his officer, he honors his organization and thereby pays respect 
to himself. To refuse this tribute to his officer is but to discredit himself. It 
should be remembered that the chevron and shoulder strap stand for something, 
always higher than those that wear them, and that something is entitled to 
and (diould command proper courteous recognition. 

The l)earing of men out of ranks is another matter that should receive the 
careful attention of the instructor. The soldier, when in uniform, is always 
representative, he stands for somelhiug other than himself; ail eyes are upon 
him and he should carry himself in the most vxop&c manner; his dress should 
be at all times neat and his conduct beyond reproach. To be a good soldier 
is to be a gentleman. 

* * The reports upon Books and i'apers show increasing interest in this 
subject as well as improvement. 

Colonel Bdward Morrell, Judge Advocate General, under whose direction this 
inspection wa.s made, reports as follows: 

"A marked improvement was noticeable, where such was possible, in the con- 
dition of the books and papers, and an effort made to have on hand all that 
had been asked tor at the previous Inspection. 

"As there seemed to be still some doubt in the mlnds of the Commanding 
Officers of the Organizations as to what books and papers were necessary to be 
produced, previous to the coming Annual Inspection, I respectfully suggest 
that a .drmdar be Issued, stating exactly what will be required to be presented 
to the Inspecting Officers. ^ 

"I desire to express my thanks and the thanks of the Officers who accom- 
panied me, for the courtesy and attention which was accorded us by the Officers 
of the different Commands." 

According to report of Major. William P. Clarke, no material advancement 
has been made in Quard Duty. The Cavalry organizations were not rated in 
tbi*^ doty, for the reason that but one man and a corporal constituted the daily 
detail for Guard of the Squadron attached to the First Brigade, and the inspec- 
tor "not seeing his way clear to rate three troops of Cavalry upon the knowl- 
edge of two men,*' did not inspect the troops in the other brigades. The In- 
spector General cannot understand why the Guard of this Squadron was so 
limited. This Camp being one for instruction, and training in Guard Dnty 
being of highest importance to the soldier, it would have seemed a most ad- 
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mirable opportuuity for instruction in such duty, even though local conditions 
may not have made it necessary. More practical knowledge can be acquired 
upon this subject during the week in tamp than during the entire year in the 
armorjr. 

The reports from the Medical Department upon sanitation are exceedingly 

gratifying. Colonel Joseph K. Weaver, Surgeon General, comments as follows: 

"The general sanitary condition of ail the Brigades was noticeably Improved 
from previous years. There was more interest upon the part of Medical Offi- 
cers, a greater co-operation upon the part of the Commanding Officers with the 
Medical Depart in en i, and more attention given to the duties of personal and 
Camp Hygiene, The Company sticets were well policed; Company quarters 
well aired and orderly; mess tents clean and used only for mess purposes; 
kitchens were well placed, clean and neat; cooks neat and cleanly; drainage 
tnm spigots was good and the general air of order and neatness in rear of 
Regimental Cnmps was bettf r than ever befnre. Crude oil and lime were USed 
for deorterizing and disinfecring and nerved an exeollent purpose. 

"There ih reason for great eutouragemenl along bauitary lines. The Medi- 
cal Officers are greatly interested, familiar with their duties, and anxious to 
excel in all sanitary matters. Hospital Corps were composed of intelligent, 
good looking, soldierly m^n, were well drilled and familiar with their duties." 

Decided improvement "was noted in the soldierly bearing of the several bands. 
The Drum Major is a m(»t important factor in securing such results and effort 
should be made» in every Instance, to command the services of one thoroughly 
competent for niieh duty. A well handled niusieal organization adds greatly to 
the tone an<l qnuliiy of a command. The musi( . as a rale, is good, in many 
instances, admirable, being characterized by fine instrumentation, excellent 
taste and superior execution. 

The report of the Brigade Quartermasters upon detraining and entraining, 
making and breaking camps, general condition of Camps during the tour, and 
condition of camp grounds after the breaking of camps, show the Guard, in 
these particulars, to be in a very high state of efficiency. These reports are 
herewith given in full, in numerical order of Brigades, for the information and 
encouragement of the Guard. 

First Brigade. 

in compliance with item 10, par. 1, G. O. No. 17, c. s., A. Q.O., I have the 
honor to make the following report: 

"The advance details for the preparation of the camps of the First Brigade 
arrivt'd at Perlrasie on Thursday, July 6th, 8.50 A. M.; and from then until they 
joined their respective commands, on the arrival o£ the main body of the troops, 
their discipline was good in every respect and the duties for which they were 
detailed performed in a satisfactory and soldierly way. 

Detraining, Etc. 

"Headauarters and the infantry regiments arrived on the afternoon and night 
of the 7th and the cavalry squadron on the morning of the 8tb. 

"The movement was executed in r precise and military manner, leaving little 
to be desired and the discipline, during movement and departure of the troops 
for camp, excellent. 

Making Camps. 

"In general the (r(f tion ot the canvas, the use of pins, the alignments of 
canvas and of the field ranges and grates was excellent; for the nature of the 
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ground the interior drainttge of tbe camps amply provided tor, the hydrantB on 

the pipe line of the infantry and those at the troughs of the cavalry carefully 
stoned and the drainage therefrom well ditched to the rear and nw:>y from the 
camps. In detail there were a number of exceptions to the above, the more 
noticeable of which, being as foliovs: 
"In the First Regiment, the stables were not ditched. 

"In the Sixth Regiment, there was an irregularity in the use of the difftreiit 
sized pins as was also the case la tlie alignments of plu^ in. some instances 
quite marked, and the stables were not ditched. 

"In the Third Regiment, In many cases, but one line of pins were used in 
the interval bctwoon tents In the column, (the reason given being, that there 
were not enough pins provided), and a number of the mess tents were some- 
what out of line. 

''In the Second Regiment, in some Instances, Uie tents in the column were 
a trifle irregular, affecting the alignments in several of the c<Hnpany streets, 

and a number of the Company offlcers' tents were not in their exact positions 
(where It was possible to have placed them) and the stables were not ditched. 

"In Troop "A," the stables were not ditched nor ditching carried to the rear 
from the hydrants at trough. 

"In the Second Troop, the stables were not ditched nor ditching carried to 
the rear from the hydrants at trough. 

"Besides what has already been noted, there are the following facts worthy 
of mmitlon: 

"In the Third Regiment, there were three dug out inoinerating plants tm the 

destruction of cans, bottles and other debris, one located in each battalion 
and In rear of the pipe line, and which added greatly to the policing facilities 
of this camp; that throughout the Brigade, shower baths were erected by 
many of the organisations, and added much to the comfort and health of the 
troops as well as a help in the instructions of clearliiu ss; and that in the 
cavalry there should be installed two hydrants, instead o^ one, to each troop, 
one for the general water supply and one for the horse trough, as the spigot 
at the trough is liable to be broken oft by the horses unlen so protected, that 
it makes its use most inconvenient for other purposes. One of these pro< 
tectivc devices was noticed in the Second Troop, attention being called to it 
by the Quartermaster, and by him this recommendation was suggested. 

Condition of the Camps During Tour. 

"Never in the experience of the writer have the camps of the First Brigade 
presented so good an appearance for general neatness, cleanliness ahd order, 
from the Colonel's line down to the care and alignment of the j^arbage cans 
and through the line of sinks. There was a relative difference to bo observed 
between organizations, but as one went through these camps it was impossible 
not to be struck with the military order and precision that prevailed. 

"It is to be noted that a number of the companies of the Sixth Regiment were 
without kitchen tents, and while there is in this reference nn reflrrtion on the 
conditions as they existed, the general appearance of this rear line would have 
been improved had these tents been present; and it is here recommended that 
before the next encampment requisition be made, by these companies, for this 
necessary equipage. 

"In reporting on the condition of the camps it should hv iu)tc<l that there 
was a decided difference in the sites on which the several organizations were 
located, and in the obstacles to be overcome, both in making and keeping. The 
sites on which the respective organizations of the infantry were encamped being 
relatively superior in the order following, the first named being the inferior. 
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"The Third and Second Regtments were on a gradual slope; the nature of the 
ground waa quite uneven and hroken and its surface extremely stony. In 
places well up In both camps were a slight growth of trees and at the toot of 
the slope was a wood, through which ran the Uue of sinks. 

"The Sixth and Firet Regiments w«« <» a gentle elope; the ground of the 
Sixth Regiment was a trlfie uneven and somewhat stony and a light fringe of 
trees was In rear of and parallelpti a portion of the line of pipe; the Fir^t Rr 
ment being on ground comparatively unbroken and in every way superior for 
camping purposes. 

"The cavalnr squadron occupied a position somewhat Inf^or to the First 
Regiment but superior to that of the rest of the Intantrr. 

Breaking Camp and Entraining. 

"The breaking of tlie camps and departure of the troops was executed In a 
business like and military manner and throughout showed an excellent dis- 
cipline; and was made with as much expedition as could possibly be expected 
considering the Impedimenta carried and a wagon service of farmers* difficult 
to control, as the genersl movement was carried out within one hour of schedule 
time. 

"In detail there is to be reported the following deficiencies: That there re- 
mained on the camp ground of the Sixth Regiment, after its departure, camp 
equipage as follows: Two hospital ridges, two hospital ridge extensions, six 

hospital uprights ano one wall upright; as was also the case with the Second 
Regiment leaving behind its sixteen stable wall uprights. 

"It is also to be noted that there remained on detail, in the freight yards at 
Perhasie Station, after the departure of their respective organizations, one 
Lieutenant and six enlisted men of the Sixth Regiment; one Sergeant and 
twelve men of the Tnird Regiraent, and one company of tlie Second Regiment; 
but as the freight yards were often in a state of congestion and in many cases 
the cars only able to be load«>d from one side, it is thought advisable that no 
reductions In the ratings be made on account of these rear partlea, as without 
doubt they were a means in the acceleration of the general movement, and of 
much advantage to their respective commands; and while it might have been 
better from a military standpoint (no G. O. having been Issued for such details) 
to have accepted the delay and to have called In all fractions before these 
regimental movements took place, it nevertheless was a practical proceeding 
and enabled their main bodies to depart without loss at time and arrive at 
home stations at a more convenient houf. 

"Attention has been called before to the great amount of impedimenta carried 
during our annual encampments and it Is believed that It could be considerably- 
cut down, without materially affecting the comfort or health of the troops; and 
it is here recommended that in fnture a definite allowance be made, limiting 
the amount of equipage and baggage to be carried. 

"The Third Regiment this year tried the experiment of using the board floor 
throughout the commanil instead of the cot, so unlversslly the custom in the 
Brigade and with, it !s underKtcod, p.atisfartlon to tbc Regiment, (these board 
floors being buiit in adjustable sections at home station); but in lieu of the 
board floor or the cot, it is suggested that the bed sack might be u&ed and a 
low grade of straw, hay, excelsior or other material be Issued by the Quarter- 
master for the filling of these' sacks on the arrival of the troop^; in camp, and 
where it is considered desirable to use the board floor a strip of canvas take 
its place. 

"The elimination of the oot and the board floor when carried and the aub- 
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stitutioQ of the bed sack and strip of canvas would not only save time and 
labor in the transportation, but an expense to the State in transportation, 
and wliether It be tn tbe eolumn or olBcers lines, where tbe board floor is 
bou^t from the locaJ merchant, an expense to organizations out of all propor- 
tion to the advantages derived, for so short a time and for that season of the 
year. 

"In regard to the above suggestiou, the bctl sack bao been used, for a number 
of Tears, by the First Troop, P. C. C, and by them found in ev^ way practical 
and satisfactory, and the Strip Of canvas was Observed by the writer in use 
by the Regular Army in one of the maneuver camps at Manasses last year. 

"In relation to the above, it is deemed proper to cite that in conversation with 
the Oonunandin^ Officer of one of our Regiments, he stated that 'since the kit- 
ehen tent had become an^eataAIished faet, throughout the Qnsid. he oon^dered 
it advisable In our anniial encanipmcnt?;, to do away with the company mess 
tents and to conform In all respects to the messing facilities in use in the U. S. 
Army; and in future to lay out our camps iu strict accordance with Army 
RHHilntlons; and would recommend that a practical test of his Ideas be given 
by at lesst one of the several regimental organizations in each Brigade ^ext 
summer.' 

"If such experiment could be made and at the same time include with it the 
suggestionB as to the board floor and cot, and prove suooessful, it can readily 
be seen what the result would be on the impedimenta, as well as on the cost 
of transpcHtatton, in a movement of any proportions. 

Condition of Camps after Tour. 

"After the departure of the troop?; the ^nnnd on which the encampment 
was held was thoroughly gone over and inspected. The condition of the various 
sites presented relative difference, but, on the whole, it was neat, scrupulously 
clean and well policed, with the exception of the following details: 

"On the ground of the Sixth Regiment only one sink had been filled in, all 
of the rest having a few boards laid over them on which was spread a coating 
of earth, besides which on the various camp tires remained numerous cans and 
bottles. 

"On the ground of the Second Regiment only one sink had been properly 
filled in, the rest having been only partially go with one sink left completely 
open, and numerous cans and bottles remained on tbe camp fires, and paper 
and other debris unincinerated was found in the woods in rear of and close to 
the line of sinks. 

"On the outskirts of the ground occupied by the First Troop and in about 
the prolongation of the kitchen line was found a disorderly ring of debris un- 
incinerated and the officers' sink, in rear of their line, only about three-quarters 
fllledin. 

"On the fTOund of Troop ''A** and in and about the position Occupied by tbe 
kitchen was found a small heap of little eans nninrinerated. 

"In the disposal of eans and bottles tbeire evidently was not a thorougli un- 
derstanding by the various organizations as to tbe arrangements made, an all 
cans and bottles were to be included in and carted away with the garbage. 
However, in general, this debris was well provided for from a sanitary stand- 
point and heaped in gullies or in other out of the way places, at a sufficient 
distance from the camp; and in many instances much of its final disposition 
being made by depositing it In the sinks before filling in. on the breaking of 
the camps. 

"The best disposition of thi- debris being made by the Third Regiment, by 
being burned and buried In the dug-out incinerating plants mentioned above. 
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"In closing tbla report I -desire to pay a well deserved tribute to tbe several 

Quartermasters of the Brigade and tal<e pleasure in stating that tbeir many 
duties were performed in a most satisfactory and efficient manner.

"I have tlie honor to herewith submit report on tbe^efliciency of troops duriog 
the encampinent at Erie. Pa., irom July 15th to 22d, inclnsiTe. 

"It is impossible to rate the various organizations fairly on the movement 
into camp, on account of ihc terrible condition of the camp site caused by 
three days' rain just at the arrival of the details. Notwithstanding the many 
obstacles the camp was in good order by Friday afternoon. 

"As usual the wagmi transportation caused most of our trouble. The field 
was a swamp, into which wagons sunk to the hubs. The first day heavy 
baggage rame in, we were compelled to put six horses on most of the wagons. 
One farmer came to me the day after and wished to put in a bill for a horse 
that died that eyening, he claiming death was caused pulling through the mod. 
The camp, after the weather settled and mud disappeared, was one of the 
finest we ever had. 

"I will report separately on each organization, as I could not take notes at 
all points personally, and I am compelled to take some data from the different 
Quartermaster's reports, which I directed to be sent to me. Thie caused the 
delay in submitting this report, as I have not yet received all reports. 

"The Sixteenth Regiment detail on arrival at camp, was one minute In de- 
training. Their railroad coaches were carefully policed and were in excellent 
condition, in fact better than when rec^ved from the railroad. Freight and 
box cars were also policed. The Quartermaster reports the average time in 
detraining the rompanies at home, was one and one-half minutes. Time of 
detraining regiment on arrival at Erie, was two minutes. Time entraining, 
leaving Erie, three minutes. Camp grounds were in fine condition through- 
out tour after mud was tramped down. Canvas was pitched and camp In order 
when regiment arrived. Breaking camp was done In good oi^er and on sched- 
ule time. 

"Troop F Camp was at all times in excellent condition. Entrained men 
and horses at New Castle, July 14th, in forty minutes. Detrained and was In 
camp in one hour and forty minutes alter arrival at Brie. Broke camp at 

5:30 A. M., July 22d, Firpt wagon moved 7:30. Troop was aboard at S:45 
ready to leave. This Troop moved in and out in the best of order withcMit 
delay or accident. 

"Sheridan Troop. This Troop did some of the best work in camp. Movement 

In and out being aone quickly and without a bitch. Camp was always in fine 
condition. Time of detraining fifty-seven horses, which Included shiftinpr 
to get second and third cars in position, was eleven minutes. Started wagons 
to leave camp at 6.30 A. M., and were entrained and ready to leave at 8:13 
A. M. 

"The distance from Camp to railroad crossing is one and one-half miles. On 
arrival home it was raining heavily and time of detraining was not taken. 

"Eighteenth Regiment. Condition of camp very good throughout. Part of 
their ground was very bad and swampy and bard to put in good shape. This 
Regiment consumed more time than any other two Regiments on account of 
bringing tent floors, which had to be hauled to and from camp; they brought 
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about two car loa^s. Discipline in this Regiment was bad. The details sent 

to unload and load cars refused to work. The last tent floors loaded were 
handled by the commissioned officers. They left at 8: IB P. M., their pfiipdule 
was 6 o'clock. Time detraining first section, on arrival at Erie, nine minutes, 
fifteen seconds. Second section, four mlnuteSi fifty seconds. Time entraining 
first section, on leaTing, fifty-nine seconds; second section, one minute, one 
second. 

"Tenth Regiment. Camp grounds in fine shape throughout tour. Discipline 
excellent and details in good form and worlcedl well. Were to leave EMe at 
8 P. VL, July 21st» but encountered the usual trouble with wagons. By threat- 
ening and coaxing, we succeeded in keeping enough at work to puil them out at 
2 A. M., July 22d. Time detraining, four minutes, twenty seconds. Time &i- 
training, three minutes. 

"Battery H.^ Quartermaster sent in no report to me. Condition of camp 
ground very good throughout tour. Details were 3ood amd disciplined. If th^ 
had been properly officered. Movement in was very good, made promptly and 
in good order. In breaking camp and moving out all the officers except an in- 
experienced Lieutenant disappeared; he apparently did not know how to load 
and caused a delay of nearly two hours, which of course, blocked my whole 
schedule through the day by that much time. 

"Fourteenth Regiment. Condition of camp very good, especially so consid- 
ering the nature of the ground on whicli they camped. In places was a 
bad swamp. Discipline was very good. Details worked well but time could 
have been saved if the Quartermaster had used good Judgment He delayed 
the schedule one-half hour by holding canvas wagons until all were loaded, 
the consequence was as there is only one car door, his string of wagons had to 
wait, one wagon being unloaded at a time. Time detraining four minutes, 
forty seconds. The Quartermaster did not report time entraining or detrain* 
Ing on arrival at Pittsburg. 

**Fiftb Regiment, Quartermaster sent me no report. "WTien this regiment 
moved in the grounds were in a terrible condition. On arrival of the regiment 
the nat day it was decided to move the whole camp which was done. Camp 
was moved about seven hundred feet east. Discipline was first class; some of 
the men of detail worked all nigh* in the mud keeping a few wagons going. 
Camp grounds after removal were in good condition throughout tour. Breaking 
camp and moving out and in was done in good order and promptly. Time de- 
training three minutes, forty-five seconds. 

"In closing my report, I beg to pay I regret very much that it Is so Incomplete. 
It was impossible for me to he at all trains to take time and I was compelled 
to depend on data from Quartermasters. This is the first report of the Itlnd I 
have made fo the Inspector and I hope the Quartermasters of the Brigade and 
myself will make a better one next camp.

"I have the honor to report, in compliance with Item 10, of paragraph one. 

General Orders No. 17. Headquarters, N. G. P., A. G. 0., Series 1905, as well 
as per your request of August 21st, A. T). lf)On, that our Hrigade encamped at 
Mount Gretna, Lebanon county, Pennsylvania, July 8th to 15th inclusive, on 
grounds speetally adapted for that purpose, as to sc^t, dbmlnage, and firom a 
Blilitaiy standpolni In general. 
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"The camp was laid out under the old regulation, this owing to the forma> 
tion of the ground, and was ready for occupancy by the troops immediately upon 
their arrivaL • 

"The Brigade arrived In the following order: 

"Sth Regiment, 5.10 and 7.13 p. m., July 7, 1905. 

'*4th Hegiment, 7.53 and 8.21 p. m., July 7, 1905. 

"IZOi Regkmeat, 8*16 a. m.» July 8. 1906. 

'*9th Regiment, a. m., July 8, 1906. 

"13th Regiment. 7.08 a. m., .!iily 8, 1905. 

"The different regiments were quickly detrained and marched to quarters, 
no regiment requiring a greater length u£ time than from 5 to 7 minutes for this 
purpose. I visited the quarters of the different regiments, daily, and always 
found the grounds thoroughly policed and the camp in good condition gen- 
erally, with exception of proper dispw^ition of garbage. This matter confronts 
us every year, and will continue so to do, until a permanent camping ground 
has heen established with crematory, for the disposal of the garbage, erected 
thereon. 

"On July 12th, I arranged for the rettirn movement. T respectfully submit 
herewith, schedule showing the time set tor departure and the actual time at 
which the diCCerent organizations departed: 

"Ninth Regiment, scheduled, 9 A. M.; left, 10.09 A. M.; date, July 16. 

"Thirteenth Regiment; scheduled, 10 A. M.; left, 11.25 A. M.; date, July 15. 

• Twelfth Regiment, scheduled, 11 A. M.; left, 12.15 A. M.; date, July 15. 

' Eighth Regiment, scheduled, 12 noon; left, 1.30 and 1.37 P. JVL; date, July 15. 

"Fourth Regiment, scheduled, 12 noon; left, 1.50, 2 and 180 P. M.; date, 
July 16. 

"The difference in the time for leaving and actual departure of trains was 
not the fault of either the organization moved, or that of the railroad, bnt to 
the fact of the canvas being damp end delaying the Htriliing of vhe tents of the 
Ninth Regiment fully forty-flre minutes and disarranging the entire schedule. 
The movement was also, in a measure, delayed, by the breaking of an air 
hose on the train of the Twelfth Regiment, Taken as a whole, the entrain- 
ing of the entire Brigade showed efficiency, and no time was lost by any com- 
mand in entraining, after the order had been given so to do. I also wish to 
state that owing to the scarcity of wagons, eredit is due to the endre command, 
by reason of their carrying lighter baggage to ears, thus greatly facilitating 
the return movement. 

"Regarding the condition of the grounds, after departure, all were fairly 
well policed, except mto sinks; the entire ccunmand, with the exceptitm of the , 
Eighth Regiment, having failed to cover the same.

Lieutenant Colonel John P. Penny states that the Cavalry Is in a satisfactory 
condition and fully up to the standard of efficiency. 

Colons Sheldon Potter, Chief of Ordnance, being unable to visit all the 
camps owing to pressure of public duties^ and deeming it advlsshle to have a 
complete rating of the artillery by one inspector. Major Samuel W. Jefferis, 
Inspector o£ the Second Brigade, was detailed for this duty; his report shows 
the two Batteries to be in creditable condition. 

Major Charles H. Worman, Inspector of the First Brigade, who was detailed, 
in orders, to accompany the Third Brigade on its practice mardi, has made 
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report on tho same, and owing to *he unusual character of the movement, it 
being chiefly experimental, I have deemed it expedient to submit it in full. 

"In compliance with instructions contained in G. 0. No. 17, Circular No. 2, 
e. 8., A. G. O., and verbal instruction from you over the telephone, I reported 
at HeodQuarters of the Third Brigade on Saturday, July 8th, 190&, prepared to 
aocompany the brigade upon the mnrch scheduled for Monday morning, July 
lOtb, 1905. Blue print maps of the routes to be traversed by the' columns had 
been prepared by Frederic A. Snyder, Captain and Aide-de-Camp. The objec- 
tive point was Bellaire, Fa., distant by the North route, 8 miles, and . by the 
South route, 10^ miles. The north column, so designated und^r command of 
Colonel C. B. Dougherty, took up the line of march from Mt. Gretna, Pa., at 
S.25 o'clock A. M., July 10th, with a platoon of the Governor's Troop in advance, 
followed by the Ninth Regiment Infantry— one battalion in advance guard for- 
mation, without the necessary flankers, owing to the fact that the column was 
re<iuircd to keep to the road and not trespass upon property along the route; 
3 sections Battery C; Fourth Regiment infantry; Thirteenth Regiment Infantry, 
and wagon train, one battalion of the Thirteenth Regiment Infantry acting as 
rear guard. The south ctdumn, under command of Colonel C. M. Clement, was 
over an hour late in getting started, owing to the absence of the necessary 
wagons. This difficulty was finally adjusted and the column took up the line 
of march with a platoon of the Governor's Troop in advance, followed by the 
Twelfth. Regiment Infantry, with one battalion In. advance guard formation, 
9 flaetlona Battery C, Eighth Regiment Infiintry and wagon train, one batta- 
lion of Eighth Regiment acting as rear guard. At about 10.15 A. M., Oeneral 
Gobin and staff took up thp line of march, following the south t-ohimn, over- 
taking and passing the column, until we biruck the Lawn road and followed that 
road until we reached the road being traveled by the north column. It was 
not long before we overtook and passed the north column, which was appa* 
rently in good condition. I noticed as we passed along the columns that upon 
a halt being made the men would leave the ranks for the near-by pump, very 
many lllling their stcmiachs with too much cold water anff eventually paying 
the pmalty for the Indiscretion. Providentially the number of men unflltted 
for duty was exceedingly small when we consider the temperature and other 
conditions prevailing. .A.fter a very pleasant and easy ride of about two 
hours and one-half, General Gobin and Staff arrived at Beilaire, Pa., and head- 
quarters were established in a large meadow, splendidly adapted for a bivouac 
of a body of troops the size of a brigade, with plenty of good water for drinking 
and cooking purposes, as well as facilities for watering the horses of the 
cavalry, artillery and wagon trains. The Conewago creek flowing through the 
adjoining field afforded faculties for bathing also. At about 2.30 P. M., Col- 
onel Dougherty r^orted to General Gobin that he had made proper disposi- 
tion of his troops and awaited the arrival of Colcniel Clement, who reported 
about an hour later, when (Jencral Got)in announced the prol)lem nolved and 
ordered the troops into bivouac. As to the number of rests made during the 
march, I am unable to say whether regulations were complied with or not. Be 
that as it may, I am satisfied that sufficient rest and at proper intervals of time 
were bnd hy <^n.-h cnMimn. This view is sustained by the fact that the men 
entered camp in excellent shape, with little or no straggling both going and 
returning. Bach regiment as it came in was assigned its place In column of 
companies facing nearly east. After stacking arms the companies proved 
shelter tent intervals and inside of twenty to thirty minutes the tents were 
properly aligned and pitche<l, and before retreat all wero under canvas, fires 
Started and suppers cooked. In the meantime officers and men took advan- 
tage of the dose proximity of the Conewago creek and enjiqred the pleasure of 
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a cold plunge after the hot, dusty inarch. It was a beautiful sight as the 
eye roamed over tbat vast expanse of khaki colored canvas, partaking as it did 
of real campaigning audi as would occur in war time, and I regret very mucb 

that a photograph of the Inviouc was not provirlctl for. No outpost duty was 
required through the night. A camp guard was cnU'.blished by each regiment, 
it was uol loiig alter supper Leloie uli buui^hi ihe aotl side of their blauket and 
soon silence reigned supreme. All were astir bright and early on the morning 
of July 11th. Colonel Dougherty's column left at 7.30 A. M., taking the south 
route with a platoon of the Governor's Troop in advance; Fourth Regiment 
Infantry, 3 sections Battery C, Thirteenth Regiment Infantry, wagon train, 
and Ninth Regiment Infantry. Ck»lonel Clement's column, through the alow 
movement of Colonel Dougherty's column, was unable to move off at the 
fippointed time, lie, after a delay of about one and ono-half hours, moved over 
the north route, with a piatoon of the Governor's Troop in advance, Eighth 
Regiment infantry, Z sections iiattery C, wagon train, and Tweifth Regiment 
Infantry.' The advance and rear guard formation minus the flankers being 
maintained by both columns. At about 10 A. M., General Gobin gave the com- 
« mand to mount and pursuing a different route from the column!?, after a very 
pleasant ride of some two hours we arrived at Fountain Head held, where it 
was intended to bivouac the command for the night, but upon investigation, 
finding the water supply would not be adequate. General Gobin decided to move 
haclc on the rifle range and go into bivouac for the night, knowing that the 
spring wotild be adeijuate to stipply all the water necessary for drinking and 
cooking and the creek running across the range would supply ample water for 
the horses of the command. After arriving on the rifle range and several of 
the regiments had erected their shelter tents, General Gobin decided to con- 
tinue the retrngrade by taking the Brigade back to Mt. Gretna camp that night, 
and return in the morning to the rifle range for battle manoeuvres; this was 
carried out, arriving back in camp at 7.30 P. M. in good shape, very much 
pleased and satisfied with the march. 

"The feasibility of a march across country for future use in the Guard does 
not impress me very favorably, from (he fact that unless a command could 
have undisputed right of way over the country traversed, nothing of a practical 
character is learned. Where the column or columns would be ddMunred from 
ezerdsing properly and fuliy in the advance and rear guard, extended order 
and outpost duty, together with other field manoeuvres, nothing of an instruc- 
tive character would be learned by any one. A mere march across country 
would simply resuive itself into a tebt of phydicul endurance, teaching the par- 
ticipants little, if anything, relative to the real duty of the soldier. Those de- 
riving any knowledge from a march would possibly be the Quartermaster, Com- 
miss3ar!es and }kledieo's. They would proluihly meet with varied propositions 
such as parking wagon train, issue of rations, etc. In the first place the men 
are not given the opportunity to exemplify the advance and rear guard duty 
imposed and required ot troops passing through an enemy's country, or that 
portion occupied by an enemy, extended order, in which the men could and 
would receive practical instruction, conforming to drill regulations, if they 
were uurestricled as to territory — an<l so without post duty. Therefore, when 
the requirements of the drill regulations could be exemplified over unrestricted 
territory then, and only then, will the march be of any practical value. 

"If in the course of events a mobli^ation of our troops should be required, 
in these modern days the railroad and steam&hip lines would play an important 
part, and march In column would, in all probability, take place with a real 
enemy in front, and all the requirements for the safety and protection of the 
troops wonid l>9 ftdhered to. Our annual camps are estahUshed for the pur- 
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pose of developing In a practical way, tbe theory of the drill taugbt the men 

at their home stations, and in grounding our troops In the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the drill regulations, they will be thoroughly competent to do all 
the marchin'g in column, exemplifying their knowledge whenever the exigencies 
Bbould arise. 

*'I desire to cottvey to the offloers of the Third Brigade my slncwe thanks for 
the many courtesies recelTed.

The tactical demands of the movement do not appear to have lieen fully met, 
because the troops were confined to the i)ul)lic roads, thtroby preventing the 
proper disposition of the forces when in an enemy's country. In the judgment 
of the Inspector General, the "practice march'* is deserving of serious eoosid- 
eration at the hands of the authorities of the State, as it gives opportunity for 
some development beyond the experience offered in a fixed camp, but he is of 
tbe opinion that tbe highest results in the training of National Guardsmen will 
be attained only when the State controls a camp site of sufficient area to admit 
of field operations of extended character. Then, too, an addition of but two 
or three days to the present camp perio<l would increase the efficiency of the 
Guard to a snrprisinpc degree, for the reason that the men at large require four 
or five days tu get "into harness," so to speak, and when about ready for field 
work in tactical problems, tents are struck and troops entrained for home. 

In the selection qf a permanent camp site the Inspector General thinks that 
either a large body of pure fresh water, or a running water course of generous 
proportions, would be of great advantage in way of personal enioyment, as 
well as of physical benefit to the guardsman. 

In closing the report, the Inspector General would invite special attention to 
the suggestions and recommendations of the various officers, all of which are 
worthy of careful conssfdoration. He also desires to thank you. Sir, also the 
Officers of the Division, for the generous and courteous treatment of the 
Officers of this Department at all times.

(Through the Commanding General, Atlantic Division.) 

Sir: I have the honor to state that In compliance with Special Orders No. 73, 
Headquarters Atlantic Division, June 22, 1905, I attended the encampment of 
the First Brigade, organized militia of the State iA Pennsylvania, from July 
8 to July 15, 1906, and In oompllanoe vith the requirements of the Act of Con- 
gress cited In the order, I submit the following report: 

As directed in my orders I first proceeded to Harrlsburg, where I reported in 
person to the Governor and was by him referred to the Adjutant General of 
the State lor etmsultatloii* The latter Informed me that the encampmoit this 
year being by brigades the details of instruetlons were left to the brigade com- 
manders, but that the site selected for the encampment of the First Brigade 
being in a thickly settled agricultural country, extended fleki exercises would 
be impossible without giving rise to claims for damages which could not be 
met 

From Harrlsburg I proceeded to Perkasie and to the camp, about one-half 
mile from the railroad station, arriving there about three o'clock in the after- 
noon of Friday, July 7, and finding the Brigade Commander and his staff already 
in camp. I also found a provost guard on duty in the town, a company of in- 
fantry having beoa ordered In advanee of the other troops for the purpose. 

The troops composing the brigade, except the company just referred to, 
arrived at various times Friday night and Saturday morning, all the infantry 
being in a few minutes after twelve o'clock Friday night, and the cavalry arriv- 
ing between nine and eleven o'clock Saturday morning. 

1. The Brigade, eommaitded by Brigadier G^Mral John W. Schall, is com- 
posed of the Mrst Infantry, Colonel Wendell P. Bowman, the Second Infantry, 
Colonel Robert C. H. Brock, the Third Infantry, Colonel WlUlam G. Price, the 
Sixth Infantry, Colonel James B. Coryell, and the squadron of three troops of 
Cavalry, commanded by Captain John 0. Qroom^ First Tlroop, Philadelphia City 
Cavalry, the force aggregating 222 officers and 3,(M9 enlisted men. A return of 
the troope is appended and marked "A." 

2. The command was transferred entirely by railroad from stations to camp, 
and (with the exception of one company referred to hereinafter) returning 
from eamp to stations. The movement was under control of the Brigade 
Commander, who designate only the time at which the troops would be re- 
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quired in camp, leaving the details of the movement to regimental command- 
era. All organiaations of the brigade, except two battaUons of the Sixth In- 
fantry, arc stationer! fn Philadrlphln. Organizations wor** apsembled at ren- 
dezvous for the purpoiie of proeec<'iii,u (u < <inip. The First Infantry at Broad 
and CallowhiU streets, the Second liilaniry at Broad and Diamond streets, the 
Third Infantry at Broad and Wharton streets, the Sixth Infantry headquar- 
ters and Philadelphia battalion at Twentieth street and Montgomery avenue. 
One battalion of the Sixth lufaniry stationed south of Phila'lp!|*liia, companies 
B and C at Chester, i at West Chester, and H at Media, concentrated at Phila- 
delphia, and proceeded with headquarters and Philadelphia battalion, B and C 
moving by P. and R. R. R. direct io Broad and Huntingtcm streets, and I and 
il, by Pa. R. H. to Phiiadoiphia, thence by P. and R. R. R. from Rparlin?^ Ter- 
minal to I'road and Unniin^ton strfotP. where their rars wort aUaehed to 
train with the other companies of the i»alialion. The companies of the remain- 
ing battalion of the Sixth Infantry are stationed north of Philadelphia. A at 
Pottstown, D at Phomixville, P at Norristown and G at Doylestown. A was" 
detailed a? provost guard and prnreprlpd in advance to Perka^Ie. A train for 
the regimental band and the other companies of the battalion started from 
Royersford with the band, stopped at Phoenlzvilte for Company D, at Norris- 
town for F and at Lansdale for O, (which had arrived by Doylestown Branch 
P. and R. R. R.), thrnce' to Perkasie. The three trot ps of cavalry proceeded 
separately from Philadelphia to Perkasie. Each rf^itnoiit. of infantry moved in 
two sections. The average time per section from i^liiladelphia to Perkasie was 
about one and three-fourths hours. The first section with Infantry left Phila^ 
delphia about nine o'clock p. m., on the 7th. and the last section arrived at 
Perkasie about 12.08 a. m., on the 8th. The first tronp of cavalry left Philadel- 
phia about 6.30 a. m., on the 8th, and the last troop arrived at Perkasie about 
lOJO a. m., same date. Hen were detrained from the infantry sectioi^ in from 
two minutes for the quiclcest to six minutes for the slowest. The men of the 
cavalry troops in from one and one-half minutes to three and one-half min- 
utes. The horf^es were unloaded from one stationery ehute in twenty-three 
minutes for the quickest troop and In thirty-seven and one-half for the slowest, 
counting from the time the men were detrained and making no allowance for 
preparation or'moviag cars. 

3. The encampment was by brigade and for a period of eisyht day?. Tt was 
located near Perkasie, Bucks county, Pa., on a branch of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad, thirty-six miles by rail from Philadelphia. The site of the 
encampment may be reached by steam and electric railways and by turnpike. 
The tract of private land on which the encampment was located consists of 
about 225 acres, bnt about 25 acres were not available for encampment pur- 
poses this year on account of cultivation. No permanent buildings have been 
erected in connection with the encampment. The ground is sufficient for the 
encampment of a brigade, for ceremonies and drills in close order and for drill 
of a regiment and smaller hndies in extended order, but extended field man- 
euvres from a summer encampment here are out of the question, as the sur- 
rounding country is thickly settled and cultivated. No body of troops larger 
than a brigade could be accommodated on this tract without infringing on 
ground necessary for drills arid ceremonies. The camp was made by advance 
details from each company. A major of the line was detailed in charge of 
these details. These details, the Brigade Quartermaster and Brigade Commis- 
sary, the former to supervise the construction of the camp-and both to make 
arrangements, for the delivery of supplies, preceded the troops to camp seventl 
days. The tents were well pitched and their alignment was excellent. The 
conformation of the ground lends itself to an encampment of this size, and 
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every advantage was taken of the conformation. All of the ground Is suffi- 
ciently rolling to drain well. That most suitable for drills and ceremonies 
was left opeu for those purposes, and the regimental camps were ho located 
that tbere was in every case a conttnuous and nearly uniform slope from tbe 
headquarters tents down to the line of sinks. The drainage Id the cavalry 
camp was not quite so good as in the others. Camp was broken by 
regiments buccessively, (see G. O. No. 7, Headquarters, First Brigade, 1905, 
appended and marked B). No regular troops attended the encampmoat. 

4. There was a good and sufBdent supply of water, which was piped into 
camp by the town of Perkasie, Sueh of the garbage as could conveniently be 
disposed of in that way was burned al the kitchen fires. The remainder was 
placed in covered metalic garbage cans and removed from the camp by contract. 
There was no sewer system. Sinks were prepared before the arrival of troops 
in camp. They consisted of pits about 16 feet long, 8 feet deep and 4 feet wide, 
with broad seats and urinals, covered and, for jnivary, surrounded by a light 
muslin screen on uprights. The pits were not darkened and the seats were 
without covers. The sinks were on the same flank as tbe kitchens, but were 
on lower ground and some 2B or 30 yards distant. Sinks and garbage cans 
were disinfected by the use of crude petroleum and quick lime. The former 
floats on any other liquid that may be present and seems to perfectly evriude 
flies, as none were observed at any time in the vicinity of the sinks. DnuKing 
water was not boiled. 

5. Each man took to camp his arms and belt, blanket-bag, suit of fibre-dyed 
duck and extra pair trousers, change of underclothing, leggins, campaign hat, 
shoes, overcoat, blanket, mess kit, tin cup and canteen. 

6. The troops were subsisted by the State. The articles of tbe army ration 
were purchased by contract and issued, (see O. O. No. 4, Headquarters First 
Brigade, 1905, appended and marked C). The issues and purchases were made 
by the Brigade Commissary. Each company had a separate mess. The food 
was well prepared by men enlisted as cooks. 

7. It is impossible to give even approximately the number of drills. The 
day, except two hours at noon, ws,s put in on drills of various kinds. The 
BriErade Commander fixed the hours for their commencement mornings and 
afternoons. Previous to Thursday, the 13th, most attention was given, in the 
infantry, to the school of th soldier and the school of the squad in iH'epara- 
tion for the inspection of the Brigade by the Inspector General, (see O. O. No. 
17, Headquarters, National Guard of Penna., 1905, appended and marked D). 
After Thursday some praetiep was had In advance guard duty. Extended field 
exercises were impracticable for reasons herein before given. The ceremonies 

^were daily guard mounting in each regiment, brigade parade on Sunday and 
Friday, brigade review on Thursday for the Division Commander, separate 
regimental parades every day except Sunday, Thursday and Friday, when they 
were replaced by the brigade parades and review noted above, and inspections 
lasting through the entire day on Thursday. There was also Escort of the 
Color in one regiment. In the inspections the Inspector General inspected 
every company of the four regiments of infantry on company parade grounds, 
as well as the field staff, non-commissioned staff, band and hospital corps of 
each regiment. The inspections commenced about seven o'clock in the morn- 
ing and were completed about seven o'clock in the evening, with a short inter* 
mission for dinner and another for brigade review. The inspector was accom- 
panied throughout this inspection by the D!vi?;fon Commander and such of 
his staff as were not occupied iu other duties. The Governor and the Adjutant 
General of the State were also present at this inspection and at the review 
for the Division Commander. Tbe cavalry was inspected by the Division In- 
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■pMtor. An inBpecUon of boolca utd papers by the Judge Advoeate Qeneral, 
and another b7 the Inspector of the Third Brigade to determine efDciency In 

the performance of guard duty, were Ijelng made at the same time. (Sec G. O. 
No. 17, HcadQuorf rr: NaUonal Guard of Penna., 1905, appended and marked 
D). InspectioDg aa above axe made throughout the division by the same In- 
spectors and the resnlts are included in making a comparative rating as to the 
efflciaicy of Uic dlfTerent urganizations and the reault published from the 
Headquarters, National Guard of the State. (As an example see G. O., No. 20, 
Headquarters, National Guard of Penna., 1905, appended and marked E, giving 
the results of the spring inspections). No practice marches were made except 
that of Company O. Second Infantry (commanded hy. Captain John T. Hughes, 
a veteran of the Civil war) which left ramp at S.IO p. m., on Friday, the 14th, 
with three officers and fifty enii.sted men i'nd arrived at the regimental armory 
in Philadelphia at 1.03 p. m., July loth, having marched a distance o£ £orty-two 
miles. The ^Ure command of three officers and fifty men completed the 
march. 

The different organi-zations of the BriL- i i- showed fair proficiency in all the 
drills 1 witnessed. At the beginning of the encampment some men showed lack 
of confidence and h^tanigr in their movemwts. The Brigade Commandmr es- 
timates that nearly one-third of the enlisted men are new at the heginnlng of 
each annua! encampment. This comes about by reason of a prescribed mini- 
mum strength of companies at encampment and the fact that enlistments are 
generally put oft to the last moment to comply with this requirement. This 
drawback has been alleylated by an order prohibiting first enlistments within 
the month immediately preceding encampment, but there probably still appear 
in camp a great many men who have had at best but four or five eyening drills 
and who are put in ranks from the beginning of the encampment. By the 
end of the encampment th^ movements of the men were steady and the steps 
confident. In the ceremonies the improvement was very marked. Those in 
the latter part of the encampment would have been excellent except for the 
errors of a few individuals. Some officers and guides showed inaccurate judg- 
ment of intervals. In the march past in review some guides did not follow 
accurately In trace. Several companies would march past In excellent shape 
and then would follow one in which an ofllcer held his saber pointing almost 
dirpctly to the right in malting the salute; or, an officer would be seen while at 
the "present" with his saber hand on the hip, assuming a very awkward posi- 
tlon» instead of having the arm extended; or, a mounted officer would execute 
the "present'* holding his saber hand in front of the thlgli instead of behind 
it: or some of the men in the rear rank of a company would fail to turn their 
heads distinctly to the right at the command "F!yes Right;" or, a company 
commander would give the command "Eyes Right" long before getting within 
six paces of a point directly in front of the reviewing officer; m, would pass 
much more than six paces beyond before giving the command "Front" Guard 
naotintings! were very good. 

I did not see as much of the cavalry as 1 would have liked to. I saw some- 
thing of the squadron every day either at drills or ceremonies, sometimes at 
both. Nearly all the horsee were galted and seemed to be accustomed to 
ranks. In the beginning a few did not stand straight and a few did not march 
straight in ranks. Near the end of the encampment I saw the squadron pass 
the reviewing officer at the trot, with good alignments, uniform touch of stirrup, 
every horse straight in ranks, at the regulation eight .mile gait and with but 
three horses in the squadron at the gallop. 

8. The commissioned personnel of the brigade is of the very best material. 
It is composed generally of men of high intelligence and education, of nearly 
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all professions and lines of business in civil life. The most punctilious cour- 
teay was observed among the officers. The Brigade Commander is a veteran 
of the Civil War, in which he held the rank ot Colonel and commanded a hri- 
gade. He held the same rank and exercised the same command in the troops 
organised for the Spanish-American War. He has balance, quick and accurate 
judgment, and commands smoothly and well. liis staff was evidently chosen 
among other things for capacity for and willingness to work. One of -his aides 
has had regular service. There are several other veterans of the Civil War in 
the org:anlzed militia of the State, some of them high in rank, and to them and 
repeated tours of field service, I believe is due the somewhat distinctive air of 
business, in contradiction to show, observable in the military force. The con- 
duct of the enlisted men was good. There were numerous lapises in military 
courtet^y among them, but I think principally among the men new to the camp 
and to the service. The careful and correct observance by most of the enlisted 
men of the forms of courtesy, showed that instruction in the matter had been 
given. Nearly all the enlisted men are young, and, Judfeing only from their i^h 
pearance and the test of endurance given them in camp, they are physically 
quail Hed for service. The minimum age limit authorised for enlistment Is 
eighteen years. 

9. Guard duty was generally well and correctly performed. I judge from this 
that officers, non-commissioned officers and sentinels were well instructed. 

Occasional instances were observed of sentinels not walking their posts in a 
military manner, bnt all seemed to be constantly on the alert. I saw no in- 
struction in outpost duty. 

10. No target practice was held in camp. The system of instruction and 
classification in the division is thorough. (See G. O. No. 6, Head<ittarters» Na- 
tional Guard of Penna., 1905, appended and marked F). The State awards 
medals for excellence. The record book of the Sixth Infantry, the only one 
examined by me, which was kept by Major E. C. Goddard, Ordnance Officer of 
the Brigade, formerly Inspector of Rifle Practice of the Sizih Infantry, is a 
model of system and neatness. There was no range at camp. The range for 
the brigade is near Philadelphia and easily accegsihle for all organizations. Any 
man of the brigade failing to practice is subject to discharge. 

11. Each company took to camp: 

Comnany Roll Book. 
Record of Drills, etc. 
Property Book. 
Record of Rifle Practice. 
Order Book, 

Enlistment and Descriptive Book. 
Retained Quarterly Returns. 
Morning Repotrt Book. 
Sick Report Book. 
Files of orders. 

Each regiment had all the books required by regulations, except the Regimenf 

Fund Book, and the brigade all the hooks necessary for keeping complete 
records. As far as my observation extended, officers had a correct idea of cor- 
respondence, and officers and enlisted men charged with keeping records had 
a correct knowledge of methods of keeping, them. 

12. Not having been called upon to do so, I gave no practical Instrttctlon. I 
gave information whenever called upon, and the Brigade Commander requested 
me to point out mistakes and irregularities whenever observed. This I did of 
course, except in a few instances, when calling his attention would have been 
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Inopportune. I found however tliat tew. mfstakeB made in his presence es- 
caped his observation. The ofBcers generally aro snpplipd with text books and 
study them inteJligpntlv. They are more iu need o£ practice than instruction. 

13. The troops of tlie State are formed into one division of three brigades. 
TlM cavalry aikl artillery are attached to brigades, three troops of cavalry 
being attacbed to the First Brigade. 

The camp was thoroughly poli( rd in the beginning and was Itept in a clean 
and sanitary condition throughout. With the attention giv«Q by the troops 
and the system of inspections maintained by the medical department there is 
no reason why the camp could not have been kept in a healthy condition In- 
definitely. There was a regimentnl hnspital for earh rpfriment with a staff 
of competent surgeons under the direction of the Chief Surgeon of the Brigade. 
Twelve men in eacii regiment were enlisted as hospital corps. Each hospital 
was provided with an ambulance and necessary litters, cots, medicines and 
dressings and InBtruments. The provisions for dieting the siek and messing 
the hospital corps men "varied greatly in the dlfferont regiments, dependiug 
apparently almost entirely upon the efforts in this direction of the surgeon in 
charge. These arrangements in the Sixth Infantry, Major Herbert A. Arnold, 
in charge, were exceptionally good and complete. There was no sickness in 
camp worthy of note. 

In the Second Regiment l^-ort' was a signal class of two lieutenants and 
twenty enlisted men under Capium Fraiu is. Instruction was given iu sending 
and receiving by flag, heliograph, telegraph and telephone, and tn the con- 
struction of telegraph atid telephone lines. 

Quartermaster supplies for the ramp were furni.shed by coBtraetora under 
bond, the contracts being let by the brigade quartermaster. Ice was delivered 
at railroad siding and brought to eamp by reglmentftl and squadron wagons. 
Hay was delivered in the same way. Grain was delivered in camp by the con- 
tractor. WockI was delivered at kitchens cut in convenient lengths for stoves. 
For wagon transportation in and about the camp, civilian teams were contracted 
for. 

The organisation, instruction and discipline of the troops, tbetr equipment, 
the system of furnishing supplies, and the papers, books and records conform 
as nearly as coadiiion.s admit to methods prescribed for troops in the service 
of the United States. In the uniform, which is manufactured by the State, 
the coat and trousers ct the field uniform for the enlisted men are of a drab 
colored duck, stlffer than need be and not the best color. The Adjutant Qett^ 
era! of the State Informed me that a change is contemplated. 

During my visit at the tamp, after announcing my mission to give, when 
requested, instructiou and information to the best of my ability, I tried care- 
fully to avoid any semblance of making inspections except when Invited. I was 
invited tO make more inspections than I had time for, and if there was any- 
thing in connection with the encampment 1 wa<? not iuvitefl to inspect or wit- 
ness, I am sure the omission arose from a desire not to overburden or annoy 
me. 

On my arrival I was assigned^ to a tent adjoining that of the Brigade Com- 

mander. made a gtie.-t at his headquarter.^ and in every way, directly and in- 
directly, througliout the encunipmt nt, made to feel my welcome. 

I wish to close this report with an expression of my thanks to all the officers 
with whom I came in contact for their courtesy and a most grateful acknowl- 
edgement to the Brigade Commander and his staff not only for their delightful 
entertainment, but also for their thoughtful kindness shown in many ways.

Fort Porter. N. T., August 3, 1905. 
The Military Secretary, U. S. Army, Washington, D. C: 

(Through Headquarters AMantic Uivi&iou.) 

Sir: I have the honor to report that pursuant to Par. 2, Special Orders, No. 74, 
c. s.. Headquarters Atlantic Division, I left my station on the evening of July 
11th, 190S, and proceeded to Harrisburg, Pa., to carry out the provisions of 
that order but as both the Governor of Pennsylvania and the Adjutant General 
were absent from the city, rrneivcd at the office of the latter an idea of the 
work expected and was notified that troops of Second Brigade would reach 
Erie, Pa., on 14th, so reported there to Brigadier General J. A. Wiley, Com- 
manding Second Brigade and "Camp C. S. W. Jones" about 4 P. M., on that 
date to find all troops had arrive<l, exceiJt one troop cf Cavalry, which reached 
camp about 7 P. M. T reported in person at the eamp on July 20th to the Gov- 
ernor, finding that his desires were also those of General Wiley. 

Until July 2l8t, the only instructions received by me from the War Depart- 
ment ware those contained In my orders, but upon that date a copy of "In- 
?trnet!ons for Officers detailed under section 19, Act of January 21, 1908," was 

reccive'l. 

1. A reuii n of troops attending the camp, with names of Commanding Officers, 
is attached and marked "A." 

2. The command reached camp and left it by rail hut marched to station at 
cither end of journey. The movement tn eamp was under eontrol of Regi- 
mental Staff. Fifth and Tenth regiments were each assembled by rail and 
brought to camp as a regiment. The Sixteenth, composed of companies trom 
adjacent towns, assembled at camp but left station for homo ia two 
feetinns. whieh were f'lrthcr divided by rnilrnnd nt proper flme. Other organi- 
zations, including Fourteenth and Eighteenth r( ^inients, Imth from Pittsburg, 
were from one place, so did not need a rendezvous. The entraining of troops, 
except the Eighteenth Regiment, was watched and was exceedingly well done, 
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except in case of Battery B. which was? very badly handled, as both the Cap- 
tain and senior First IJpiilenant were aljseut at the time when their services 
were greatly needed. This command wan scheduled to leave at 8 A. M., with 
Troop F, and although the troop was ready at 8.30, delay being caused by 
wagons not reporting as early as Ordered, the battery was not on board until 
shortly before train pulled out at 10.45 A. M. Absence of experienced officers 
wbeu most needed caused unnecessary delay of at least an hour and a half, 
and delayed all other oi gauizatlona ieavlng that day. The gen^l return move- 
ment was under the direction of Major Anshutx, Brigade Quartermast^, who 
impressed me as an excellent Quartermaster. He had some difficulty in getting 
his teamsters, who wrro nil hir. in the vicinity, tu report when ordered and 
was also badly hampered m the variety of wagons obtainable, as some could 
only carry a very small load. Much better results would be obtained if State 
owned its wagons and hired teams. Arrangements at station mado it ex- 
tremely difficult and in most cases Impossible for one person to time entrain- 
ment, but entire Tenth Regiment entrained at night in the dark in less than 
three minutes, the ^zteenth Regiment in the afternoon entrained one section 
in about one and one-half minutes and other in about two minutes and fifty 
seconds. The Sheridan Troop from Tyrone, Pa., reported a detrainment of 
sixty-two horses in ten minutes, and entrainment in fourteen. This troop was 
well handled and loaded and unloaded two cars (all the platform permitted) at 
a time. Troop F» a new organisation, entrained fifty-five horses in thirty 
minutes, loaaing but one car at a time. 

3. Encampment was by brigade from July Mth to 22nd, except In case of 
Fifth Regiment, which left at about 6 P. M. on the 21st. The Tenth also broke 
camp the same evening. Camp, however, was not officially opened until 8 A. 
M. of July 16th, 1906. It was located about four miles east of Erie, Fa., on 
the Electric Road from Erie about one mile from the spur of the railroad, which 
enabled trains to be handled by Pennsylvania or Lake Shore or their connec- 
tions. It had an area of about tifty acres but about one hundred were available 
lor camp and drill grounds. There were no permanent buildings as ground was 
rvited and furnished to State -for this encampment only by elttsens of Erie. It 
was available only for maneuvers of simplest description but was plenty large 
enough for drill purposes for all the troops present. The camp was pitched 
by advance detachments before my arrival, but was taken down by the troops 
before they left The enlisted men occupied "A" wall tents with files and 
many of the tents, especially where ground was had, were floored. Many, but 
cot all, of the organizations had cots and it would only he following the ex- 
ample of the U. S. Government towards its troops in the Islands, if the State 
furnished canvas cots for all its men and stored them with Its tentage at Har* 
risburg as it is not always possible to find lumber for floors even where ex- 
pense to individuals is not considered. The system of storing all the tentage 
in the State Arsenal at Harrlsburg, works exceedingly well, and it is a great 
saving to the State for all canvas before being stored away is repaired, examined 
and dried if necessary. Only the company mess tents are left with the com- 
panies, hut these are large enough for entire company if necessary, and can be 
easily carried in same car with troops. Every piece of canvas and every pole 
is carefully markeu with name of organization and letters showing what it is. 
It is not necessary to overhaul and open canvas to find, for Instance, a wall fly 
or a hospital fly, etc. All tentage belonging to an organization Is stored by 
itself and there is not the slightest trouble to procure it at once if necessary. 

No regular troops participated. 

4. The water supply was that of the City of Erie, as the mains were tapped 
and water conveyed all over camp by pipes upon the surface of the ground. 
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with a plentiful supply of hyrlrants. The garbage in some of the regiments 
was burned and in others haukd off and buried. Tiiere was no sewer system, 
but sinks were used. These were on same side of camp with cook houses, but 
none nearer than about thirty yards, some much farther. SinhB and garbage 
receptacles were disinfected by a liberal use of crude oil, while lime was freely 
used upon surface of ground when necessary. AH the officers of the Medical 
Department, under charge of the Brigade Surgeon, were most particular in 
their inspectiuus,-*aud nolhiug was omilied from a sanitary point of view, as 
great care was exercised In calling attentlMi to carelessneee of cooks and otbenk 
The police of camp was very good. I dO not believe water was boiled. 

5. Troops wore the French gray canvas clothing Issued by the State aiui some 
also had a suit of the regular army dress uniform. The ordinary field equip- 
ment and mess kits were used. Overcoats, blankets and ponchos were carried 
on the packs. The company mess outfit was quite complete and is very similar 
to that used by the army. The State canvas uniform, T was told by the Ailju- 
(aiit General, will hereafter lie u.^ed for fatigue purposes, and next year the 
iviiaki uiiifurm an wuru iu the regular service will be issued. The uniforms 
are manufactured 'In the State Arsenal in Harrisburg, as Is also all the tentage. 

6. The troops were subsisted by company and band messes, using army 
rations issued direct to each by the Rris^ade Comm's.sary. The food was pre- 
pared in each company by regularly enlisted men, on field ranges of army 
pattern. The system of issue, while not exactly like that in use in regular ser- 
vice. Is near enough, most practical, and for new troops well adapted for use 
as it prevents troops suffering through ignorance of company officers of proper 
paper work. 

The ration was not exactly like that used in the regular army, but practi- 
cally so. The following Is extract of an order issued from Adjutant General's 

Ofliee, and explaln.s itself: 

"IX. Brigade Commissaries will, under the direi lion of the respective Brigade 
Commanders, make contracts for subsistence, adhering to the ration table of 
the U. S, Army, with such minor changes as the season and condition war- 
rant or permit. 

"The issue of rations must be full and adequate, and no expenditure of 
money from the Annual Allowance Account for additional subsistence stores, 
except in case of advance details, will he approved. 

''Contracts for subsistence stores, after proper competitive bids have be^ 
received, will be made in duplicate and both copies forwarded to the Com- 
missary General for action thereon, and if approved, one copy will be returned 
and one copy forwarded to the Adjutant General's office. Contracts will 
provide that subsistence stores be delivered, freight prepaid at location of en- 
campment." 

Troops were issued rations :or eight days. Fresh beef was issued five days, 
ham two days, and fresh fi.-h and eggs (three-quarters of a pound of fish and 
four eggs per man> one day. Beans six days, and cheese (twelve pounds per 
one hundred rations; two days. Potatoes and onions as per army ration, also 
half pound of cabbage to each man for one day and tomatoes (six gallons per 
one hundred rations) three days. Soft bread (excellent quality, loaves cfGrhteen 
ounces each) eight days. Each organization was given twenty-livt pounds of 
flour and also twenty gallons of pickles, part sweet and part sour. Prunes were 
Issued three days and evaporated peaches two (both at rate twelve pounds per 
one hundred rations). Other components were those prescribed m army rations. 
The quality of this ration issued was exrellent, its cost less than twenty-two 
cents per day per capita and quantity ample. The Brigade Commissary. Major 
W. S. McLain, a very capable officer of much experience, contracted for rations 
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for 2,900 troops before arrival of iroops and actually needed or issued tor 2^78. 
Ice was issued by tbe Q. M. Department. 

7. It is bardly paasible to give number ot drttls and ceremonies, but General 
Order No. 5, Headquarters Second Brigade, of wblcb paragraph IX shows the 

routine followed, is atlachod and marked "B." An effort was made to as 
much as possible of the drills, but to watch a IJrigade is a diflicult ia£k, and 
at best, must be very superflcial, although 1 was most fortunate in having the 
assistance of First Lieutenant Edgar S. Stayer, Adjutant First Battalion, 
Twenty-Third U. S. Infantry, a foi ni( r officer of the brigade, and one who is 
very much interested in the woric. The Brlga«!«' Commander, Geuoral J. A. 
Wiley, a veteran of two wars and a practical soldier, requested me to call 
attention to any errors observed and as far as possible I did so, and endeav- 
ored, with Lieutenant Stayer's assistance, to correct fhem. In every' instance, 
from Colonel to private, our suggo-^dnns were roceived in a manner that made 
it a pleasure to give assistance. I ut ihe lack o£ proper armories or drill sheds, 
and limited time at disposal at home cannot be overcome in eight days by the 
patriotism, intelligence or desire to excel of the individual so that the set up 
and snap is not all that it might be if more time could be obtaine<l; for just as 
camp brcakf^ up. the men comnipncp to show the effects nf hard work, and 
If fourteen days were allowed. Instead of eight, results would be increased 
a hundred fold. In the muruings many of the drills were by squads and 
ther& was a marked difference, of course, in proficiency, some doing re- 
markably well, and others not understanding the difference between "fours 
right" and "Squads rlRht" fnr while th<^ last command was given the 
*ir8t .was executed. Regiments in which the squads know how to 
turn, must, of necessity, excel those In which company commanders have 
neglected the foundatiims of training. This work should he done before 
coming tn camp hy Company Commanders, Ceremonies of Brlgaip Rrvinw, 
Regimental Parade and Guard-mounting, were very well executed by liie time 
camp ended. No practice marches or field exercises were held, and very little 
drill was had in extended order or in combat formation for infantry, other 
than by company. Regimental, Battalion and Company close order drills were 
good. There were a few drills in arlvancc gtrard of which the principles seemed 
fairly well understood. To sum up, the Brigade worked hard, showed a marked 
improvement in drill at close of encampment and composed as it is of patriotic, 
intelligenit men with a love of military life, needs only a short time for in* 
strucllon to glA'P an excellent acf riunt nf itsc'r ag:nn; t a foreign foe, as It has 
already done on numerous occasions at home on strike duty. 

8. The personnel has already been partly treated, but the Brigade has an able 
Commander and a very efficient Brigade Staff, so that it could to-day take the 
field and be well taken care of. although the men do not pass as severe a phy- 
sical examination as in the regular service, for a great many are examined in 
a very short time, atleutiou being principally directed toward rejecting those 
with heart disease, tuberculosis and venereal trouble. In my opinion the 
greatest amount of good would come from an encampment, with troops from 
other state?, nnd a brigade of regulars- where each rnntfngent cottM manftiver 
by itself, under its own officers, but where oflicprs and nir n < nuid make com- 
parisons for themselves, for to excel it is necessary to know what others are 
doing. The officers of the guard as a whole are a patriotic, hard working body 
of enthusiastic men who give their time, and some much money to make this 
organization a pucce.ss; for it is only in the past year that the State has allowed 
them anything whatever for uniforms, etc., and while thirty dolars to dis- 
mounted and forty dollars to mounted officers is better than nothing, men who 
give all their spare time and energy, should receive what is actually neces- 
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sary. The system at electing officers for five srears is not produotWe of .the 

best results, as the most worthy is by no means selected or re-elected, but if 
it were possible to havp all randidates take exaniinatinn and votinj,' then be 
confined to those who have passed, better material wuuld be obtained in many 
cases. It Is partly due to this sysjem of electing that saluting Is neglscted, 
for it seems to eradicate the idea it is ncoeesary for discipline to preserve dts* 
tinetion in ranks between the enlisted man and officer. If a man will con- 
sider when in uniform, it is not bis companiuQ he is saluting, but Captain — and 
if the Captain will remember that he la not being saluted, but his rank Is, 
there will not be sights t»f officers and men drinking together, etc. The pri- 
vate may not only be of equal but of m\ifli lietler social status than his Cap- 
tain, but in uniform or on iMiiy courtesy among miliuiry mon is indispensable 
to discipline. Saluting must be taught by Company Commanders, and was not 
what It ought to be, being good In some organizations and very poor In others. 
Every Company Commander should see that his company is thoroughly in- 
structed in Par. 37, and from Par. ,''^9 to Par. 002, br th iii< lusive Drill Regu- 
lations. The behavior and esprit de corps of the Brigade during the encamp- 
ment was excellent, although the Brigade Commander took no chances and had 
proYOSt guards In the city and wherever he thought there might be a distur- 
bance. There was not I believe a single serious case of misbehavior, and 
women were trpafed with great rntirtepy. Personally. I saw but one drunken 
man, and except that he showed it when spoken to, would not have noticed 
him. Upon the street cars upon several occasions, I heard privates speaking 
among themselves with pride of the good behaviour of the men and condemning 
those they thought might bring disgracce upon them. The camp was orderly 
and quiet. 

9. Guard duty was not as it should be, for in :spito of strict orders to the con- 
trary, recruits were put on post without proper Instruction. This, which Is 
the most important of all a soldier's duties, should be taught at home station, 
in the company, as before a man is brought to camp he should know, theo- 
retically at least, what a sentinel should do on pobt. There is no reason for 
carelessness In the matter of sentinel's saluting. In not challenging properly 
and not carrying piece as It should be. A well instructed, smart, soldierly 
guard shows qnieker than nnythin?: else the field etficicney of a rommand. The 
officers and uon-eommissioned oliieers in many cases were uncertain what to 
do, and guards did not turn out and form as quickly as they should. There 
was no outpost duty, but sentinels should be Instructed. Every effort was 
made by one Colonel, at least, by means of extra guard-mountings and by use 
of his adjutants to instruct hi.s guard in all t^ieir duties, theoretically and prac- 
tically, but time was too short for him to accomplish what his Company Com- 
manders bad neglected at home. 

10. No target practice was held in camp except by Battery "B" with 3.2 inch 
guns. It fired thirty roimns of shrapnel at a Hoafinp: target 5 inch by 9 inch at 
1.300 yards. Hit six times but liad no range finder and while other shots were 
in line they were not the proper distance. Companies are not exercised in 
position and aiming drill nor in gallery practice, but all have ranges at home 
stations.

These booivs and papers meet all the requirements of the State, and officers 
and men seem to have a correct knowledge of correspondence and record keep- 
ing. 

12. The instruction giv^n hy the instructor was as Stated to point out errora 
and as far as possible answer questions. 

13. The uihcers ot the Me4ical Department from the Brigade Surgeon, Major 
B. K. Van Naten, an enthusiastic and energetic officer, down, are most anxious 
to have their department as nearly as possible like that of the r^ular eatah- 
llshment. The department is not supplied with fie'd desks, proper number of 
orderly pouches (there should he one for each surgeonj with field ranges, mess 
chests, buckets, candle-sticks, hatchets or basins, and the surgical instmments 
are not what they should be. Battery "B" had no medical supplies, cots or bed- 
ding, and neither of the Cavalry troops had cots or bedding, nor proper medical 
supplies. The fJiiard has a good hospital corps, twelve privates, one hospital 
Steward and two aetiug hospital stewards to a three battalion regiment, but 
all should be Instructed In cooking, and should run hospital messes aa well as 
prepare food for the ^Ick instead of messing with organizations as at present. 
The Corps has exeellent Surgeons, and should he equipped up to date as that 
of the regular army with the following chests, etc., as shown in manual of 
U. S. Medical Department for 1902:

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There was no Signal Corps, but Brieade contains finest material for one if 
necessary at any time, having a number of expert telegraphers and electrician* 
among its members. 

The Brigade was inspected on July 20th and 21st hy the Inspector CSeneral, 
Colonel F. Q. Sweeney, accompanied by the Governor and Maior Oeneral 
Charles Miller, Dhision Commander, dviring the entire inspection. The in- 
spretion wa;^ by company, tlie !''iplfi, Staff and Non-Commissioned Staff OlUcers, 
Huiipitai Corps, Baud and Field Music of each regiment being inspccled in front 
of its Regimental Headquarters, prior to the inspection of the regiments and 
was most creditable. The Governor reviewed the Brigade on the afternoon of 
July 20th. 

The interest displayed by tlie ttiousauds wbo visited the encampment, shows 
that the National Guard holds a very high plafie in* the estimation of many of 
the voters of the Keystone State and that many appreciate the sa^flces the 

citizen scldicr has to make in fulfilling his patriotic duty to his State and 
Nation hy fitting himself lo serve ihviv in the hour of need. 

Pennsylvania has cause to be proud of work already done by the Second Bri- 
gade when the law was powerless without the help of the National Gnards- 
man, and to-day it is in excellent eondition to respond to any call for help to 
enforce law and order, but the Hrigade i.'^ badly in need of armories; the Hos- 
pital Corps should have a modern and complete equipment, and officers should 
receive their uniforms and equipments from the State. 

It is also believed by many that if the State paid to the enlisted men some- 
thing for attendance at drills while at home it would enable many worthy men 
to join who cannot now !~pare the time and would enable a man also the say to 
others he was paid for his worli. 

This report was delayed in an effort to attach hereto a summary of time 
consumed by each organization in movements both ways, with that taken for 
entrainroent and detrainment by Quartermasters, but as yet the data have not 
been received.

The Military Secretary, U. S. Army (Through Commanding General, Division 

Atlantic) : 

Sir: In compliance with par. 2, S. 0. 75, Headquarters Atlantic Division, June 
26, 1906, I reported by letter and subsequently in person on Jnly 6th to the Ad- 
jutant General of Pennsylvania, to the Governor on July 6th, and to the Com- 
manding General of the Third Brigade at noon on July 7th. 

In the absence of any special instructions which only reached me here July 
21, and have therefore somewhat delayed the forwarding of this report, as It was 
necessary for me to obtain the return of Troi^s required and some data in 
regard to the Railroads, etc. 

Brief Summary of Work at the Camp. 

On the evening of July 7th the troops began to arrive the discipline and 

promptness in detraining of troops Impressed me most favorably; they marched 
into camp in a soldierly manner. At 9 A. M., July Sth, the National Flag was 
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raised, salute fired and the camp was formally opened in the presence of the 
command. After this ceremony Uie camp was settled and some drills were 
held by companies and battalions. 

July 9th, Sunday. I accompanied General Gobiu in ins inspection of the Brl« 
gade Camp. Tfirrr thonsrind thrrr hundred and idly four officers and men 
present. The iiegimeiital, iroup and Hattery camps were in excellent condi- 
tion, as also the kitchens, mess tents, and mess outfits. The personnel of tile 
officers was excellent. Appearance of the men excellent in most of the com- 
panies, good in oihcrs. A ssomcwhat closer prohibition of the wearing of dif- 
ferent colored necl t!'^' ann hamlkerchipfs around the nprk and requirempnt of 
a soldierly hair cut wouUi vastly improve the appearance of certain CQm- 
panies. In the afternoon the Ninth Regiment mounted Guard. It was well 
done. At 5.30 there was'Brigade review, excellent, except that some officers 
do not conform to tho manual of the saber as prescribed and are inclined to 
make an exaggerated salute. 

July 10th. A practice march was begun at 9 A. M., to Bellaire, a town some 
seven miles to the westward, in two columns, by different roads, with instruc- 
tions to converge upon Bellaire and go into position to hold the to;sva against 
a strong force of the enemy marching on Bellaire from the west along the lines 
of the Cornwall and Lebanon Hailroad. 
The troops marched with full kits, blanket roll and shelter half. 
The knapsacks were discarded for this practical work as in my opinion they 
should be for all solrMor's work and for all time. 

The North Column, Colonel Dougherty, Ninth infantry Regiment, moved 
out at 9 A. M., in excellenl shape, except that cooks and others were allowed 
to start In Regimental ambulances. This was shotly corrected by the acting 
Brigade Suvp;e( n. The South Column, Colonel Clement, Twelfth Infantry Re- • 
ginipnt, mar( hed at 9.30 A, M. Both columns had properly flisposfd advance 
and rear guards, and these important duties were well performed at all times. 
One regiment of South Column had some companies with shelter half outside 
and some with poncho outside of blanket roll. With this exception, the troc^s 
showed great ^re and exnrtnf^F? in uniform and rqnipments. 

Inspected South Column on the march between li> and 11 A. M. Thv wa^ong 
were not properly loaded, enormous boxes used instead of medium aiied chests. 
The men marched well. 

Inspected North Column between 11 and 12 M. Wagons well loaded, hut 
.same fault nf too largo boxes. Men mart hed well, eppprially the Fourih In- 
fantry Regiment. Reached Bivouac ground at 12 M. and observed the occu- 
pation of position tor defense. 

The North Column came in sight at 12.20 P. M., and went into nositlon on 
ridge. Cavalry on kff flank and section of Artillery with nne (1) company in- 
fantry thrpe-fntirths of a mile in direct front section of Artillery. The South 
Column, came iu uu road in front, and took position. 

The Csvalry of the North Column was disposed in a wood. It Is thought 
that the North Column should have seized the advance position with the 
Ridge in rear for retreat in case of necessUy, knowing that thn South Column 
was near at band in support, the disposition of Cavalry in the wods close on 
left flank, would have been Improved by using this arm as a cavalry screen a 
mile or two to the west, the detachment of a portion of the Battery to the front 
with a rompnny of infantry to the distance of some three-fourths of a mile 
wntild have ronderod ttio caijture nf the .Artillery and Infantry inevitable by an 
enemy approaching on line of Railroad and from the nature of the ground the 
flre of Artillery would have been masked when the enemy appeared. Had the 
North Column been engaged at the time of the approadb of the South Column 
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the South Gohimn would have been exposed to fire from the North Column as 

well as the enemy, 

Bivouaced 1.30 P. M. Exceileul camp, good ground and good water. July 
11th. Starting at 9 A. M., a return march was made, the North and South 
Colunms ezchansing routes to the Rifle Range one mile from Camp Honey, 
arriving there 12.20 and going into camp. Tents were pitched and the Brigade 
remained until 7 P. M. when camp was broken and troops returned to Mt 
Gretna. 

On auiy 11th inspected the Camp with the Brigade Surgeon. The result is 

noted in answer to question below. 

July 12th. At 0 A. M. the Prifrade ]pft ramp, marehinR to thp Rifle Range. 
Position on crest or liiii, mme one-third o£ a mile in rear of the Rilie Range 
firing point was occupied by the Ninth and Twelfth Regiments, and one section 
artillery, facing east. Colonel Dougherty commanding, with orders to repel an 
attack from the ^asr. Thp Tnlnntry anri ArtiHrry wpre well plared. The 
Fourth, Eie;hth and Thirteenth Infantry, and one iruop ol cavalry, under tuni- 
manii of Colonel StiUwcU, Thirteenth Regiment of infantry, composed the 
attacking force, which made a spirited and well conducted infantry attack on 
the hill. No use made of the Cavalry> 

After the troops rerrosppd (he maneuver ground, by rcsitiient. troop, and hat- 
tery, forming for altaclc. The movement was well performed, except by one 
regiment, which advanced to within 200 yards of the objective with battalions 
inline. 

The Artillery and Cavalry handled their untrained h()r>^ns with great credit. 
The Artillery, theoretically a Gatling Mattery, has guns of three different 
calibers, .30, .45 and 3.2 inch, necessitating the care of three different kinds of 
ammunition. It would be better in my opinion that .80 caliber guns only 
should be used. The guns and eauipments of the artillery were kept in ex- 
lent condition. 

The equipment of the cavalry in excellent condition except sabers, which 
had not been cloned apparently for a long time. This was rectified after a 
day or two in camp. 

July 13. Inspected kitchens at 6.30 A. M. Meals generally excellent. At- 
10.30 A. M. Regimental drills and at 5.^0 P. M. Bricrade Review, which was re- 
markably well done by all the troops. Witnessed a i^lospital Corps drill, which 
was well done. 

July 14. Review for the Commander-in-Chief, excellent. The Governor spent 
the entire day ^oing through the camp, accompanied by the Adjutant General 
and members of his staff. 

July 1^. Troops returned to their home stations. 

I was particularly impressed by the exemplary conduct of the Brigade and the 

seriousness with which all officers and men took hold of the work before them, 
particularly on the practice march and maneuvers. They were proud of their 
General and themselves, and they had a right to be. I did not see one man of 
the Brigade coming into camp, or during the week there, under the influence 
of liquor or conducting himself in an unsoldierly manner. The only case of 
confinement was of a camp follower. 

Transportation. Infantry reached camp and returned to iiome stations by 
rail. The movement was directly under the control of Regimental Staff, su- 
pervised by Brigade Staff. Organizations were sent direct to camp from home 
stations, although by means of converging railroads. All were assembled at 
Headquarters, except I'iphth Repriment and part of the Fourth Regiment; In the 
former, battalions were organized, one at Uarrisburg and the other at Potts- 
vlUe and came into camp as such. In the latter. Companies K, C, H and G, 
being quite near the ground, came into camp by company. 
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The time ronhumed was dependent upon the distnnce, the Inrs-p^t diptnTir-f^^ 
from Scr;iiUo!i, bciiit; ILIO railes, time five hours. The battery marchpii from 
Phoenixville lo camp, disiauce 60 miles. The troop from Harrisburg, zt> miles, 
and returned In same way. The detraining and entraining of troope was ex- 
cellent. 

Encampment, By Brigade. Duration eight days. The oamp is located 
between the Pennsylvania and Heading Railroads, both trunk lines, with a 
branch line (Comwali and Lebanon Railroad) connecting these trunk lineB wlfb 
camp. Area of camp for use (including Rifle Range, owned by State) S,0OO 
acres, with as much more available ground for maneuvers as could be required. 
No permanent huildinss. Ground excellent for maneuvers. Good level drill 
ground surrounded by rolling hills. Three thousand five hundred men can be 
accommodated, or using drill grounds for camping purposes, doable that 
number. Camp was made before troops arrlyed, broken after they left. No 
regular troops participated. 

Sewage System. Water supply excellent, drawn from side of mountain and 
delivered through pipes. Hydrant in rear of each company kitchen. 

Qarbage. There appeared to be no proper provision for the disposal of 
garbage. I inspected the camp July 11th and found many of the company 
garbage ^ans had not. been emptied since the camp opened, July 8th. This was 
supposed to be carted off and buried by details with Q. M. wagons. All the 
wagons available being required by the command on practice marches, it bad 
not been attended to except In one company, B, Eighth Regiment Infantry. At 
several inspections I made I did not ses a sign of gnrlmge left at this company. 
The cook burned it all promptly. The system of making details of enlisted 
men who only have a week in camp a year for the purpose of removing and 
burying garbage is not thought to be a good one. The men have so short a 
time in camp that commanders should have all their men for 8trl«^y military 
exercises and the men not put lo such work, or the disinfecting of sinks. It 
would seem that some provision should be made to engage a sufficient number 
of men who are not of the command to attend to thew matters, and that a 
crematory should be built near at hand for the immediate destruction of dele- 
terious matter. 

Sewer System." None. The character of the soil (red sandy) and the lay of 
the laud makes a most desirable place for camp, drying in an hour after a 
fairly -heavy rain. 

Sinks. Too near the COOk houses, some 80 yards, light frame work covered 
with cotton sheeting. Economical and neat lookiug, but any sort of a wind 
storm would, it seemed, have carried them away. The position of the sinks 
was too near cook houses and up to July 11, no attempt appeared to have been 
made to ^ jtafeet them, or cover with earth. The Brigade Surgeon immediately ' 
purchased Creoline and had a 4 per cciit. solution in flower watering cans, which 
worked extremely well, conslderin)? that the sinks had not been dug and cov- 
ered to keep out rain water. The sinks and care of them were not a good ob- 
ject lesson. Boiled water was not used for drinking purposes. Not consid- 
ered necessary under circumstances stated above. 

The surgeons were interested, active and efficient and the Hospitals were 
well supplied. The Camp is not a model camp in a sanitary way, because every- 
body realises that it is only for a wesk. I think this a mistake. The lesson 
of the eye must be to put sinks too close and pay too little attention to the 
immediate destruction of gorm breeders and carriers. 

Clothing and Equipment. The men brought into camp their entire kit, 
blankets, rubber ponchos, blue uniform and the uniform worn in Pennsylvania 
Similar to khaki in color, bat made of a fibre dyed dw^k, wacb as was issued In

Porto Rleo in 1^8. It is strongw but not as good for general wear aa kbaU , as 

it is unyielding and does not dry as quickly. 
The suits were tliorouglily well made. 

Subsisted. Coiiipauy messes. Army ration was use<l with same leeway aud 
variation aa U. S. Troops, keeping wUhln oost allowed. 

IMllS and Ceremonies. Regimental, Battalion and Company drills were held 
whenever practicable. The two days' practice march and one day of man- 
euvers cut up the drill days of the week so that no regular record was kept. 
They were generally very creditable and commanding officers oarefnl to have 
movements ccHnreetly performed. 

Field exercises were good. Record of practice march and field exercises 
above, fairly well drilled in attack formations, and well drilled in Advance 
and Rear Guard formations. 

Personnel and Discipline. Personnel of the officers extremely good through- 
out. The discipline ot the men, excellent, courtesy, personal courtesy onlTerw 
sal except in the matter of saluting, standing to attention, etc Tli*' ni>^n of 
the Brigade improved in these matters while in camp, but a strict compliance 
was not of their habit of life. • 

The officers, howerer, were very punctilious with each other. 

Many of the men struck me as hardly old enough for hard field service and 
lacking in sot up and carriage. Passing along the column of one Regiment on 
the march, I heard the caution of "Heads up" passed on to the front with 
marked efCect 

Guard Duty. Performed conscientiously but sentinels not well Instructed. 

Out posts more on the alert than main gnards bnt all should have a grea;t deal 
more practice before their performance can be considered good work. 

The practice of sentinels calling the hour between Retreat and Reveille and 
adding "Alls Well" does not appear to be a good object lesson for camp, al- 
though authorized by the Guard Manual, when onlwed. 

Target i^ractice. None held in camp. State competition opens the second 
week of August on Rifle Range, 1 mile from camp. Excellent range. Sta- 
tionary firing point. Butts Cor short, mid, and long range firing, well con- 
structed and stone faced. I did not go into details of Instruction, as, at the time, 
I had no inBtnictionE?. and, as I Was not to be prssent, did not then consider It 
important to loolc into.

Ledger, i. e.. Descriptive Book. In view of the fact that present laws put the 
organised militia on the basis of a first reserve for U. S. Troops, it Is thought the 
records kept Should be the same in fbrm and matter. 

In the absence of any request for technical instruction from me, T simply 
acted as an ofhcer of observation makiug .such suggestions as occurred to me 
to be appropriate. I found the officers somewhat reticent about asking for in- 
formation and herewith repeat a recommendation made by me in 1S91, when 
, on similar duty with the National Guard of Iowa, that a sufficient number <if 
experienced non-commisHione«l officers bo detailed to attend these encampments, 
be Quartered with the men and give them in their company camps the benefit 
of their own experience in camp life, marches, and all the details they would 
otherwise haye to learn by going through simitar Kenes. 

This recommendation was approved by the Inspector neneral of the Army 
and the fnllnwing year was tried In the camps of the Iowa troops with marked 
success and appreciation, as 1 learned later from the Adjutant General of the

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State. Tbe friendly rivalry of the men of diflereni organlimttoiifl and the ser- 
geants increased Uie amount of work done, over and above previous years. 

I am indebted to (ieneral Qobin and every member of tbe Brigade Staff for 
the most cordial welcome and courteous consideration, during my tour of duty.

II. A statement of State property will be furnished direct from the Adju> 
taut General's office, previous to inspection— one copy to the InspeeUng <A08r 
and one copy to the accounttng officer.

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itatoneut and return same tbrough the Inspector Oenerara Department to 
the Adltttant General's office with ncceasary notations and observations written 

tlioroon, and will make like notations and obflervatfone on. the copy to be re-

in. Liiuuk forms (Inspection Roll) will be transmitted direct to Command- 
ing Officers from the office of the Adjutant General. Inspection Rolls will be 
prepared in duplicate, one copy to he retained and one copy to be delivered to 
the inspecting ofticer on date of inspection. The inspect officer or the com- 
manding ofiicer will call the roll of the command. /Ibe inspecting officer will 
mark those present and absent, and in case of absentees will note in column 
of remarks the cause of absence. 

In preparing the rolls care mii^t f r- ta^ion to have them correct, names mnst 
be properly pprlled, (he date of f iili>tnient in whirh the soldier is now serving 
must be given, and in the column of remarks niuBt lie noted previous enlist- 
ments served, giving daift and in what organisation. 

All changes in membership .since last inspection at Encampment, July, 1905, 
must ho cart fully noted. Wln ir llu' term of enlii::tnu nt of a soldier expires, 
and he re-enlists, he will be accounted for under the heading "Casualties, etc., 
as a loss, and should he re-enlist, that fact, together with the date of re-enlhit- 
ment, will be noted in column of remarks. 

IV. Where companies of a ifgiuK iil ar«' stationed at dilToront points, rom- 
mandfnp: offirors nf rogimenls aro niulKwizeil to furnish transpor' alion to not 
more than two lieki otlicers of such regiment to attend a company inspection. 
An effort should be made to have at least one field officer present during the 
inspection of a Company. 

Y. Fi( !(1 an<l staff offlrerp, non-rnmTnissifmpd ptnfT ofRrers and the raemhers 
of the Hospital Corps of regiments, qccupying regimental armories, will appear 
for inspection on such date as the* commanding offlcei' of the regiment may 
designate, the date to be the same as that fixed for a company inspection. 
Where companies of a regiment are located at different points, and the Field, 
Staff, Non-Commis«ioued Staff and members of Hospital Corps, are located at 
different, points within the regimental territory, the commanding officer will 
direct them to present themselves for inspection on the date of inspection 
of the company in or nearest the town in which they reside.

X. When in the jiKlpmont nf tlio inspecting nfficfr it is dpeineHl necesgary, 
officers and non-commissioned officers will he examined by the Inspector as to 
their general efficiency, and knowledge of their respective duties, and where 
found deficient. Incompetent, inattentive, or negli'^ent in the performance of 
their duties, a special report as to commissioned officers will be forwarded 
without delay tbronph the Inspor tor nencrars Dlikii • ni' tit . in order that where 
the circumstances warrant ii, such officers may be discburged from the service. 
Non-commissioned officers found to be Inefficient will be reported by the In- 
spector ro the Commanding Officer of the organization for his action. 

XI. The Hutter Book mu^t I t fioly written up and presented for inypt otlon. 
It must contain a full and complete record of all State moneys received during 
the year beginning June 1, 1905, and expenditures made therefrom during same 
period. Commanding officers will be required to present to the Inspector for 
his information, the communication from the Adjutant General's office, stating 
result of the audit nf financial reports for yt ar ending May ol, This com- 
munication will show balance on hand, if any, May 31, iyU5, to be accounted 
for on next report. The inspecting officer will be furnished a statement by the 
Adjutant General showing what amount of State money each captain is re- 
sponsible for. 

XII. The Ride Practice Record Book must be written up and contain the 
record of marksmanship in the command for the preceding Rifle Practice 
season.

I. A Court of Inquiry was ordered April 3, 1905, by Special Orders No. 1 from 
Division Headquarters, io "iuvesLigule the facts and circumstances in connec- 
tion with the election tor Captain. Company D, Fourteenth Regiment Inftrntry, 
on or about the 20th day of February, 1905, and to give its (pinion thereon." 
The record is before me and the finding is that the election was without fraud, 
and it discovered no irregularity. We have carefully gone over the testimony 
and disagree entlrdy with its conclusion. 

The Ckrart seems to have regarded the matter as "a ease'' between certain 
enlisted men of Company D and the Colonel of the Regiment and Captain of 
Company A, and treated it as such, regardless of the interests of the National 
Guard and the enforcement of the law regulating elections in companies. The 
evidence does not Justify the finding of the court, but on the contrary reveals 
the fact that there was a pr^edltated and studied arrangement to violate the 
spirit and intent ot the law governing enlistments, discharges and company 
elections. 

No law or custom could permit the discharge ot m«i from one company and 
thdr enlistment in another- under such circumstances and for suCh a purpose. 

The usp of those men in the election of officers of the second company and their 
discharge immediately thereafter was a direct and palpable violation of the

law. It was simply a temporary transfer of men from one company to an- 
other, in order to control au election of a captain. No officer can be excused, 
much less Justified in participating in such proceedings, but must feel that his 
conduct Is censurable in the highest degree as aifecting the integrity of the 
entire National Guard system. The finding of the Court is disapproved as 
being in violation of law and contrary to the uncontradicted evidence 

It may be observed that certain portions of the subject matter of the inquiry, 
tCHWit: 

The condition ot the Hutter Book of Companies A and the question 

whether men enlisted on the night of the election were ever entered upon the 
Hutter Book of Company D, or their names had been removed from the book 
of Company A prior to their enlistment in Company D, seems to have been 
entirely ignored by the Court. The Brigadier General commanding most 
emphatically expresses his Disapprobation ot the entire proceeding in this 
election as disclosed hy the testimony.
